Senator Foshee offered the following Senate Resolution, to-wit: 
S.R.5. ADOPTION OF SENATE RULES. 


RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALABAMA That the following be 
adopted as the Rules of the Senate for the quadrennium 1987-1990, to-wit: 


GENERAL RULES OF ORDER 
AND PROCEDURE 


RULE 1. (a) The presiding officer shall call for a prayer to be delivered 
by the Chaplain of the Day. (b) The presiding officer shall then call for 
recitation of the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag of the United States of 
America. (c) The President shall take his chair precisely at the hour to 
which the Senate has been previously adjourned. However, in the absence 
of the President, the President Pro Tempore shall assume this duty. In the 
absence of both President and President Pro Tempore, this duty shall be 
the responsibility of the Committee Chairperson in the order listed in Rule 
49. The President shall call the Senate to order and cause the roll to be 
called. If there is a quorum present, the Senate shall proceed with the 
transaction of its business, if there be no quorum present, a lesser number 
may adjourn from day to day and compel the attendance of absent members, 
as provided in Rule 38. 
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RULE 2. Unless it is otherwise specifically provided for by resolution 
or motion, the Senate shall meet at ten o’clock a.m., except on Mondays, 
when the Senate shall convene at twelve o’clock noon; however, the Senate 
shall meet at twelve o’clock noon on the first day of any organizational, 
special, or regular session. 


RULE 3. When the question of a quorum has been requested, the roll 
called and the absence of a quorum has been determined then the Senate 
shall stand in adjournment until the following calendar day unless otherwise 
provided for by resolution or motion. 


RULE 4. No person shall be admitted to the floor of the Senate’s 
Chamber while the Senate is in session except members. Former members 
of the Legislature, the officers and employees of the two houses, the employees 
of the presiding officer, the Governor and his Secretary, representatives of 
the press, the directors and employees of the Department of Archives and 
History, the Chief Examiner and employees of the Department of Examiners 
of Public Accounts, and the Director and employees of the Legislative 
Reference Service and the Legislative Fiscal Officer and the employees of 
the Legislative Fiscal Office in aid of the Senate in its work shall also be 
admitted to the floor and all of whom shall be placed by the Secretary of 
the Senate. On the first legislative day of any regular, special or organizational 
session, the families of the members of the Senate shall have the privileges 
of the floor, but only for that specific legislative day. This rule shall be 
enforced by the Secretary of the Senate without such enforcement being 
suggested or requested by a member of the Senate. 


RULE 5. Only the presiding officer of the Senate shall introduce visitors 
in the Senate gallery. Such introductions shall be made at the request of 
any Senator, but only at such time as will not interrupt or disturb the 
orderly transaction of the business of the Senate. 


RULE 6. No person shall be allowed to lobby in the Senate’s chamber 
while the Senate is in session. 


RULE 7. No motion shall be deemed in order to admit any person 
whomsoever within the doors of the Senate’s chamber to present any petition, 
pee or address, or to have any such petition, memorial, or address 
read. 


RULE 8. After reading the journal, the regular order of transacting 
business for the Senate shall be: 


1st, Signing of bills; 

2nd, Call of districts; 

3rd, House messages; 

4th, Reports from standing committees; 
5th, Reports from select committees; 
6th, Motions and resolutions; 

7th, Uncontested local bills; 

8th, Consent Calendar; 

9th, Bills on third reading; 
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10th, Special orders of the day at twelve o’clock noon; 
11th, Other business. 


RULE 9. The regular order of business shall not be set aside except 
by a majority vote of the Senate, upon a resolution reported by the Committee 
on Rules. The reading of the journal, however, may be dispensed with on 
motion, which motion shall be decided without debate. 


RULE 10. Under call of the districts, only bills shall be introduced. 


RULE 11. No bills other than local, advertised or otherwise, shall be 
introduced in the Senate during a regular session after the Senate adjourns 
on the 24th legislative day. 


RULE 12. The unfinished business ‘in which the Senate was engaged 
at the last preceding adjournment shall have preference in the special orders 
of the day. This rule shall not apply to the eighth order of business (Rule 
8), the Consent Calendar, except as provided in subparagraph 7 of Rule 14. 


RULE 13. Each motion or resolution for a bill to be placed on the 
Consent Calendar or for a special order shall be first referred to and reported 
from the Committee on Rules. 


RULE 14. After a bill appears on the regular calendar, the sponsor of 
a Senate bill may, during the period for considering motions and resolutions, 
request that the bill be referred to the Committee on Rules for placement 
on the Consent Calendar. Any member of the Senate may, during the call 
for motions and resolutions, upon motion, request that a House Bill be 
referred to the Committee on Rules for inclusion in the Consent Calendar. 
The referral to the Committee on Rules shall be limited to considering the 
bill for placement on the Consent Calendar, except as provided in subpar- 
agraphs (4) and (7) of this rule. Such request shall be deemed a privilege 
and shall be subject to the following procedures: 


(1) During each session each Senator is limited to three requests for 
Senate bills and three requests for House bills to be referred to the Committee 
on Rules for placement on the Consent Calendar, whether such bills are 
placed on said calendar or not; provided, however, upon suspension of the 
ae a Senator may be entitled to exceed the number of requests stipulated 

erein; 


(2) Unless the Clerk of the Committee on Rules receives written ob- 
jections from five or more Senators, this bill will be automatically placed on 
the Consent Calendar; any objection must be received by the Clerk prior to 
the end of the second legislative day after the motion for placement on the 
Consent Calendar is made; 


(3) If five or more written objections are received by the Clerk of the 
Committee on Rules, the request for placing the bill on the Consent Calendar 
shall fail automatically and the bill shall revert to the Regular Order Calendar 
when the Rules Committee next reports, under the fourth order of business 
Stee és the Secretary shall place such bill at the end of the Regular Order 

alendar; 


(4) Bills on the Consent Calendar shall not be amended or substituted 
in any manner, nor subject to any motion except a motion to correct 
typographical, grammatical or technical errors, or a motion to suspend the 
rules, unless such motion shall be ruled by the Chair as dilatory; provided, 
however, if a House bill, appearing on the Regular Senate Calendar, is 
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identical in every respect and form to the Senate version, such bill may be 
offered as a substitute; 


(5) The total time for debate on each bill shall not exceed thirty 
minutes, at which time a vote thereon shall be taken; 


(6) The total time for consideration of the Consent Calendar shall not 
exceed two hours. If the two-hour period expires before the end of the time 
allotted in (5) above, the bill under debate shall be the first order of business 
on the Consent Calendar for the next day and prior. time used for debate 
shall be deducted from the total allowed each bill; and each bill shall retain 
its position on said calendar until acted on by the Senate; 


(7) After the 24th legislative day of a regular session or after the 10th 
legislative day of a special session, the Senate may, upon adoption of a 
resolution from the Rules Committee, establish a Special Order Consent 
Calendar from bills appearing on the Consent Calendar; 


(8) Resolutions and local legislation shall not be eligible for placement 
on the Consent Calendar; 


(9) After the 24th legislative day of a regular session or after the 7th 
legislative day of a special session, no motions for placing bills on the Consent 
Calendar shall be in order. 


RULE 15. Bills on third reading postponed to a day certain shall take 
precedence over other bills on third reading on such day, and from day to 
day thereafter until disposed of. Priority of postponed bills shall be in the 
order of their postponement. 


RULE 16. When reports of standing committees are in order, the 
committee last occupying the floor shall be entitled to the floor. 


RULE 17. Every motion shall be reduced to writing upon request of 
the presiding officer or of any Senator. Written motions shall be delivered 
to the Secretary at the desk and read before the same shall be debated. 


RULE 18. Before any memorial or petition addressed to the Senate 
shall be received and read at the desk, a brief statement of its contents shall 
be made by the introducer. 


RULE 19. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 

but: (1) to adjourn, (2) adjourn to a day certain, (3) to lay on the table, (4) 

to postpone indefinitely, (5) to postpone to a day certain, (6) to commit, or 

(7) to amend, which several motions shall have precedence in the order they 

stand arranged. The motions to adjourn, to adjourn to a day certain, and 

fay on the table shall always be in order and shall be decided without 
ebate. 


RULE 20. The motion to lay on the table an amendment or substitute 
shall not carry with it the original bill, resolution, or proposition. 


RULE 21. The Committee on Rules may at any time report a special 
rule that debate on any measure shall cease at a certain hour and a vote 
be taken on the measure. In addition thereto a petition signed by eighteen 
or more senators to the effect that debate on a pending measure shall cease 
at a certain hour and a vote be taken on the measure filed with the Secretary 
while the Senate is in session, shall have the same effect as a report of the 
Committee on Rules regarding debate. The consideration of such special rule 
shall not exceed thirty minutes, when a vote shall be taken thereon; and if 
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three-fifths of the members elected shall vote to limit debate, then said rule 
shall have been adopted by the Senate. 


RULE 22. Messages may be introduced at any stage of business, except 
while a question is being put, while the yeas and nays are being called, or 
while the ballots are being counted. 


RULE 23. No discussion or debate shall be allowed while a vote is 
being taken. 


RULE 24. Every bill on first reading shall be referred to a standing 
committee, and shall be read a second time when returned from the committee 
on any subsequent day. 


RULE 25. When the reading of any paper is called for and the reading 
of same is objected to by a member, the question shall be determined by a 
vote of the Senate without debate. 


RULE 26. If the question in debate contains several points, any member 
may call for a division. It shall not be in order, however, to move for a 
division of the question on a motion to strike out and insert. 


RULE 27. The rejection of a motion to strike out and insert one 
proposition shall not prevent a motion to strike out and insert a different 
proposition; nor shall a subsequent motion simply to strike out prevent a 
subsequent motion to strike out and insert. 


RULE 28. In filling blanks, the largest sum and longest times shall be 
put first. 


RULE 29, When a vote has been taken on any question, other than 
a motion to adjourn, adjourn to a day certain, or to lay on the table, it shall 
be in order for any Senator of the majority to move for the reconsideration 
thereof. But no motion for the reconsideration of any vote shall be in order 
after the bill, resolution, message, report, amendment, or motion upon which 
the vote was taken shall have gone out of the possession of the Senate. Nor 
shall any motion for a reconsideration be in order unless it is made on the 
same day on which the vote was taken, or by twelve o’clock noon the next 
day, or one hour after the Senate convenes, if after twelve o'clock. 


RULE 30. Resolutions proposiong amendments to the Constitution or 
requiring the approbation or signature of the President or granting money 
out of funds appropriated for the Legislature shall be treated in all respects 
in the introduction and form of proceedings thereon as bills. 


RULE 31. All motions to go into executive session shall be decided 
without debate. 


RULE 32. Executive messages shall be considered with open doors 
unless it is otherwise requested in the message or otherwise ordered by a 
vote of the Senate. 


RULE 33. All nominations and appointments shall be referred to, and 
be reported from the Committee on Rules before consideration by the entire 
Senate. If the Senate rejects a nomination or appointment, it will either 
forward its rejection to the Secretary of the Senate who shall forward the 
rejection to the appointing authority and request a new nominee be submitted, 
or, in the event that the pertinent statute permits, the Senate may select a 
substitute appointment. 
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RULE 34. The final question upon every bill or resolution requiring 
three readings prior to passage shall be put in this form: “Shall the bill (or 
resolution) be read a third time?” No amendment shall be received for 
discussion after the third reading of any bill, resolution, amendment or 
motion, except by unanimous consent of all members present; but it shall 
at all times be in order, before the final passage of any such bill, resolution, 
constitutional amendment, or motion, to move its recommitment, and if such 
recommitment takes place and an amendment is reported by the committee, 
the said bill, resolution, constitutional amendment, or motion shall be again 
read a second time, and then the aforesaid question shall be put. 


RULE 35. During a regular session, no bill that has originated in the 
Senate shall be sent to the House of Representatives for its first reading in 
the House after the Senate adjourns on the 26th legislative day. 


RULE 36. No motion to alter, modify, or amend any rule or any part 
thereof shall be in order except on one day’s notice in writing, which notice 
shall specify precisely the rule or part thereof proposed to be suspended, 
modified, or amended. Before any vote shall be taken on such motion, it 
shall be first referred to the Committee on Rules, and said committee must 
report thereon. Any rule may be suspended by the consent of the Senate 
unless one or more Senators object thereto. Any Senators objecting to a 
suspension of the rules will be identified by name and upon request of any 
other Senator, the name of any objecting Senator shall be entered into the 
record. Any change or alteration of the rules shall be decided by a majority 
vote after proper consideration by the Committee on Rules. 


RULE 37. During the period between the end of the regular session 
and the convening of the next regular session, members may deliver bills to 
the Secretary of the Senate, which shall be known as “pre-filing”. Such bills 
shall be numbered by the Secretary in the order of receipt and otherwise 
processed for introduction when the regular session has been convened. Pre- 
filed bills shall be assigned by the presiding officer to a standing committee 
for study and shall be formally referred to the same committee upon com- 
mencement of the regular session; provided, however, that no bill shall be 
pre-filed under this Rule after the commencement of the last regular session 
of the Legislature in any quadrennium and before the organizational session 
following general election. 


RULES RELATING TO SENATORS 


RULE 38. No Senator shall absent himself or herself from the service 
of the Senate for as long as one day, without leave of the Senate first 
obtained. In case a lesser number than a quorum of the Senate shall convene, 
they are hereby authorized to send the Doorkeeper or some other person 
for any or all absent Senators, as the majority of the Senators present shall 
agree. The expense of sending for an absent Senator shall be paid by the 
absentee, unless an excuse for non-attendance shall be made, as a quorum 
of the Senate shall judge sufficient. In which event, the expense of securing 
the attendance of such absent Senator shall be paid out of funds appropriated 
for the Legislature. 


RULE 39. When the yeas and nays shall be called for by three or 
more Senators, each Senator called upon shall, unless for special reasons be 
excused by the Senate, declare openly and without debate, his or her assent 
or dissent to the question. No members shall be permitted to vote after the 
decision is announced from the chair. In taking the yeas and nays, and upon 
the call of the Senate, the names of the Senators shall be called alphabetically. 
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RULE 40. No member shall speak more than twice on any question 
under debate and none shall, without leave of the Senate, speak for more 
than one hour at each time; provided, however, debate on resolutions and 
debatable motions shall be subject to a reasonable time limit at the discretion 
of the President. The originator of the pending question, or the Chairperson 
er the Coealtiee reporting the measure, shall have the right to conclude 
the debate. 


RULE 41. When a Senator shall be called to order by the President, 
he or she shall immediately sit down. 


RULE 42. The Secretary shall cause to be printed for the use of each 
Senator, and each Senator shall promptly execute, a form on which there 
shall appear a place for the signature of such Senator and above it a statement 
of the names and addresses of each public utility, public service, or quasi- 
public corporation, and any other person, firm or corporation engaged in 
any business or industry subject to regulation by the Alabama Public Service 
Commission with which the Senator may have been, at that time or any 
time within one year prior to the convening of the first regular session of 
each quadrennium, connected, as agent, employee, officer, director or attorney, 
or from which he or she receives, or has during such time received, com- 
pensation, direct or indirect, or has received a pass or rate concession or 
reduction of any nature whatsoever. If no such connection exists, a statement 
to that effect shall be made. Executed forms, and an unfilled form bearing 
the name of each Senator who fails to execute a form, shall be bound in 
alphabetical order, in a permanent volume, on or before the fifth legislative 
day of the first regular session of each quadrennium, which volume shall be 
kept open to public inspection in the office of the Secretary while the Senate 
is in session and shall be thereafter deposited with the permanent records 
of the Legislature. 


RULES RELATING TO PRESIDING OFFICER 


RULE 43. In the absence of the President when the Senate convenes, 

the President Pro Tempore shall preside except as provided for in Rule 1; 

however, any other rule to the contrary notwithstanding, the President shall 

pave the right to name a member to perform temporarily the duties of the 
air. 


RULE 44. All questions shall be put by the Chair, and members shall 
signify assent or dissent by answering yea or nay. If those who vote are 
sufficient in number to show that a majority constituting a quorum so acted, 
those who thus voted only shall be counted as constituting the house for 
the purpose of that vote; but when any question is put and a quorum is 
not recorded as voting, the Chair shall, before announcing the vote, on his 
or her own motion or on suggestion of any Senator, instruct the Secretary 
to record as present a sufficient number of those Senators physically present 
to constitute a quorum, though all present are not participating in the vote. 


RULE 45. Every question of order shall be decided by the Chair without 
debate, subject to an appeal to the Senate, which must be made on the same 
legislative day. The Chair may call for the sense of the Senate on any 
question of order or on any other matter properly before the Senate. 


RULE 46. Any other rule to the contrary notwithstanding, when two 
or more Senators rise at the same time, the Chair shall name the Senator 
who is to speak first. 
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RULE 47. The Chair shall give notice at each reading of a bill whether 
it be the first, second, or third. 


RULE 48. All committees of the Senate and the Chairperson, Deputy 
Chairperson, Vice Chairperson, Subcommittee Chairperson, and members 
thereof shall be named by the President elected to serve for the quadrennium 
concurring with the term of the Senators adopting these rules and shall 
serve at the pleasure of the presiding officer; provided, however, that the 
removal of any Senator from any committee position shall be subject to the 
consent of a majority of the members elected and such vote shall take place 
upon the same day as the filing of said motion for removal by the President. 


RULES RELATING TO COMMITTEES 


RULE 49. There shall be seventeen (17) standing committees on the 
following subjects: 


(1) Banking and Insurance, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning: banks, banking, savings and loan asso- 
ciations, credit unions, and other financial institutions in this State, including 
the small loan business; and all bills and other matters concerning the 
business of insurance in Alabama, including bills and other matters relating 
to private pension and retirement systems. The Committee on Banking and 
Insurance shall consist of eleven (11) members. 


(2) Rules, which committee shall have supervision over the Revision of 
the Journal, Enrolled Bilis, and Engrossed Bills. In addition, the Committee 
on Rules or its Chairperson shall consider and report on matters required 
by the rules of the Senate, as follows: Motions or resolutions to set aside a 
regular order of business (Rule 9); motions for placing bills on the Consent 
Calendar (Rule 14); motions or resolutions for a Special Order Consent 
Calendar (Rule 14 (7)); motions or resolutions for a Special Order (Rule 9, 
13); special rules that debate on a pending measure shall cease at a certain 
hour and a vote be taken on the measure (Rule 21); executive nominations 
and appointments (Rule 33); propositions to suspend, modify, or amend any 
rule or any part thereof (Rule 36); all resolutions that may be referred to 
it (Rule 55). Also, the committee on rules shall render advisory opinions to 
any lobbyist who seeks advice about the rules relating to lobbying, and the 
committee shall make recommendations regarding the imposition of penalties 
prescribed for violations of the rules relating to lobbying (Joint Rules 18 & 
20). The Committee on Rules shall consist of seven (7) members. 


(3) Health, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning the health of the people of Alabama. The Committee on 
Health shall consider bills and other matters relating to medical care, hos- 
pitals, and other health care facilities, the mental health program, and mental 
institutions, and other health care programs in general. The Committee on 
Health shall consist of nine (9) members. 


(4) Finance and Taxation, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning the revenues, appropriations [except a 
bill or resolution carrying an appropriation which may be first referred to 
another committee as authorized by Rules 54 and 75 (2)], expenditures, and 
public debts of the State, and the administration of the State’s taxation and 
revenue law, including measures that would require new expenditures or 
increases in appropriations of state funds or that would affect any reduction 
in state revenue. In addition, the Committee on Finance and Taxation shall 
consider and report on all bills and resolutions carrying appropriations, 
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previously referred to another committee, as authorized by Rules 54 and 75 
(2). The Committee shall consist of eighteen (18) members. 


The Finance and Taxation Committee shall be divided into two (2) 
eleven member subcommittees. The Chairperson and Deputy Chairperson of 
the Finance and Taxation Committee shall serve as voting members of both 
subcommittees. The Chairperson of the Finance and Taxation Committee, 
or, in the event of his or her absence, the Deputy Chairperson shall preside 
at meetings of both subcommittees. The President of the Senate shall also 
appoint a Vice Chairperson of each subcommittee. One Subcommittee shall 
be referred to as the Finance and Taxation Subcommittee on Education and 
the other Subcommittee shall be referred to as the Finance and Taxation 
Subcommittee on General Funding. In addition to each subcommittee Chair- 
person being a voting member of his or her subcommittee, he or she shall 
also be a voting member of the other subcommittee. The two respective 
subcommittees shall consider the two basic appropriations as separate and 
distinct entities. The chairperson, in his or her complete discretion, shall 
refer all other bills assigned to the Finance and Taxation Committee to 
either of the two subcommittees. If either of the two subcommittees vote 
to give a favorable report to its respective bills, then the bill shall be reported 
out favorably by the committee to receive its second reading. 


(5) Economic Affairs, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
pertaining to Alabama’s economy. There shall be two (2) Subcommittees of 
the Committee on Economic Affairs: Consumer Affairs and International 
and Domestic Trade, each of which shall consist of a Chairperson and two 
(2) other members. The Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs shall deal with 
all bills that affect the state’s consumer involvement in the purchase or use 
of consumer goods and services. The Subcommittee on International and 
Domestic Trade shall deal with bills affecting international and domestic 
ears The Committee on Economic Affairs shall consist of eleven (11) 
members. 


(6) Judiciary, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning: the judiciary, judicial proceedings, law enforcement and 
penal and correctional institutions and programs. The Committee on Judiciary 
shall also be referred all bills, resolutions and other matters concerning 
proposed amendments to the Constitution of Alabama, as well as bills 
proposing a new Alabama Constitution and resolutions or bills calling for 
the convening of a Constitutional Convention for the purpose of rewriting 
me Alabama Constitution. The Committee shall consist of eleven (11) mem- 

ers. 


(7) Governmental Affairs, to which committee shall be referred all bills, 
resolutions, and other matters concerning: elections, the organization and 
operation of State government, including matters relating to the organization, 
reorganization, establishment, or abolition of any department, board, com- 
mission, or other agency of State government, and matters pertaining to the 
merit system, or otherwise related to employment in the State Civil Service 
and the organization of and government of any incorporated municipalities 
in the State of Alabama and all other bills and matters relating to counties 
in Alabama. There shall be two (2) Subcommittees of the Committee on 
Governmental Affairs: Military Affairs and Student Affairs, each of which 
shall consist of a Chairperson and two (2) other members. The Subcommittee 
on Military Affairs shall deal with all bills relating to military affairs and 
the National Guard. The Subcommittee on Student Affairs shall deal with 
all bills relating to the affairs and activities of youth, including student 
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grants, tuition assistance, and student loans. The committee shall consist of 
thirteen (13) members. 


(8) Natural Resources, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
dealing with the protection, preservation and utilization of Alabama’s natural 
resources or other appropriate matters. There shall be three (3) Subcom- 
mittees of the Committee on Natural Resources: Mining and Reclamation; 
Oil and Gas; and Waterways, each of which shall consist of a Chairperson 
and two (2) other members. The Subcommittee on Mining and Reclamation 
shall deal with bills regulating the mining and reclamation of any minerals 
located in Alabama. The Subcommittee on Oil and Gas shall deal with bills 
pertaining to the exploration, capture and utilization of oil and natural gas 
that is located in Alabama. The Subcommittee on Waterways shall deal with 
all bills regulating the use of Alabama’s navigable waterways, with the 
exception of coastal waters conservation. The Committee on Natural Re- 
sources shall consist of seven (7) members. 


(9) Agriculture, Forestry and Conservation, to which committee shall 
be referred all bills and other matters concerning agriculture in the State of 
Alabama, and all bills and other matters of the state relating to forestry, 
fish and game, soil conservation and coastal waters conservation. There shall 
be two (2) Subcommittees of the Committee on Agriculture, Forestry and 
Conservation: Coastal Waters Conservation and Forestry, Fish and Game, 
each of which shall consist of a Chairperson and two (2) other committee 
members. The Subcommittee on Coastal Waters Conservation shall deal with 
bills pertaining exclusively to coastal waters conservation, such as the reg- 
ulation of commercial and game fishing in Alabama’s coastal waters. The 
Subcommittee on Forestry, Fish and Game shall deal with bills relating to 
forestry, fish and game. The Committee shall consist of thirteen (13) members. 


(10) Public Welfare, to which committee shall be referred all bills that 
affect the welfare of the people of the State of Alabama, including the 
operation of all programs managed by the Department of Human Resources, 
and matters pertaining to senior citizens and aging. There shall be (1) 
Subcommittee of the Committee on Public Welfare, namely the Subcommittee 
on Aging, which shall deal with all bills pertaining to senior citizens and 
aging. The Subcommittee on Aging shall consist of a Chairperson and two 
(2) other members. The Committee on Public Welfare shall consist of five 
(5) members. 


(11) Education, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning primary, secondary, post secondary, and higher education, 
and other institutions and matters directly related to education. The Com- 
mittee on Education shall consist of five (5) members. 


(12) Business and Labor Relations, to which committee shall be referred 
all bills and other matters concerning the conditions and interests of labor, 
including Unemployment Compensation, Workmen’s Compensation, Indus- 
trial Relations, and Small Business. There shall be one (1) Subcommittee 
of the Committee on Business and Labor Relations, namely the Subcommittee 
on Small Business, which shall deal with all bills pertaining to preservation, 
fostering and promotion of small business in the State of Alabama. The 
Subcommittee on Small Business shall consist of a Chairperson and two (2) 
other members. The Committee on Business and Labor Relations shall consist 
of nine (9) members. 


(13) Commerce, Transportation and Utilities, to which committee shall 
be referred all bills and other matters concerning commerce, motor vehicles, 
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traffic regulation, highways, railways, airports and air transportation facilities, 
and all matters related to common carriers or other forms of transportation; 
all bills and other matters concerning utilities and utility systems within the 
state; and bills relating to ports, harbors and docks. The Committee on 
Commerce, Transportation and Utilities shall consist of nine (9) members. 


(14) State Development and Tourism, to which committee shall be 
referred all bills pertaining to industrial development, the Alabama Devel- 
opment Office, industrial bond programs and the expansion of existing 
industry. The committee shall also deal with all bills relating to tourism in 
the State of Alabama, as well as all bills relating to parimutuel betting, 
gambling or games of chance. The Committee on State Development and 
Tourism shall consist of five (5) members. 


(15) Local Legislation No. 1, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning local legislation in counties having a 
population of less than 500,000. Local legislation under this rule shall consist 
of any bill that applies to any political subdivision or subdivisions of the 
state less than the whole. The Committee on Local Legislation No. 1 shall 
consist of five (5) members. 


(16) Local Legislation No. 2, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning local legislation in counties having a 
population of 500,000 or more. Local legislation under this rule shall consist 
of any bill that applies to any political subdivision or subdivisions of the 
state less than the whole. The Committee on Local Legislation No. 2 shall 
consist of seven (7) members. 


(17) Local Legislation No. 3, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning local legislation in counties having a 
population of between 300,000 and 500,000. Local legislation under this rule 
shall consist of any bill that applies to any political subdivision or subdivision 
or subdivisions of the state less than the whole. The committee on Local 
Legislation No. 3 shall consist of four (4) members. 


RULE 50. (a) No committee, with the exception of the Committee on 
Rules, shall meet on the Senate floor while the Senate is in session. No 
committee shall meet off the Senate floor while the Senate is in session 
a the time and place shall be previously announced by the presiding 
officer. 


(b) Each committee shall have investigatory powers and is authorized 
to hold hearings on any subject under its jurisdiction, to require attendance, 
upon appropriate notice, of State government officials and/or employees to 
give testimony at such hearings, and to formulate reports and recommen- 
dations regarding the activities or actions of such agency or department 
being investigated or reviewed by such committee. 


(c) With the exception of the two (2) Subcommittees of the Committee 
on Finance and Taxation, the procedures governing subcommittees shall 
operate in the following manner. The Chairperson of a standing committee 
containing subcommittees may assign any bill referred to the whole committee 
to any one of its subcommittees. All rules governing the meetings of com- 
mittees apply to subcommittees, except as hereinafter stated. If a subcom- 
mittee gives a bill a favorable report, the full committee must still take 
action on the bill before it can be favorably reported for its second reading. 
However, the Chairperson of a committee shall have the option of removing 
a bill that was previously assigned to a subcommittee so that the full 
committee can take action on said bill. 
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RULE 51. Any bill providing for or dealing with parimutuel betting, 
gambling or games of chance shall first be assigned to the appropriate Local 
Legislation Committee. If the appropriate Local Legislation Committee gives 
the bill a favorable report, said bill shall then be referred to the appropriate 
standing committee and be treated in all further respects as a general bill. 


RULE 52. Every bill, petition, memorial, or other paper shall, upon 
the first reading thereof, be referred by the President or presiding officer to 
a standing committee having the subject matter thereof for consideration. 


RULE 53. When motions are made for reference of the same subject 
to a select committee and to a standing committee, the question on reference 
to the standing committee shall be put first. A select committee is a committee 
appointed by the Chair to study one specific question and ceases to exist 
when the purpose for which it was selected has been resolved. 


RULE 54. A bill or resolution carrying an appropriation may be referred 
to a committee other than the Committee on Finance and Taxation if the 
subject matter requires such referral in the judgment of the presiding officer. 
However, such bill or resolution may also be referred to (on a motion proposed 
by a member and approved by majority vote) and reported by the Committee 
on Finance and Taxation after being given a second reading. 


RULE 55. All resolutions shall be referred to and reported from the 
Committee on Rules before consideration by the Senate. This rule shall not 
apply to resolutions requiring immediate consideration. Resolutions of con- 
gratulation, commendation or sympathy may be reported by the Committee 
on Rules, in resolution form, en masse for adoption by the Senate; provided, 
however, any such resolution so reported, which requires action other than 
congratulating, commending or expressing sympathy, shall be void ab initio. 


RULE 56. When a bill has been acted upon by a standing committee, 
the committee’s Chairperson shall endorse on said bill:

RULE 57. The final vote of a committee on a bill shall be recorded 
and kept as a permanent record in the office of the Secretary of the Senate. 
No bill shall receive its second reading without the final vote of a committee 
attached thereto. This rule shall not apply to local bills. 


RULE 58. A committee may return a bill or resolution for its second 
reading without recommendation which shall constitute action by such com- 
mittee. 


RULE 59. No bill shall be reported out of committee by any means 
without having been considered and acted upon at a meeting of the committee 
to which such bill was assigned. 


RULE 60. The Committee on Rules may report at any time and action 
on any of its reports shall take precedence over all other business. 


RULE 61. Whenever the Chairperson of any committee shall refuse to 
call a meeting of such committee, then a majority of the members of the 
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committee may call a meeting by giving one day’s written notice setting the 
time and place for such meeting. Such notice shall be read by the Secretary 
and posted in the Senate Chamber. Whenever the Chairperson and Vice 
Chairperson are absent at any committee meeting, a majority of a committee 
may designate any member of the committee as Acting Chairperson for that 
particular meeting only. 


RULES RELATING TO THE SECRETARY 
AND THE JOURNAL 


RULE 62. The proceedings of the Senate, when not in committee of 
the whole, shall be entered on the journal as concisely as possible, care being 
taken to detail a true and accurate account thereof. Every vote of the Senate 
shall be entered on the journal, and a brief statement of the contents of 
each item of legislation presented to the Senate shall be inserted thereon. 


RULE 63. The titles of bills and such parts thereof only as shall be 
affected by proposed amendments shall be inserted in the journal. 


RULE 64. The Secretary shall, on the introduction of bills, make a 
photocopy of each bill to be designated as a second official copy, and shall 
make an entry in the journal as follows: 


“INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


“Upon the call of districts, bills were introduced, severally read one time 
and referred to appropriate standing committees as follows: (Here set out 
the number, title and sponsors of each bill introduced and the name of the 
committee to which it was referred. The name of the chief sponsor shall be 
underscored on the original bill.)” 


RULE 65. When a bill shall be returned from a standing committee, 
the Secretary shall make the journal read: 


“Senator _._-_——CCC‘“‘CNC#CXCS§SK Chairperson of the 
standing committee on ____—————C(™P_CX<s reported that 
said committee, in session, had acted on the following bills and ordered same 
returned to the Senate with a —____——S—COsSCSCSCS<;7 PCY 
which bills were severally read a second time and placed on the calendar, 
to-wit:”. 


RULE 66. On the signing of bills or resolutions, the Secretary shall 
make the journal read: 


“SIGNING OF BILLS (OR RESOLUTIONS) 


“The President of the Senate, in the presence of the Senate, after the 
reading thereof at length had been dispensed with by a two-thirds vote of 
a quorum of the Senate present, and immediately after their titles had been 
publicly read at length by the Secretary of the Senate, signed the foregoing 
bills (or resolutions), the titles of which are set out in the foregoing (Message) 
i the House, or Report from the Committee on Rules as the case may 

e.” 


RULE 67. Messages shall be sent to the House of Representatives by 
the Secretary, who shall endorse the final determination of the Senate thereon. 


RULE 68. The Secretary shall provide the Chairperson of each standing 
committee with a stamp with which to make endorsements on bills. Each 
standing committee of the Senate shall be furnished a secretary or clerk by 
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the Secretary of the Senate. Office space shall be provided to the President 
Pro Tempore and to the Chairpersons of standing committees as such space 
is made available to the Senate. 


RULE 69. Upon adjournment of the Senate, the Secretary shall enter 
on the journal the hour of adjournment and the name of the member on 
whose motion adjournment was adopted. 


RULE 70. If a Senator be called to order by a Senator for words 
spoken, the exceptional words shall be taken down immediately in writing 
by the Secretary. The presiding officer shall then judge the matter, and rule 
accordingly. 


RULE 71. The Secretary shall furnish to the members daily a printed 
calendar of all bills and resolutions on third reading and such calendar shall 
be designated “Regular Order Calendar”. The bills and resolutions listed 
therein shall be arranged in the order in which they are entitled to consid- 
eration. 


The Secretary also shall furnish to the members daily a printed calendar 
designated as “Consent Calendar” which shall list all bills placed thereon 
by the Committee on Rules and those bills which are pending for placement 
on the said Consent Calendar. 


The Secretary also shall furnish to the members daily a printed list of 
those bills which are being held in Rules Committee for placement on the 
Consent Calendar as prescribed in Rule 14. 


In the event a Special Order Calendar is adopted for more than one 
day, but is not a continuing order of business until disposed of, then such 
bills on special order shall be returned to their original position on the 
Regular Order Calendar occupied by them before the adoption of the special 
order. Whenever the calendar contains more than twenty-five (25) pages, a 
numerical index of all Senate and House bills contained in that day’s calendar 
(with the number of the page on which the bill appears in the calendar 
printed opposite the bill’s assigned number) shall be printed on the last 
pages of that day’s calendar, or on a separate pamphlet which can be slipped 
into the back of the calendar. 


In the event a special order is adopted from bills appearing on the 
Consent Calendar, the Secretary also shall furnish to the members daily a 
calendar designated “Special Order Consent Calendar” (Rule 14 (7)). If such 
calendar is not a continuing order of business until disposed of, then such 
bills remaining on the Special Order Consent Calendar shall be returned to 
their original position on the Consent Calendar occupied by them before the 
adoption of said Special Order Consent Calendar. 


RULE 72. The Secretary shall cause to be printed and distributed 
among the members of the Senate a pocket-sized book or pamphlet, which 
shall include the following information: (a) a picture and brief biography of 
each Senator, his or her address, home and business phone, and committee 
assignments; (b) a list of Senate committees and their memberships; (c) 
Senate and joint rules; (d) a brief explanation of the legislative process 
including legislative powers, qualifications, and duties of legislators; and (e) 
instructions for the drafting of bills. 


RULE 73. The Secretary shall not employ any person as a page who 
is under the age of twelve (12) years. 
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RULE 74. Every bill or resolution making an appropriation from the 
state treasury or increasing or decreasing state revenue shall, before any vote 
is taken thereon by the Senate, have endorsed thereon or attached thereto 
a reliable estimate of the amount of money involved therein, and the an- 
ticipated increase or decrease in revenue collections under the provisions of 
the bill. The fiscal note shall be prepared by or under the supervision of 
the standing committee to which the bill is referred. The fiscal note shall 
be endorsed on the bill or attached thereto, and shall be printed on the 
calendar of bills on third reading immediately following the title of the bill. 
Any bill or resolution on second reading not having a fiscal note affixed 
thereto shall be recommitted to the Committee on Finance and Taxation. 
No bill or resolution shall be given its third reading if affected by this rule, 
unless it has affixed thereto a valid fiscal note. 


RULE 75. (1) All general bills or resolutions creating or making or 
eliminating a program requiring the expenditure of funds by local unit of 
government causing to be made an appropriation from any county or mu- 
nicipal treasury shall have endorsed and attached thereto a reliable estimate 
of the money involved therein and the anticipated increase or decrease in 
spending and the increase or decrease of the anticipated revenue and the 
eee fiscal impact on counties and municipalities of the provisions of the 

ill. 


(2) All resolutions creating a committee or program wherein the ex- 
penditure of funds out of the state treasury is authorized must contain the 
same fiscal note as defined in paragraph (1) above and must be referred to 
the Committee on Rules. 


(3) All fiscal notes provided for in this rule and other rules of the 
Senate must be prepared by or certified by the chief legislative fiscal officer 
a bene substantially accurate to the best of his knowledge, information and 

elief. 


RULE 76. No resolution, as provided for in Section C of Section 1 of 
Act No. 81-889 may be introduced until the bill described in the resolution 
appears on the regular calendar. Further provided that such resolution shall 
have been prepared by the Legislative Reference Service or the office of the 
Secretary of the Senate. 


RULE 77. The indices of the Senate Journals shall include a topic 
index of all bills referenced in the journals, a numerical index, a sponsor 
index and an index of “Miscellaneous Subjects.” The indices shall be dis- 
tinguished from the textual material by the use of paper of a distinctive 
color and the indices shall be prefaced by a page of explanatory material 
that will instruct a person totally unfamiliar with the journals on the most 
efficient means of locating particular items of information. Speeches received 
in the two houses in joint sessions and printed in full in the House Journal 
shall carry an abridged statement in the Senate Journal and a distinct 
reference to the full text in the House Journal. 


RULE 78. All salary, expense allowances or other increases in com- 
pensation or benefits of any form whatsoever of members of the legislature 
shall only be passed by a roll call recorded vote.

OF THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA FOR 1987. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the following be adopted as 
the Joint Rules of this, the Organizational Session, the Regular Session and 
all extraordinary sessions of this Legislature. 


JOINT RULES 
OF THE TWO HOUSES OF THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA 


1987 


1. Messages from one house to the other shall take precedence over 
all other questions. 


2. When House or Senate bills are signed by the presiding officer of 
the House or Senate, the Clerk or Secretary, as the case may be, shal! notify 
the other house and request the signature of the presiding officer to the 
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same, and as soon as the message is read, the presiding officer shall im- 
mediately sign the bills in the presence of the House or Senate, as prescribed 
by the Constitution. 


3. No local or special bill shall be introduced into either house unless 
the member who introduces it discloses at the time the fact that the notice 
required by the Constitution and laws has been given, and submits one copy 
of the notice and proof thereof attached to the bill. 


4. No bill amending a section or part of the Code by reference to the 
section or other subdivision of the Code shall be introduced into either house 
unless the title thereof contains a brief statement of the general subject, 
independent of references to the Code section, to which such section or 
subsection relates. 


5. The Secretary or the Clerk, as the case may be, shall, when a bill 
is duly enrolled and signed by the presiding officers of both houses, deliver 
the bill to the Governor noting thereon the day and hour and minute of 
delivery, and he shall make a written report to the house where the bill 
originated showing the number of the bill and time of delivery, which shall 
be spread upon the Journal. 


6. All official printed legislative documents placed in the custody of 
the Clerk of the House and the Secretary of the Senate shall be assigned a 
number by the Secretary or the Clerk and the number, year and the session 
shall clearly appear on the title page of the document. 


7. The printer shall print fifty copies of each legislative document for 
the use of the Department of Archives and History, unless otherwise ordered 
by the Director. 


8. The privileges of the floor of both houses are accorded the Directors 
and employees of the Department of Archives and History and the Legislative 
Reference Service and the Legislative Fiscal Officer and employees of the 
Legislative Fiscal Office in aid of the reference work required by law to be 
done for members of the Legislature. 


9. The presiding officer of the Senate shall preside when the two Houses 
meet in joint sessions. 


10. During the period between the end of a regular session and the 
convening of the next regular session, except for the period between the end 
of the last regular session in the quadrennium and the general election, 
members may deliver bills to the Clerk or Secretary. This shall be known 
as “pre-filing.” Such bills shall be numbered by the Clerk or Secretary in 
the order of receipt and otherwise processed for introduction when the regular 
session has been convened. Pre-filed bills shall be assigned by the presiding 
officer to a standing committee for study and shall be formally referred to 
the same committee upon commencement of the regular session. 


11. Resolutions of sympathy, commendation or congratulations shall be 
by House resolution or by Senate resolution and shall be filed with the 
Secretary of the Senate or the Clerk of the House who shall cause the 
respective journals to reflect that such resolution was filed by inserting the 
title thereof in their respective journals; the Secretary or the Clerk, respec- 
tively, shall prepare appropriate copies for distribution; provided, however, 
by suspension of the rules such resolutions shall be made a part of the 
journals. 
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12. (a) No bill amending an existing statute shall be accepted for in- 
troduction in the Legislature unless: (1) the language to be deleted is stricken 
through (example: striekenthreugh) and (2) the language to be inserted is 
underscored (example: underscored). 


(b) All amendments to bills shall refer to the line or lines to be 
amended by number and shall strike out the language to be deleted and 
underline the new language. 


(c) No bill shall be accepted by the Secretary or Clerk for intro- 
duction unless it is a legible copy and is typed on 8%” by 14” paper with 
numbered, double-spaced lines. 


(d) The provisions of this rule shall not apply to local bills, however, 
effective in January 1984, drafts of all local legislation bills which are for 
introduction at any Session of the Legislature, and which are not prepared 
by the Legislative Reference Service, must be presented to the Legislative 
Reference Service for review of proper form and for entry into the Legislative 
Data Bank at least ten (10) days prior to introduction. 


(e) No resolution, as provided for in Section C of Section 1 of Act 
No. 81-889 may be introduced until the bill described in the resolution 
appears on the regular calendar of the house in which the resolution is 
offered. 


Further provided that such resolution shall have been prepared by 
the Legislative Reference Service or the office of the Clerk of the House or 
the Secretary of the Senate. 


13. All bills, except local bills, introduced in the House and Senate shall 
have printed at the top of the bill a brief synopsis of the contents. 


14, All members of the House and Senate, the press corps, employees 
of the two houses and any guests or visitors on the floors of the State House 
used by the Legislative Branch, are prohibited from carrying a firearm or 
any other thing that might be construed to be a lethal weapon. This rule 
will not apply to employees of the two houses who are security officers nor 
to members of the State Troopers who are in their official capacities. 


RULES RELATING TO COMMITTEES 


15. A Committee on Conference to reconcile the difference on pending 
legislation between the two houses of the Alabama Legislature shall consist 
of six members, three of whom shall be members of the House, appointed 
by the Speaker thereof, and three from the Senate to be appointed by the 
President of the Senate. The Committee on Conference shall not report 
unless there be an affirmative vote of at least four members which must 
consist of at least two votes by the conferees from each house. The report 
of the Committee on Conference shall be attached to the pending legislation 
and returned to the house of origin for such action as that house may deem 
appropriate. The house of origin may take one of the following courses of 
action: 


a. They may concur in the Committee on Conference report and, in 
the event of this action, the bill and the Conference Committee report 
shall be sent to the other house for action. 


b. The house of origin may reject the Conference Committee report, in 
which case the pending legislation is automatically void. 
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c. The house of origin may reject the report of the Committee on 
Conference and request that a new committee be appointed by the 
respective presiding officers. 


In the event the house of origin adopts the Committee on Conference 
report, the pending legislation together with the report of the Committee 
on Conference, shall be submitted to the other house for action in the same 
manner as in the house of origin. 


In the event the minority wishes to submit a report, the house of origin 
shall first consider the majority report, after which it may then consider 
accepting the minority report. 


In the event of a majority report rejection, the minority report may be 
considered and, if concurred in by the house of origin, the same shall be 
presented to the other house for action by that house.

RULES RELATING TO LOBBYING 


16. Those Required to Register. All persons, except members of the 
Alabama Legislature, who seek to encourage the passage, defeat or modifi- 
cation of any legislation in either House of the Legislature or before its 
committees shall, before engaging in such activities, register with the Secretary 
of the Senate and the Clerk of the House, respectively. Every registrant, in 
accordance herewith, shall also be required to state the extent of any direct 
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business association or partnership with any current member of the Legis- 
lature. This rule includes all persons representing any segment of municipal, 
county, state or federal government, or municipal, county, state, or federal 
government employees, and employees of newspapers, magazines, or journals, 
that are compensated by any person, firm, corporations, or associations other 
than the news media by which they are employed. 


17. Method of Registration. Each calendar year every such person shall 
register on forms prepared by the Secretary and Clerk, respectively, and 
shall state his name and business address, the name and business address 
of his principal or principals, the general and specific areas of his legislative 
interest, and the duration of his agency. 


No registered lobbyist shall be permitted upon the floor of either house 
while it is in session, except as otherwise provided. 


18. Registration Exception. Any person who, on an isolated basis and 
without intent to continue beyond a single day during a session of the 
Alabama Legislature, merely appears before a committee or committees in 
his individual capacity, or on behalf of a corporation, partnership or other 
business entity, with which such person is regularly associated as an employee, 
officer or partner without receiving additional salary or compensation, other 
than reasonable and ordinary travel expense, to express support of or op- 
position to any legislation, and who shall so declare to the members of any 
committee, or to the committee as a whole, with whom he discusses any 
proposed legislation, shall not be required to register as a lobbyist. 


19. Obligations of Lobbyist. A lobbyist shall supply facts, information, 
and opinions of principals to legislators from the point of view from which 
he openly declares. A lobbyist shall not offer or propose anything to improperly 
influence the official act, decision, or vote of a legislator. 


A lobbyist, by personal example and admonition to colleagues, shall 
uphold the honor of the legislative process by the integrity of his relationship 
with legislators. 


A lobbyist shall not knowingly and willfully falsify a material fact or 
make any false, fictitious, or fraudulent statement or representation or make 
or use any writing or document knowing the same contains any false, fictitious, 
or fraudulent statements or entry. 


20. Rules Committee Advisory Opinions. A Lobbyist, when in doubt 
about the applicability and interpretation of this rule in a particular context, 
may submit in writing a statement of the facts involved to the Joint 
Committee on Rules and may appear in person before said committee. 


21. Penalties for Violations. Separately from any prosecutions or pen- 
alties otherwise provided by law, any person determined to have violated 
the requirements of these rules shall be censured, reprimanded, placed on 
probation or prohibited from lobbying for the duration of the session and 
from appearing before any committee of the Legislature. Said determination 
shall be made by a majority of the respective House upon recommendation 
of the Joint Committee on Rules. The Joint Committee on Rules, before 
making said recommendation, shall conduct a hearing, after notifying the 
person alleged to have violated this rule and granting such person an op- 
portunity to appear at the hearing. 


22. Secretary to Provide Forms. The Secretary of the Senate or the 
Clerk of the House shall provide blank affidavits for the convenience of 
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registrants but the burden of compliance nevertheless always shall be upon 
the person required to register. 


23. Committees to be Diligent. Committees shall be diligent to ascertain 
whether those who appear before them in other than an obviously individual 
capacity have conformed with the requirements of this rule, and to report 
viclotone: ae committeeman knowingly shall permit an unregistered lobbyist 
to be heard.

the members, including Ex Officio members, shall each be entitled to, and 
shall receive, the same daily legislative compensation, expense allowances, 
per diem and other compensation which they receive while in legislative 
session for each weekday, Monday through Friday, during which the com- 
mittee shall exist. Provided however, on weekdays upon which a meeting is 
scheduled, members must attend said meeting in order to be paid. Provided 
further, the co-chairmen and vice chairmen and deputy vice chairmen shall 
be entitled to, and shall receive the same daily legislative compensation, 
expense allowance, per diem and other compensation which they receive 
while in legislative session. Said Committee shall not be paid for more than 
45 calendar days in any single interim period. The compensation of Committee 
employees shall be paid as provided in Sections 29-1-9 and 29-1-10 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975.

Notice is hereby given that on the next legislative day a motion will 
be made to amend the Senate Rules by deleting Rule 49 and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: 


RULE 49. There shall be eighteen (18) standing committees on the 
following subjects: 


(1) Banking and Insurance, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning: banks, banking, savings and loan asso- 
ciations, credit unions, and other financial institutions in this State, including 
the small loan business; and all bills and other matters concerning the 
business of insurance in Alabama, including bills and other matters relating 
to private pension and retirement systems. The Committee on Banking and 
Insurance shall consist of eleven (11) members. 


(2) Rules, which committee shall have supervision over the Revision of 
the Journal, Enrolled Bills, and Engrossed Bills. In addition, the Committee 
on Rules shall consider and report on matters required by the rules of the 
Senate, as follows: Motions or resolutions to set aside a regular order of 
business (Rule 9); motions for placing bills on the Consent Calendar (Rule 
14); motions or resolutions for a Special Order Consent Calendar (Rule 14 
(7)); motions or resolutions for a Special Order (Rule 9, 13); special rules 
that debate on a pending measure shall cease at a certain hour and a vote 
be taken on the measure (Rule 21); executive nominations and appointments 
(Rule 33); propositions to suspend, modify or amend any rule or any part 
thereof (Rule 36); all resolutions that may be referred to it (Rule 55). Also, 
the committee on rules shall render advisory opinions to any lobbyist who 
seeks advice about the rules relating to lobbying, and the committee shall 
make recommendations regarding the imposition of penalties prescribed for 
violations of the rules relating to lobbying (Joint Rules 18 & 20). The 
Committee on Rules shall consist of eleven (11) members. 


(3) Health, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning the health of the people of Alabama. The Committee on 
Health shall consider bills and other matters relating to medical care, hos- 
pitals, and other health care facilities, the mental health program, and mental 
institutions, and other health care programs in general. The Committee on 
Health shall consist of nine (9) members. 


(4) Finance and Taxation, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
and other matters concerning the revenues, appropriations (except a bill or 
resolution carrying an appropriation which may be first referred to another 
committee as authorized by Rules 54 and 75(2)), expenditures, and public 
debts of the State, and the administration of the State’s taxation and revenue 
law, including measures that would require new expenditures or increases in 
appropriations of state funds or that would affect any reduction in state 
revenue. In addition, the Committee on Finance and Taxation shall consider 
and report on all bills and resolutions carrying appropriations, previously 
referred to another committee, as authorized by Rules 54 and 75(2). The 
Committee shall consist of twenty-two (22) members. 


The Finance and Taxation Committee shall be divided into two (2) 
thirteen (13) member subcommittees. The Chairperson and Deputy Chair- 
person of the Finance and Taxation Committee shall serve as voting members 
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of both subcommittees. The Chairperson of the Finance and Taxation Com- 
mittee, or, in the event of his or her absence, the Deputy Chairperson shall 
preside at meetings of both subcommittees. The President of the Senate 
shall also appoint a Vice Chairperson of each subcommittee. One Subcom- 
mittee shall be referred to as the Finance and Taxation Subcommittee on 
Education and the other Subcommittee shall be referred to as the Finance 
and Taxation Subcommittee on General Funding. In addition to each sub- 
committee Chairperson being a voting member of his or her subcommittee, 
he or she shall also be a voting member of the other subcommittee. The 
two respective subcommittees shall consider the two basic appropriations as 
separate and distinct entities. The chairperson, in his or her complete 
discretion, shall refer all other bills assigned to the Finance and Taxation 
Committee to either of the two subcommittees. If either of the two sub- 
committees vote to give a favorable report to its respective bills, then the 
one be reported out favorably by the committee to receive its second 
reading. 


(5) Economic Affairs, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
pertaining to Alabama’s economy. There shall be two (2) Subcommittees of 
the Committee on Economic Affairs: Consumer Affairs and International 
and Domestic Trade, each of which shall consist of a Chairperson and two 
(2) other members. The Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs shall deal with 
all bills that affect the state’s consumer involvement in the purchase or use 
of consumer goods and services. The Subcommittee on International and 
Domestic Trade shall deal with bills affecting international and domestic 
uae The Committee on Economic Affairs shall consist of eleven (11) 
members. 


(6) Judiciary, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning: the judiciary, judicial proceedings, law enforcement and 
penal and correctional institutions and programs. The Committee on Judiciary 
shall also be referred all bills, resolutions and other matters concerning 
proposed amendments to the Constitution of Alabama, as well as bills 
proposing a new Alabama Constitution and resolutions or bills calling for 
the convening of a Constitutional Convention for the purpose of rewriting 
me Alabama Constitution. The Committee shall consist of twelve (12) mem- 

ers. 


(7) Governmental Affairs, to which committee shall be referred all bills, 
resolutions, and other matters concerning: elections, the organization and 
operation of State government, including matters relating to the organization, 
reorganization, establishment, or abolition of any department, board, com- 
mission, or other agency of State government, and matters pertaining to the 
merit system, or otherwise related to employment in the State Civil Service, 
and the organization of and government of any incorporated municipalities 
in the State of Alabama and all other bills and matters relating to counties 
in Alabama. There shall be two (2) Subcommittees of the Committee on 
Governmental Affairs: Military Affairs and Student Affairs, each of which 
shall consist of a Chairperson and two (2) other members. The Subcommittee 
on Military Affairs shall deal with all bills relating to military affairs and 
the National Guard. The Subcommittee on Student Affairs shall deal with 
all bills relating to the affairs and activities of youth, including student 
grants, tuition assistance, and student loans. The committee shall consist of 
fifteen (15) members. 


(8) Natural Resources, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
dealing with the protection, preservation and utilization of Alabama’s natural 
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resources or other appropriate matters. There shall be three (3) Subcom- 
mittees of the Committee on Natural Resources: Mining and Reclamation; 
Oil and Gas; and Waterways, each of which shall consist of a Chairperson 
and two (2) other members. The Subcommittee on Mining and Reclamation 
shall deal with bills regulating the mining and reclamation of any minerals 
located in Alabama. The Subcommittee on Oil and Gas shall deal with bills 
pertaining to the exploration, capture and utilization of oil and natural gas 
that is located in Alabama. The Subcommittee on Waterways shall deal with 
all bills regulating the use of Alabama’s navigable waterways, with the 
exception of coastal waters conservation. The Committee on Natural Re- 
sources shall consist of seven (7) members. 


(9) Agriculture, Conservation and Forestry, to which committee shall 
be referred all bills and other matters concerning agriculture in the State of 
Alabama, and all bills and other matters of the state relating to forestry, 
fish and game, soil conservation and coastal waters conservation. There shall 
be two (2) Subcommittees of the Committee on Agriculture, Conservation, 
and Forestry: Coastal Waters Conservation; and Forestry, Fish and Game, 
each of which shall consist of a Chairperson and two (2) other committee 
members. The Subcommittee on Coastal Waters Conservation shall deal with 
bills pertaining exclusively to coastal waters conservation, such as the reg- 
ulation of commercial and game fishing in Alabama’s coastal waters. The 
Subcommittee on Forestry, Fish and Game shall deal with bills relating to 
forestry, fish and game. The Committee shall consist of thirteen (18) members. 


(10) Public Welfare, to which committee shall be referred all bills that 
affect the welfare of the people of the State of Alabama, including the 
operation of all programs managed by the Department of Human Resources, 
and matters pertaining to senior citizens and aging. There shall be one (1) 
Subcommittee of the Committee on Public Welfare, namely the Subcommittee 
on Aging, which shall deal with all bills pertaining to senior citizens and 
aging. The Subcommittee on Aging shall consist of a Chairperson and two 
(2) other members. The Committee on Public Welfare shall consist of five 
(5) members. 


(11) Education, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning primary, secondary, post secondary, and higher education, 
and other institutions and matters directly related to education. The Com- 
mittee on Education shall consist of eleven (11) members. 


(12) Business and Labor Relations, to which committee shall be referred 
all bills and other matters concerning the conditions and interests of labor, 
including Unemployment Compensation, Workmen’s Compensation, Indus- 
trial Relations, and Small Business. The Committee on Business and Labor 
Relations shall consist of nine (9) members. 


(13) Commerce, Transportation and Utilities, to which committee shall 
be referred all bills and other matters concerning commerce, motor vehicles, 
traffic regulation, highways, railways, airports and air transportation facilities, 
and all matters related to common carriers or other forms of transportation; 
all bills and other matters concerning utilities and utility systems within the 
state; and bills relating to ports, harbors and docks. The Committee on 
Commerce, Transportation and Utilities shall consist of nine (9) members. 


(14) State Development and Tourism, to which committee shall be 
referred all bills pertaining to industrial development, the Alabama Devel- 
opment Office, industrial bond programs and the expansion of existing 
industry. The committee shall also deal with all bills relating to tourism in 
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the State of Alabama, as well as all bills relating to parimutuel betting, 
gambling or games of chance as provided for in Rule 51. The Committee 
on State Development and Tourism shall consist of five (5) members. 


(15) Small Business, to which committee shall be referred all bills and 
other matters pertaining to the preservation, fostering, and promotion of 
small business in the State of Alabama. The Committee on Small Business 
shall consist of seven (7) members. 


(16) Local Legislation No. 1, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning local legislation in counties having a 
population of less than 300,000. Local legislation under this rule shall consist 
of any bill that applies to any political subdivision or subdivisions of the 
state less than the whole. The Committee on Local Legislation No. 1 shall 
consist of six (6) members. 


(17) Local Legislation No. 2, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning local legislation in counties having a 
population of 500,000 or more. Local legislation under this rule shall consist 
of any bill that applies to any political subdivision or subdivisions of the 
state less than the whole. The Committee on Local Legislation No. 2 shall 
consist of seven (7) members. 


(18) Local Legislation No. 3, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning local legislation in counties having a 
population of between 300,000 and 500,000. Local legislation under this rule 
shall consist of any bill that applies to any political subdivision or subdivisions 
of the state less than the whole. The Committee on Local Legislation No. 
3 shall consist of four (4) members.

WHEREAS, Mr. Bishop, whose visit to Dothan—the home of Slough’s 
matched club—was prompted by his concern with media reports of racial 
strife in Alabama, found that his personal and favorable observations greatly 
differed from those of the media; it was the result of this visit, however, 
through Mr. Bishop’s desire for fair play and “service above self,” that this 
interchange began and is now in its 23rd year; and 


WHEREAS, following a 1965 address to Rotary District in Alabama, 
Mr. Bishop has visited our state almost annually and, in 1977, brought a 
group of 22 Slough Rotarians to Dothan, advancing the idea that club 
members interchange visits every two years on an alternate basis; and 


WHEREAS, since their 1977 visit, Slough Rotary representatives have 
returned to Dothan in 1981 and 1985, while Dothan Rotary representatives 
peat visited Slough in 1979 and 1983, with a 1987 interchange forthcoming; 
an 


WHEREAS, not only have Slough and Dothan Rotarians greatly enjoyed 
the entertainment and fellowship attendant to their visits, but many heart- 
warming acts of concern, assistance and friendship have occurred through 
the years to cause this relationship to become even more of a special bond 
between nations; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That in recognition of outstanding 
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leadership in the establishment of the interchange program between the 
Rotary Clubs of Slough, Berks, England, and Dothan, Alabama, we hereby 
commend Slough Rotarian Jack Bishop, whom we hold in highest regard 
and for whom a copy of this resolution shall be provided.

Notice in writing having been given on the preceding legislative day, 
motion is now made to amend the Senate Rules by deleting Rule 49 and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


RULE 49. There shall be eighteen (18) standing committees on the 
following subjects: 


(1) Banking and Insurance, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning: banks, banking, savings and loan asso- 
ciations, credit unions, and other financial institutions in this State, including 
the small loan business; and all bills and other matters concerning the 
business of insurance in Alabama, including bills and other matters relating 
to private pension and retirement systems. The Committee on Banking and 
Insurance shall consist of eleven (11) members. 


(2) Rules, which committee shall have supervision over the Revision of 
the Journal, Enrolled Bills, and Engrossed Bills. In addition, the Committee 
on Rules shall consider and report on matters required by the rules of the 
Senate, as follows: Motions or resolutions to set aside a regular order of 
business (Rule 9); motions for placing bills on the Consent Calendar (Rule 
14); motions or resolutions for a Special Order Consent Calendar (Rule 14 
(7)); motions or resolutions for a Special Order (Rule 9, 13); special rules 
that debate on a pending measure shall cease at a certain hour and a vote 
be taken on the measure (Rule 21); executive nominations and appointments 
(Rule 33); propositions to suspend, modify or amend any rule or any part 
thereof (Rule 36); all resolutions that may be referred to it (Rule 55). Also, 
the committee on rules shall render advisory opinions to any lobbyist who 
seeks advice about the rules relating to lobbying, and the committee shall 
make recommendations regarding the imposition of penalties prescribed for 
violations of the rules relating to lobbying (Joint Rules 18 & 20). The 
Committee on Rules shall consist of eleven (11) members. 
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(3) Health, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning the health of the people of Alabama. The Committee on 
Health shall consider bills and other matters relating to medical care, hos- 
pitals, and other health care facilities, the mental health program, and mental 
institutions, and other health care programs in general. The Committee on 
Health shall consist of nine (9) members. 


(4) Finance and Taxation, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
and other matters concerning the revenues, appropriations (except a bill or 
resolution carrying an appropriation which may be first referred to another 
committee as authorized by Rules 54 and 75(2)), expenditures, and public 
debts of the State, and the administration of the State’s taxation and revenue 
law, including measures that would require new expenditures or increases in 
appropriations of state funds or that would affect any reduction in state 
revenue. In addition, the Committee on Finance and Taxation shall consider 
and report on all bills and resolutions carrying appropriations, previously 
referred to another committee, as authorized by Rules 54 and 75(2). The 
Committee shall consist of twenty-two (22) members. 


The Finance and Taxation Committee shall be divided into two (2) 
thirteen (13) member subcommittees. The Chairperson and Deputy Chair- 
person of the Finance and Taxation Committee shall serve as voting members 
of both subcommittees. The Chairperson of the Finance and Taxation Com- 
mittee, or, in the event of his or her absence, the Deputy Chairperson shall 
preside at meetings of both subcommittees. The President of the Senate 
shall also appoint a Vice Chairperson of each subcommittee. One Subcom- 
mittee shall be referred to as the Finance and Taxation Subcommittee on 
Education and the other Subcommittee shall be referred to as the Finance 
and Taxation Subcommittee on General Funding. In addition to each sub- 
committee Chairperson being a voting member of his or her subcommittee, 
he or she shall also be a voting member of the other subcommittee. The 
two respective subcommittees shall consider the two basic appropriations as 
separate and distinct entities. The chairperson, in his or her complete 
discretion, shall refer all other bills assigned to the Finance and Taxation 
Committee to either of the two subcommittees. If either of the two sub- 
committees vote to give a favorable report to its respective bills, then the 
arty be reported out favorably by the committee to receive its second 
reading. 


(5) Economic Affairs, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
pertaining to Alabama’s economy. There shall be two (2) Subcommittees of 
the Committee on Economic Affairs: Consumer Affairs and International 
and Domestic Trade, each of which shall consist of a Chairperson and two 
(2) other members. The Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs shall deal with 
all bills that affect the state’s consumer involvement in the purchase or use 
of consumer goods and services. The Subcommittee on International and 
Domestic Trade shall deal with bills affecting international and domestic 
ake The Committee on Economic Affairs shall consist of eleven (11) 
members. 


(6) Judiciary, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning: the judiciary, judicial proceedings, law enforcement and 
penal and correctional institutions and programs. The Committee on Judiciary 
shall also be referred all bills, resolutions and other matters concerning 
proposed amendments to the Constitution of Alabama, as well as bills 
proposing a new Alabama Constitution and resolutions or bills calling for 
the convening of a Constitutional Convention for the purpose of rewriting 
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ue Alabama Constitution. The Committee shall consist of twelve (12) mem- 
ers. 


(7) Governmental Affairs, to which committee shall be referred all bills, 
resolutions, and other matters concerning: elections, the organization and 
operation of State government, including matters relating to the organization, 
reorganization, establishment, or abolition of any department, board, com- 
mission, or other agency of State government, and matters pertaining to the 
merit system, or otherwise related to employment in the State Civil Service, 
and the organization of and government of any incorporated municipalities 
in the State of Alabama and all other bills and matters relating to counties 
in Alabama. There shall be two (2) Subcommittees of the Committee on 
Governmental Affairs: Military Affairs and Student Affairs, each of which 
shall consist of a Chairperson and two (2) other members. The Subcommittee 
on Military Affairs shall deal with all bills relating to military affairs and 
the National Guard. The Subcommittee on Student Affairs shall deal with 
all bills relating to the affairs and activities of youth, including student 
grants, tuition assistance, and student loans. The committee shall consist of 
fifteen (15) members. 


(8) Natural Resources, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
dealing with the protection, preservation and utilization of Alabama’s natural 
resources or other appropriate matters. There shall be three (3) Subcom- 
mittees of the Committee on Natural Resources: Mining and Reclamation; 
Oil and Gas; and Waterways, each of which shall consist of a Chairperson 
and two (2) other members. The Subcommittee on Mining and Reclamation 
shall deal with bills regulating the mining and reclamation of any minerals 
located in Alabama. The Subcommittee on Oil and Gas shall deal with bills 
pertaining to the exploration, capture and utilization of oil and natural gas 
that is located in Alabama. The Subcommittee on Waterways shall deal with 
all bills regulating the use of Alabama’s navigable waterways, with the 
exception of coastal waters conservation. The Committee on Natural Re- 
sources shall consist of seven (7) members. 


(9) Agriculture, Conservation and Forestry, to which committee shall 
be referred all bills and other matters concerning agriculture in the State of 
Alabama, and all bills and other matters of the state relating to forestry, 
fish and game, soil conservation and coastal waters conservation. There shall 
be two (2) Subcommittees of the Committee on Agriculture, Conservation, 
and Forestry: Coastal Waters Conservation; and Forestry, Fish and Game, 
each of which shall consist of a Chairperson and two (2) other committee 
members. The Subcommittee on Coastal Waters Conservation shall deal with 
bills pertaining exclusively to coastal waters conservation, such as the reg- 
ulation of commercial and game fishing in Alabama’s coastal waters. The 
Subcommittee on Forestry, Fish and Game shall deal with bills relating to 
forestry, fish and game. The Committee shall consist of thirteen (13) members. 


(10) Public Welfare, to which committee shall be referred all bills that 
affect the welfare of the people of the State of Alabama, including the 
operation of all programs managed by the Department of Human Resources, 
and matters pertaining to senior citizens and aging. There shall be one (1) 
Subcommittee of the Committee on Public Welfare, namely the Subcommittee 
on Aging, which shall deal with all bills pertaining to senior citizens and 
aging. The Subcommittee on Aging shall consist of a Chairperson and two 
(2) other members. The Committee on Public Welfare shall consist of five 
(5) members. 
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(11) Education, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning primary, secondary, post secondary, and higher education, 
and other institutions and matters directly related to education. The Com- 
mittee on Education shall consist of eleven (11) members. 


(12) Business and Labor Relations, to which committee shall be referred 
all bills and other matters concerning the conditions and interests of labor, 
including Unemployment Compensation, Workmen’s Compensation, Indus- 
trial Relations, and Small Business. The Committee on Business and Labor 
Relations shall consist of nine (9) members. 


(18) Commerce, Transportation and Utilities, to which committee shall 
be referred all bills and other matters concerning commerce, motor vehicles, 
traffic regulation, highways, railways, airports and air transportation facilities, 
and all matters related to common carriers or other forms of transportation; 
all bills and other matters concerning utilities and utility systems within the 
state; and bills relating to ports, harbors and docks. The Committee on 
Commerce, Transportation and Utilities shall consist of nine (9) members. 


(14) State Development and Tourism, to which committee shall be 
referred all bills pertaining to industrial development, the Alabama Devel- 
opment Office, industrial bond programs and the expansion of existing 
industry.

The Committee on Local Legislation No. 1 shall 
consist of six (6) members. 


(17) Local Legislation No. 2, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning local legislation in counties having a 
population of 500,000 or more. Local legislation under this rule shall consist 
of any bill that applies to any political subdivision or subdivisions of the 
state less than the whole. The Committee on Local Legislation No. 2 shall 
consist of seven (7) members. 


(18) Local Legislation No. 3, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning local legislation in counties having a 
population of between 300,000 and 500,000. Local legislation under this rule 
shall consist of any bill that applies to any political subdivision or subdivisions 
of the state less than the whole. The Committee on Local Legislation No. 
3 shall consist of four (4) members.

RULE 49. There shall be eighteen (18) standing committees on the 
following subjects: 


(1) Banking and Insurance, to which committee shall be referred all 
bills and other matters concerning: banks, banking, savings and loan asso- 
ciations, credit unions, and other financial institutions in this State, including 
the small loan business; and all bills and other matters concerning the 
business of insurance in ‘Alabama, including bills and other matters relating 
to private pension and retirement systems. The Committee on Banking and 
Insurance shall consist of eleven (11) members. 


(2) Rules, which committee shall have supervision over the Revision of 
the Journal, Enrolled Bills, and Engrossed Bills. In addition, the Committee 
on Rules shall consider and report on matters required by the rules of the 
Senate, as follows: Motions or resolutions to set aside a regular order of 
business (Rule 9); motions for placing bills on the Consent Calendar (Rule 
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14); motions or resolutions for a Special Order Consent Calendar (Rule 14 
(7)); motions or resolutions for a Special Order (Rule 9, 13); special rules 
that debate on a pending measure shall cease at a certain hour and a vote 
be taken on the measure (Rule 21); executive nominations and appointments 
(Rule 33); propositions to suspend, modify or amend any rule or any part 
thereof (Rule 36); all resolutions that may be referred to it (Rule 55). Also, 
the committee on rules shall render advisory opinions to any lobbyist who 
seeks advice about the rules relating to lobbying, and the committee shall 
make recommendations regarding the imposition of penalties prescribed for 
violations of the rules relating to lobbying (Joint Rules 18 & 20). The 
Committee on Rules shall consist of eleven (11) members. 


(3) Health, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning the health of the people of Alabama. The Committee on 
Health shall consider bills and other matters relating to medical care, hos- 
pitals, and other health care facilities, the mental health program, and mental 
institutions, and other health care programs in general. The Committee on 
Health shall consist of nine (9) members. 


(4) Finance and Taxation, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
and other matters concerning the revenues, appropriations (except a bill of 
resolution carrying an appropriation which may be first referred to another 
committee as authorized by Rules 54 and 75(2)), expenditures, and public 
debts of the State, and the administration of the State’s taxation and revenue 
law, including measures that would require new expenditures or increases in 
appropriations of state funds or that would affect any reduction in state 
revenue. In addition, the Committee on Finance and Taxation shall consider 
and report on all bills and resolutions carrying appropriations, previously 
referred to another committee, as authorized by Rules 54 and 75(2). The 
Committee shall consist of twenty-two (22) members. 


The Finance and Taxation Committee shall be divided into two (2) 
thirteen (13) member subcommittees. The Chairperson and Deputy Chair- 
person of the Finance and Taxation Committee shall serve as voting members 
of both subcommittees. The Chairperson of the Finance and Taxation Com- 
mittee, or, in the event of his or her absence, the Deputy Chairperson shall 
preside at meetings of both subcommittees. The President of the Senate 
shall also appoint a Vice Chairperson of each subcommittee. One Subcom- 
mittee shall be referred to as the Finance and Taxation Subcommittee on 
Education and the other Subcommittee shall be referred to as the Finance 
and Taxation Subcommittee on General Funding. In addition to each sub- 
committee Chairperson being a voting member of his or her subcommittee, 
he or she shall also be a voting member of the other subcommittee. The 
two respective subcommittees shall consider the two basic appropriations as 
separate and distinct entities. The chairperson, in his or her complete 
discretion, shall refer all other bills assigned to the Finance and Taxation 
Committee to either of the two subcommittees. If either of the two sub- 
committees vote to give a favorable report to its respective bills, then the 
eee be reported out favorably by the committee to receive its second 
reading. 


(5) Economic Affairs, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
pertaining to Alabama’s economy. There shall be two (2) Subcommittees of 
the Committee on Economic Affairs: Consumer Affairs and International 
and Domestic Trade, each of which shall consist of a Chairperson and two 
(2) other members. The Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs shall deal with 
all bills that affect the state’s consumer involvement in the purchase or use 
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of consumer goods and services. The Subcommittee on International and 
Domestic Trade shall deal with bills affecting international and domestic 
trade. The Committee on Economic Affairs shall consist of eleven (11) 
members. 


(6) Judiciary, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning: the judiciary, judicial proceedings, law enforcement and 
penal and correctional institutions and programs. The Committee on Judiciary 
shall also be referred all bills, resolutions and other matters concerning 
proposed amendments to the Constitution of Alabama, as well as bills 
proposing a new Alabama Constitution and resolutions or bills calling for 
the convening of a Constitutional Convention for the purpose of rewriting 
oe Alabama Constitution. The Committee shall consist of twelve (12) mem- 

ers. 


(7) Governmental Affairs, to which committee shall be referred all bills, 
resolutions, and other matters concerning: elections, the organization and 
operation of State government, including matters relating to the organization, 
reorganization, establishment, or abolition of any department, board, com- 
mission, or other agency of State government, and matters pertaining to the 
merit system, or otherwise related to employment in the State Civil Service, 
and the organization of and government of any incorporated municipalities 
in the State of Alabama and all other bills and matters relating to counties 
in Alabama. There shall be two (2) Subcommittees of the Committee on 
Governmental Affairs: Military Affairs and Student Affairs, each of which 
shall consist of a Chairperson and two (2) other members. The Subcommittee 
on Military Affairs shall deal with all bills relating to military affairs and 
the National Guard. The Subcommittee on Student Affairs shall deal with 
all bills relating to the affairs and activities of youth, including student 
grants, tuition assistance, and student loans. The committee shall consist of 
fifteen (15) members. 


(8) Natural Resources, to which committee shall be referred all bills 
dealing with the protection, preservation and utilization of Alabama’s natural 
resources or other appropriate matters. There shall be three (3) Subcom- 
mittees of the Committee on Natural Resources: Mining and Reclamation; 
Oil and Gas; and Waterways, each of which shall consist of a Chairperson 
and two (2) other members. The Subcommittee on Mining and Reclamation 
shall deal with bills regulating the mining and reclamation of any minerals 
located in Alabama. The Subcommittee on Oil and Gas shall deal with bills 
pertaining to the exploration, capture and utilization of oil and natural gas 
that is located in Alabama. The Subcommittee on Waterways shall deal with 
all bills regulating the use of Alabama’s navigable waterways, with the 
exception of coastal waters conservation. The Committee on Natural Re- 
sources shall consist of seven (7) members. 


(9) Agriculture, Conservation and Forestry, to which committee shall 
be referred all bills and other matters concerning agriculture in the State of 
Alabama, and all bills and other matters of the state relating to forestry, 
fish and game, soil conservation and coastal waters conservation. There shall 
be two (2) Subcommittees of the Committee on Agriculture, Conservation, 
and Forestry: Coastal Waters Conservation; and Forestry, Fish and Game, 
each of which shall consist of a Chairperson and two (2) other committee 
members. The Subcommittee on Coastal Waters Conservation shall deal with 
bills pertaining exclusively to coastal waters conservation, such as the reg- 
ulation of commercial and game fishing in Alabama’s coastal waters. The 
Subcommittee on Forestry, Fish and Game shall deal with bills relating to 
forestry, fish and game. The Committee shall consist of thirteen (13) members. 
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(10) Public Welfare, to which committee shall be referred all bills that 
affect the welfare of the people of the State of Alabama, including the 
operation of all programs managed by the Department of Human Resources, 
and matters pertaining to senior citizens and aging. There shall be one (1) 
Subcommittee of the Committee on Public Welfare, namely the Subcommittee 
on Aging, which shall deal with all bills pertaining to senior citizens and 
aging. The Subcommittee on Aging shall consist of a Chairperson and two 
(2) other members. The Committee on Public Welfare shall consist of five 
(5) members. 


(11) Education, to which committee shall be referred all bills and other 
matters concerning primary, secondary, post secondary, and higher education, 
and other institutions and matters directly related to education. The Com- 
mittee on Education shall consist of eleven (11) members. 


(12) Business and Labor Relations, to which committee shall be referred 
all bills and other matters concerning the conditions and interests of labor, 
including Unemployment Compensation, Workmen’s Compensation, Indus- 
trial Relations, and Small Business.

and thus amenable to evaluation . . . one that, in fact, will vitalize educational 
planning in the State of Alabama.

The State Judicial Compensation Commission hereby files its report to 
the 1987 Regular Session of the Legislature of the State of Alabama. 


The Commission has met and considered the matter of recommending 
the salary to be paid from the state treasury for all judges except probate 
and municipal judges. 


The Commission notes that the most recent salary adjustment for circuit 
judges and state employees was on October 1, 1984, the effective date of the 
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last cost-of-living raise. Since that date the salary paid by the state to circuit 
judges has remained at $52,800. 


Accordingly, it is recommended to the legislature that the salaries of 
justices and judges of the appellate and district courts to be paid from the 
state treasury be fixed as heretofore designated by law; and that the salaries 
Phin circuit court judges to be paid from the state treasury be fixed as 
ollows: 


Circuit Court Judges —$52,800 plus whatever percentage increase or 
upward pay adjustment is provided to state em- 
ployees ccnerally, at the 1987 regular session of 
the Legislature of the State of Alabama.

WHEREAS, it is in the nation’s economic and security interests to take 
steps now to encourage increased domestic energy production and reduced 
dependence on oil imports from insecure foreign sources; and 


WHEREAS, in its recent draft report to Congress, the U. S. Department 
of the Interior stated that the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge coastal plain 
“is clearly the most outstanding oil and gas frontier remaining in the United 
States, and could contribute substantially to our domestic energy supplies,” 
and proposed that the coastal plain be opened to leasing; and 


WHEREAS, development of the Alaskan North Slope oil fields has 
clearly demonstrated that petroleum operations are compatible with the 
Alaskan arctic environment and wildlife; and 


WHEREAS, should petroleum development occur, less than one-tenth 
of o1e percent of the total ANWR area would be affected; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we hereby express support for 
development of the resources of the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge coastal 
plair. to provide for future U.S. energy needs and to reduce the dangerous 
over.lependence on oil imports. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That we urge the Congress to act 
expe litiously to enact ANWR development legislation and to reject proposals 
prov ding for permanent bans on oil and natural gas leasing on the coastal 
plair.

WHEREAS, the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
could regain its control over world oil prices, thereby subjecting U.S. con- 
sumers to sharply rising prices and a return to the severe energy disruptions 
of the 1970s; and

steps now to encourage increased domestic energy production and reduced

the trial court to order a new trial, enter a judgment notwithstanding the 
verdict or order a remittitur of damages; to provide in any action for injury 
or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care that the plaintiff shall be entitled 
to recover non-economic losses to compensate for pain, suffering and in- 
convenience, physical impairment, disfigurement, loss of consortium and other 
non-pecuniary damages and that the amount of such damages shall not 
exceed the sum of two hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000.00), and to 
provide that plaintiff shall not seek recovery of any greater amount for non- 
economic loss and to provide that neither the court nor any party shall 
advise or infer to the jury that it may not return an award of any greater 
amount for non-economic loss and to provide for the declaration of a mistrial 
if a jury is so advised and to provide for the reduction by the trial court 
of any verdict including an award for non-economic losses greater than that 
permitted herein; and to provide that in any action for injury or damages 
whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider based on a 
breach of the standard of care the defendant may introduce evidence of any 
amount payable as the benefit to the plaintiff as a result of the personal 
injury pursuant to the rehabilitation services and disability insurance benefit 
provisions of the United States Social Security Act, any state income dis- 
ability or workers compensation act, any health insurance, sickness or income 
disability insurance, accident insurance that provides health benefits or 
income disability coverage and any contract or agreement of any group, 
organization, partnership or corporation, to provide, pay for or reimburse 
the cost of medical, hospital, dental or other health care services and to 
provide that the plaintiff may introduce evidence of any amount which the 
plaintiff has paid or contributed to secure his right to such actions and to 
provide that no source of collateral benefits introduced under this sub-section 
shall recover any amount against the plaintiff nor against it be subrogated 
to the rights of the plaintiff against the defendant except as permitted under 
a contract in force and effect prior to the effective date of this Act and to 
provide that following the effective date of this Act all policies of insurance 
providing benefits described in this section shall be written and construed

Relating to “The Alabama Medical Liability Act of 1987” to 
state the legislative intent; to define the terms health care provider, standard 
of care, future damages, periodic payment and substantial evidence; to provide 
that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care 
the Circuit Court shall at the request of either party enter a judgment 
ordering that money damages be paid in whole or in part by periodic payments 
rather than by lump sum if the verdict equals or exceeds one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00) in future damages and if the plaintiff requested 
compensation for future damages or offered proof of future damages during 
trial and to require the trial court in its discretion to determine from the 
evidence the amount of future damages contained in the verdict and to 
require that a judgment debtor who is not adequately insured post security 
adequate to assure the full payment of such damages and to provide that 
the judgment shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the 
dollar amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, and the 
number of payments for the period of time over which payments shall be 
made and to provide that a judgment debtor exhibiting a continuing pattern 
of failure to make payments shall be found in contempt of court and shall 
be ordered to pay all damages caused by failure to make periodic payments, 
including court costs and attorneys’ fees and to provide that if the judgment 
creditor dies prior to the termination of the period of years specified in the 
judgment that the liability of the judgment debtor shall cease except that 
damages awarded for loss of future earnings shall not be terminated but 
shall be paid to persons to whom the judgment creditor owed a duty of 
support and to provide that upon the petition of any party in interest the 
Court may modify the judgment to award and apportion unpaid future 
damages in accordance with this section and to state the legislative intent 
in providing for periodic payment of judgments and to provide that nothing 
herein shall limit the authority of the trial court to order a new trial, enter 
a judgment notwithstanding the verdict or order a remittitur of damages; to 
provide in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care 
that the plaintiff shall be entitled to recover non-economic losses to com- 
pensate for pain, suffering and inconvenience, physical impairment, disfig- 
urement, loss of consortium and other non-pecuniary damages and that the 
amount of such damages shall not exceed the sum of two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars ($250,000.00), and to provide that plaintiff shall not seek 
recovery of any greater amount for non-economic loss and to provide that 
neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the jury that it may 
not return an award of any greater amount for non-economic loss and to 
provide for the declaration of a mistrial if a jury is so advised and to provide 
for the reduction by the trial court of any verdict including an award for 
non-economic losses greater than that permitted herein; and to provide that 
in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against 
a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the defendant 
may introduce evidence of any amount payable as the benefit to the plaintiff 
as a result of the personal injury pursuant to the rehabilitation services and 
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disability insurance benefit provisions of the United States Social Security 
Act, any state income disability or workers compensation act, any health 
insurance, sickness or income disability insurance, accident insurance that 
provides health benefits or income disability coverage and any contract or 
agreement of any group, organization, partnership or corporation, to provide, 
pay for or reimburse the cost of medical, hospital, dental or other health 
care services and to provide that the plaintiff may introduce evidence of any 
amount which the plaintiff has paid or contributed to secure his right to 
such actions and to provide that no source of collateral benefits introduced 
under this sub-section shall recover any amount against the plaintiff nor 
shall it be subrogated to the rights of the plaintiff against the defendant 
except as permitted under a contract in force and effect prior to the effective 
date of this Act and to provide that following the effective date of this Act 
all policies of insurance providing benefits described in this section shall be 
written and construed in accordance with this section; to provide that in 
any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against a 
health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the action 
must be brought in the county where the negligent act or omission actually 
occurred or, if the acts or omissions took place in more than one county, 
wherein the plaintiff or plaintiff’s decedent resided at the time of the negligent 
act or omission and to provide for transfer of the action to the county 
wherein the alleged act or omission actually occurred if it can be shown 
prior to the trial that the alleged act or omission did not occur in the county 
where the action is then pending and to provide that the court may transfer 
any action to any county where it might have been brought for the con- 
venience of the parties and witnesses; to provide that any action for injury 
or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 
or §6-5-410 of this Code the amount of damages awarded to the plaintiff 
shall not exceed the sum of one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) and to provide 
that neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the jury that 
it may not return an award of any greater amount and to provide for the 
declaration of a mistrial if the jury is so advised and to provide for the 
reduction by the trial court of any verdict which exceeds one million dollars 
($1,000,000.00); to provide that in any action for injury or damages or, 
wrongful death whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care the plaintiff shall have the burden 
of proving by substantial evidence that the health care provider failed to 
exercise such reasonable care, skill and diligence as other health care providers 
in the same general line of practice, ordinarily have and exercise in a like 
case; to provide further that in an action against a health care provider not 
certified by the appropriate American Board as being a specialist, not trained 
or experienced in a medical specialty or not holding himself out as a specialist 
a “similar health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory 
agency or board of this or some other state, be trained and experienced in 
the same discipline or school of practice; and has practiced in the same 
discipline or school of practice during the year preceding the date that the 
alleged breach of the standard of care occurred; to provide further that in 
actions against a health care provider certified by the appropriate American 
Board as a specialist, trained and experienced in a medical specialty or 
holding himself out as a specialist, a “similar health care provider” shall be 
licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency or board of this or some other 
state, be certified by the appropriate American Board in the same specialty, 
and have practiced in the specialty during the year preceding the date of 
the alleged breach of the standard of care; to provide that evidence may not 
be received or admitted concerning the medical liability insurance of the 
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defendant or of a witness testifying as a “similar health care provider”; to 
further provide that any health care provider may testify as an expert in 
any action if he is a “similar health care provider” pursuant to this section; 
to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or 
in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of 
care the standard of proof required to test the sufficiency of the evidence 
to support any issue of fact shall be proof of substantial evidence, to abolish

POINT OF PERSONAL PRIVILEGE 


Senator Corbett offered the following remarks as a Point of Personal 
Privilege, to-wit: 


Thomas Jefferson once wrote that in a democracy, the people generally 
get the kind of government they deserve. The heart of Jefferson’s statement 
was his faith that democracy as a system works. He knew that in spite of 
minor short term failures, the self-corrective nature of the system was the 
saving strength of our government. 


Jefferson and his colleagues premised the creation of our government 
on the idea that the system, and not the arbitrary will of men, is the only 
way to fairly govern a people. 


This same premise is the foundation of the rules of this governing body. 
The Senate of the State of Alabama has a system—a set of rules for 
governance. It is through this system that we guarantee the orderly creation 
of our laws. Without this system, this Senate would cease to be a body 
elected to govern and would become a mob. If our leaders ignore the rules 
of the system, they reduce themselves to mob leaders governed only by brute 
force and the power of individual will. In recent years we have seen brute 
force and not leadership rule in this Senate. We have each and every one 
felt the injustice forced on the citizens of this state, regardless of the particular 
side of a given issue that we happened to be on. The people who elected us 
deserve better than that. 


There once was a time in this Senate when you, as a senator, could 
hold your head up proudly as a statesman, not just a puppet of special 
interest, as powerful forces in this state would have you be. This Senate 
still stands for democracy. The history of those statesmen who came before 
us is still here today. The echo of Roland Cooper, Rankin Fite, Jim Allen, 
Ryan deGraffenried, Sr., and other notable senators is just as strong today 
ie it Nhe when their thoughts and words thundered through the old Senate 
chamber. 


I am opposed to a group of bills now before the Senate. The so-called 
tort reform bills are designed to take away rights which are not minor nor 
frivolous. In exchange for these rights, the people are offered nothing. In 
fact, even the senators who support these bills now openly admit they will 
not lower insurance rates. The only beneficiary will be large multi-million 
dollar insurance companies, bad doctors and manufacturers who do not care 
about our people. 


I am not alone in my feelings about these bills. There are many of you 
here who share my feelings about all or some of the legislation. For many 
reasons you may be pulled in a direction other than the one you know is 
good for the people of Alabama. Then again those who truly share my feelings 
may be in the majority—only open debate will tell. Our system guarantees 
rights to the minority. It is the rights of the minority that prevent the 
power of special interests, the power of money, and simple haste from giving 
us bad laws. 
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One of the tools of the minority is the filibuster, and that tool will be 
used in the fight over these bills. The filibuster is a part of our system and 
a legitimate tool of democracy. The filibuster is one of the oldest traditions 
of a democratic body. The true purpose of a filibuster is not necessarily to 
delay or kill legislation, but to generate compromise through legitimate 
amendments or substitutes to proposed legislation. Compromise is that form 
of government that prevents wars, prevents mobs and provides all citizens 
a true voice in government. 


Members of the Senate, Mr. President, Mr. Pro Tem, if a filibuster by 
either side is broken in any way other than by using the rules, we will have 
become a mob. Mr. President, if your gavel is used to break the filibuster 
by either side, a clear message will be sent that compromise is not an 
alternative in the Senate. Rather, raw power and destruction of the system 
we created will become the rule of the Senate. The people who elected us 
deserve better than that, and we, if we allow ourselves the indulgence of 
true self-reflection, demand better than that. 


Mr. President, fellow senators, we have much work to do. A constitutional 
amendment, passed by a vote of the people, mandates that we pass our 
budgets before we pass other legislation. There are many other matters which 
require our attention. If the leadership of this Senate makes the conscious 
decision to destroy our system of operation, I will interpret that action as 
a total repudiation of our mission. 


I have given each one of you a rose today, just like the one I am wearing. 
This rose symbolizes the freedom this country was founded on, the freedom 
its sons have died for, and the statesmanship this Senate has long stood 
for. This rose symbolizes the difference between a democracy and a dicta- 
torship. Just as this rose will wilt and die without nourishment and water, 
individual freedoms and rights die without rules, laws and democracy. This 
Senate represents each and every Alabamian, not just those who have a paid 
lobbyist. The day a filibuster by either side is broken by the brute force of 
the leadership, I intend to introduce this bill and request that it be read 
before this body. I will continue introducing this bill every day and requesting 
that it be read. Mr. President, the title of this bill alone is 700 pages. 


We have a system in this Senate—a set of rules designed to protect the 
minority and promote compromise. It is my resolve that we will either 
operate by these rules all the time on all issues or I shall use the rules to 
the best of my ability. 


The choice is left to the leaders of this body. We can proceed as our 
rules dictate or we can immobilize the Senate for the duration of this session. 
The people who elected us deserve better than that. 


I, for one, believe in the words of Mother Jones, a lady who was an 
early leader in the women’s rights movement: “I intend to pray for the dead, 
and fight like hell for the living.” 


I respectfully request that these remarks be spread on the Journal so 
that future generations can reflect on the actions of the Senate.

with this section; to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether 
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in contract or in tort against an attorney based on a breach of the standard 
of care the action must be brought in the county where the negligent act 
or omission actually occurred or, if the acts or omissions took place in more 
than one county, wherein the plaintiff or plaintiff’s decedent resided at the 
time of the negligent act or omission and to provide for transfer of the 
action to the county wherein the alleged act or omission actually occurred 
if it can be shown prior to the trial that the alleged act or omission did 
not occur in the county where the action is then pending and to provide 
that the court may transfer any action to any county where it might have 
been brought for the convenience of the parties and witnesses; to provide 
that any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against 
an attorney based on a breach of the standard of care commenced pursuant 
to §6-5-391 or §6-5-410 of this Code the amount of damages awarded to the 
plaintiff shall not exceed the sum of one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) and 
to provide that neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the 
jury that it may not return an award of any greater amount and to provide 
for the declaration of a mistrial if the jury is so advised and to provide for 
the reduction by the trial court of any verdict which exceeds one million 
dollars ($1,000,000.00); to provide that in any action for injury or damages 
or wrongful death whether in contract or in tort against an attorney based 
on a breach of the standard of care the plaintiff shall have the burden of 
proving by substantial evidence that the attorney failed to exercise such 
reasonable care, skill and diligence as other attorneys in the same general 
line of practice, ordinarily have and exercise in a like case; to provide further 
that in an action against an attorney not certified by the Alabama Bar 
Association as being a specialist, not trained or experienced in a legal specialty 
or not holding himself out as a specialist shall be licensed by the appropriate 
regulatory agency or board of this or some other state, be trained and 
experienced in the same discipline or school of practice; and has practiced 
in the same discipline or school of practice during the year preceding the 
date that the alleged breach of the standard of care occurred; to provide 
further that in actions against an attorney certified by the Alabama Bar 
Association as a specialist, trained and experienced in a legal specialty or 
holding himself out as a specialist shall be licensed by the appropriate 
regulatory agency or board of this or some other state, be certified by the 
Alabama Bar Association in the same specialty, and have practiced in the 
specialty during the year preceding the date of the alleged breach of the 
standard of care; to provide that evidence may not be received or admitted 
concerning the legal liability insurance of the defendant or of a witness 
testifying as a “similar attorney”; to further provide that any attorney may 
testify as an expert in any action if he is a “similar attorney” pursuant to 
this section; to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether in 
contract or in tort against an attorney based on a breach of the standard 
of care the standard of proof required to test the sufficiency of the evidence 
to support any issue of fact shall be proof of substantial evidence, to abolish 
the Scintilla Rule of evidence in such cases, to provide that in ruling on 
pleadings and motions testing the sufficiency of the evidence the standard 
of proof shall be proof by substantial evidence; to establish a cause of action 
for malicious prosecution and to set forth the elements thereof; to provide 
that all complaints filed against an attorney shall include a detailed speci- 
fication and factual description of each act and omission alleged by plaintiff 
to render the attorney liable to plaintiff and plaintiff shall be prohibited 
from conducting discovery with regard to any other act or omission or from 
introducing at trial evidence of any other action or omission; to provide that 
this Act shall apply to all actions against attorneys based on acts or omissions 
accruing after its effective date and as to such causes of action shall supersede 
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any inconsistent provisions of law; and to provide for severability, repeal of 
conflicting laws and the effective date of the Act.

S. 359. To amend Section 25-4-10(b)(17) Code of Alabama 1975, as 
last amended (The Alabama Unemployment Compensation Law) to exclude 
from the term “employment” certain services performed in the cleaning, 
processing and handling of a seafood commodity and to provide for its 
retroactive effect to January 1, 1985. To further amend Section 25-4-10(b)(17)b 
to exclude from “employment” services performed on or in a vessel of more 
than 10 tons operating with a crew of fewer than 10 engaged in catching 
or gathering certain fish or other forms of aquatic animal life if remuneration 
is solely by share of catch and to provide for its retroactive effect to January 
1, 1985. To correct certain clerical errors in the act; Section 25-4-10, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as last amended, is hereby amended to read: 


“825-4-10. Employment.— 
(a) Subject to other provisions of this chapter, “employment” means: 


(1) Any service performed prior to January 1, 1978, which was em- 
ployment as defined in this section prior to such date and, subject to the 
other provisions of this section, services performed for remuneration after 
December 31, 1977, including service in interstate commerce, by: 


a. Any officer of a corporation; or 


b. Any individual who, under the usual common law rules applicable in 
determining the employer-employee relationship, has the status of an em- 
ployee; or 


c. Any individual other than an individual who is an employee under 
paragraphs a or b of this subdivision (1) who performs services for remu- 
neration for any person: 


1. As an agent-driver or commission-driver engaged in distributing meat 
products, bakery products, beverages (other than milk) or laundry or dry 
cleaning services for his principal; 


2. As a traveling or city salesman engaged upon a full-time basis in the 
solicitation on behalf of, and the transmission to, his principal (except for 
sideline sales activities on behalf of some other person) of orders from 
wholesalers, retailers, contractors or operators of hotels, restaurants or other 
similar establishments for merchandise for resale or supplies for use in their 
business operations. 


For purposes of paragraph c of this subdivision, the term “employment” 
shall include services described in subparagraphs 1 and 2 of paragraph c of 
this subdivision, performed after December 31, 1971, only if: 


(i) The contract of service contemplates that substantially all of the 
services are to be performed personally by such individual; 


(ii) The individual does not have a substantial investment in facilities 
used in connection with the performance of the services (other than in 
facilities for transportation); and 
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(iii) The services are not in the nature of a single transaction that is 
not part of a continuing relationship with the person for whom the services 
are rendered. 


(2) Service performed: 


a. After December 31, 1971, but prior to January 1, 1978, by an individual 
in the employ of this state or any of its instrumentalities or political 
subdivisions or their instrumentalities (or in the employ of any of the 
foregoing and one or more other states or their instrumentalities or political 
subdivisions) for a hospital or institution of higher education located in this 
state; provided, however, that such service is excluded from “employment” 
as defined in the Federal Unemployment Tax Act solely by reason of Section 
3306(c)(7) of that act, and is not excluded from “employment” under sub- 
section (b) of this section; provided further, that such service in the employ 
of a political subdivision or any of its instrumentalities shall be deemed to 
be “employment” within the meaning of this chapter only if said political 
subdivision or its instrumentalities has elected to become an employer subject 
to this chapter pursuant to section 25-4-131 for all such service in the employ 
of the political subdivision and its instrumentalities and has not ceased to 
be an emeys subject hereto pursuant to section 25-4-130 or section 25- 
4-131; an 


b. After December 31, 1977, in the employ of this state or any of its 
instrumentalities or of any political subdivision thereof or any of its instru- 
mentalities or any instrumentality of more than one of the foregoing or any 
instrumentality of any one of the foregoing and one or more other states or 
political subdivisions, provided, however, that such service is excluded from 
“employment” as defined in the Federal Unemployment Tax Act by section 
3306(c)(7) of that act and is not excluded from “employment” under sub- 
section (b) of this section. 


c. For the purposes of this chapter, the term “governmental entity” in 
reference to this state is defined as the entirety of state government, but 
for the purposes of reporting, accounting or other administrative procedures 
such entity shall be divided into each department, agency, board, commission 
and any other separately organized division or instrumentality of this state. 
The comptroller of this state shall make such payments to the director as 
are required by the other provisions of this chapter as they pertain to the 
various organizational components of the state. The comptroller is hereby 
authorized to require of such components such payments as are necessary 
to discharge his responsibilities and shall enforce such payments under the 
provisions of subsection (b) of section 25-4-51. 


d. The term “governmental entity” in reference to any political subdi- 
vision is defined as each county and its instrumentalities and each munic- 
ipality and its instrumentalities, except that each instrumentality of a political 
subdivision which is separately incorporated or otherwise removed from the 
control of the governing body of the political subdivision shall be a separate 
governmental entity. Instrumentalities organized and operated jointly by any 
combination of two or more of the aforementioned entities shall be considered 
as constituting a separate governmental entity. The foregoing notwithstand- 
ing, each separate public school system shall constitute a separate govern- 
mental entity. 


(8) Service performed after December 31, 1971, by an individual in the 
employ of a religious, charitable, educational or other organization but only 
if the following conditions are met: 


a. The service is excluded from “employment” as defined in the Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act solely by reason of Section 3306(c)(8) of that act, 
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and is not excluded from “employment” under subdivisions (8) and (21) of 
subsection (b) of this section; and 


b. The organization had four or more individuals in employment for 
some portion of a day in each of 20 different weeks, whether or not such 
weeks were consecutive, within either the current or preceding calendar year, 
regardless of whether they were employed at the same moment of time. 


(4) a. Service performed after December 31, 1977, by an individual in 
agricultural labor as defined in subdivision (1) of subsection (b) of this 
section, when: 


1. Such service is performed for an employing unit which: 


(i) During any calendar quarter in either the current or the preceding 
calendar year paid remuneration in cash of $20,000.00 or more to individuals 
employed in agricultural labor (not taking into account service in agricultural 
labor performed before January 1, 1984, by an alien referred to in subpar- 
agraph 2 of this paragraph a.); or 


(ii) For some portion of a day in each of 20 different calendar weeks, 
whether or not such weeks were consecutive, in either the current or the 
preceding calendar year, employed in agricultural labor (not taking into 
account service in agricultural labor performed before January 1, 1984, by 
an alien referred to in subparagraph 2 of this paragraph a.) 10 or more 
mei duale regardless of whether they were employed at the same moment 
of time. 


2. For the purposes of this paragraph a, such service is not considered 
to be performed in agricultural labor if performed before January 1, 1984, 
by an individual who is an alien admitted to the United States to perform 
service in agricultural labor pursuant to sections 214(c) and 101(a)(15)(H) 
of the Immigration and Nationality Act. 


3. For the purposes of this paragraph a any individual who is a member 
of a crew furnished by a crew leader to perform service in agricultural labor 
for any other person shall be treated as an employee of such crew leader. 


(i) If such crew leader holds a valid certificate of registration under the 
Farm Labor Contractor Registration Act of 1963, or substantially all the 
members of such crew operate or maintain tractors, mechanized harvesting 
or crop dusting equipment, or any other mechanized equipment, which is 
provided by such crew leader; and 


Gi) If such individual is not an employee of any other person within 
the meaning of subdivision (1) of this subsection. 


4. For the purposes of this subdivision (4) in the case of any individual 
who is furnished by a crew leader to perform service in agricultural labor 
for any other person and who is not treated as an employee of such crew 
leader under subparagraph 3 of this paragraph a: 


(i) Such other person and not the crew leader shall be treated as the 
employer of such individual; and 


(ii) Such other person shall be treated as having paid cash remuneration 
to such individual in an amount equal to the amount of cash remuneration 
paid to such individual by the crew leader (either on his own behalf or on 
the behalf of such other person) for the service in agricultural labor performed 
for such other person. 
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5. For the purposes of this paragraph a, the term “crew leader” shall 
mean an individual who: 


(i) Furnishes individuals to perform service in agricultural labor for any 
other persons; 


(ii) Pays (either on his own behalf or on behalf of such other person) 
the individuals so furnished by him for the service in agricultural labor 
performed by them; and 


(iii) Has not entered into a written agreement with the farm operator 
under which such crew leader is designated as an employee of such farm 
operator. 


b. Domestic service after December 31, 1977, in a private home, local 
college club or local chapter of a college fraternity or sorority performed for 
a person who paid cash remuneration of $1,000.00 or more in any calendar 
quarter in the current calendar year or the preceding calendar year to 
individuals employed in such domestic service. 


For the purposes of this paragraph b the term “domestic service” includes 
all service for a person in the operation and maintenance of a private 
household, local college club or local chapter of a college fraternity or sorority 
as distinguished from service as an employee in the pursuit of an employer’s 
trade, occupation, profession, enterprise or vocation. 


(5) The term “employment” shall include the service of an individual 
who is a citizen of the United States, performed outside the United States 
after December 31, 1971, (except in Canada or in the case of the Virgin 
Islands after December 31, 1971, and prior to January 1 of the year following 
the year in which the U. S. secretary of labor approves the Unemployment 
Compensation Law of the Virgin Islands under section 3304(a) of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954) in the employ of an American employer (other than 
service which is deemed “employment” under the provisions of subdivision 
(8) - - of this subsection (a) or the parallel provisions of another state’s 
aw), if: 


a. The employer’s principal place of business in the United States is 
located in this state; or 


b. The employer has no place of business in the United States, but: 
1. The employer is an individual who is a resident of this state; or 


2. The employer is a corporation which is organized under the laws of 
this state; or 


3. The employer is a partnership or a trust and the number of the 
partners or trustees who are residents of this state is greater than the number 
who are residents of any other state; or 


c. None of the criteria of paragraphs a and b of this subdivision (5) is 
met but the employer has elected coverage in this state, or the employer 
having failed to elect coverage in any state, the individual has filed a claim 
for benefits, based on such service, under the law of this state. 


d. An “American employer,” for the purpose of this subsection, means 
a person who is: 


1. An individual who is a resident of the United States; or 
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2. A partnership, if two-thirds or more of the partners are residents of 
the United States; or 


3. A trust, if all of the trustees are residents of the United States; or 


4. A corporation organized under the laws of the United States or of 
any state. 


e. For the purposes of this subdivision (5), the term “United States” 
includes the states of the United States, the District of Columbia, the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, and in the case of the Virgin Islands, after 
December 31 of the year in which the U. S. secretary of labor approves the 
Virgin Islands’ Unemployment Insurance Law for the first time. 


(6) Notwithstanding subdivision (8) of this subsection (a), all service 
performed by an officer or a member of the crew of an American vessel on 
or in connection with such vessel, if the operating office from which the 
operations of such vessel operating on navigable waters within, or within 
and without, the United States are ordinarily and regularly supervised, 
managed, directed and controlled, is within this state. 


(7) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this section, service with 
respect to which a tax is required to be paid under any federal law imposing 
a tax against which credit may be taken for contributions required to be 
paid into a state unemployment fund or which as a condition for full tax 
credit against the tax imposed by the Federal Unemployment Tax Act is 
required to be covered under this chapter. 


(8) Subject to the other provisions of this section, the term “employ- 
ment” shall include an employee’s entire service, performed within or both 
within and without this state if: 


a. The service is localized in this state; or 


b. The service is not localized in any state but some of the service is 
performed in this state and the base of operations, or, if there is no base 
of operations, then the place from which such service is directed or controlled 
is in this state, or the base of operations or place from which such service 
is directed or controlled is not in any state in which some part of the service 
is performed, but the employee’s residence is in this state; 


c. Service shall be deemed to be localized within a state if the service 
is performed entirely within such state, or the service is performed both 
within and without such state, but the service performed without such state 
is incidental to the employee’s service within the state; for example, service 
which is temporary or transitory in nature or consists of isolated transactions; 


d. The service shall be deemed to be localized in this state wherever 
such service is performed within the United States, as defined in paragraph 
e of subdivision (5) of subsection (a) of this section, if such service is not 
covered under the unemployment compensation law of any other state, as 
defined in section 25-4-14, and the place from which such service is directed 
or controlled is in this state. 


(9) Services not covered under subdivision (8) of this subsection (a) and 
performed entirely without the state, with respect to no part of which 
contributions are required and paid under an unemployment compensation 
law of any other state or of the federal government, shall be deemed to be 
employment subject to this chapter if the employee performing such service 
is a resident of this state and the director approves the election of the 
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employing unit for whom such services are performed. The entire service of 
such employee shall be deemed to be “employment” subject to this chapter. 


(10) The term “employment” includes a person’s entire services if such 
service is deemed performed in this state by virtue of reciprocal agreements 
pursuant to the provisions of section 25-4-120 and does not include any 
service which by virtue of such agreement is deemed performed in another 
state. 


(b) The term “employment” shall not include: 


(1) Except as provided in paragraph a of subdivision (4) of subsection 
(a) of this section, service performed by an individual in agricultural labor. 
For purposes of this chapter, the term “agricultural labor” means any service 
performed prior to January 1, 1978, which was agricultural labor as defined 
in this section prior to such date, and remunerated service performed after 
December 31, 1977, if such service was performed: 


a. On a farm, in the employ of any employing unit, in connection with 
cultivating the soil, or in connection with raising or harvesting any agricultural 
or horticultural commodity, including the raising, shearing, feeding, caring 
for, training and management of livestock, bees, poultry and fur-bearing 
animals and wildlife. 


b. In the employ of the owner or tenant or other operator of a farm, 
in connection with the operation, management, conservation, improvement 
or maintenance of such farm and its tools and equipment, or in salvaging 
timber or clearing land of brush and other debris left by a hurricane, if the 
major part of such service is performed on a farm. 


c. In connection with the production or harvesting of any commodity 
defined as an agricultural commodity in Section 15(g) of the Agricultural 
Marketing Act, as amended (46 Stat. 1550, Sec. 3; 12 U.S.C. 1141j), or in 
connection with the ginning of cotton, or in connection with the operation 
or maintenance of ditches, canals, reservoirs, or waterways, not owned or 
operated for profit, used exclusively for supplying and storing water for 
farming purposes. 


d. In the employ of the operator of a farm, a group of operators of 
farms (or a cooperative organization of which such operators are members) 
in handling, planting, drying, packing, packaging, processing, freezing, grading, 
storing or delivering to storage or to market or to a carrier for transportation 
to market, in its unmanufactured state, any agricultural or horticultural 
commodities, but only if such operator or group of operators (or a cooperative 
organization of which such operators are members) produced more than one 
half of the commodity with respect to which service is performed; provided, 
however, the provisions of this paragraph shall not be deemed to be applicable 
with respect to service performed in connection with commercial canning 
or commercial freezing or in connection with any agricultural or horticultural 
commodity after its delivery to a terminal market for distribution for con- 
sumption. 


e. On a farm operated for profit if such service is not in the course of 
the employer’s trade or business. 


As used in this subdivision, the term “farm” includes stock, dairy, poultry, 
fruit, fur-bearing animal and truck farms, plantations, ranches, nurseries, 
ranges, greenhouses or other similar structures used primarily for the raising 
of agricultural or horticultural commodities, and orchards. 
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(2) Prior to January 1, 1978, domestic services in a private home, local 
college club, or local chapter of a college fraternity or sorority and after 
December 31, 1977, if the provisions of paragraph b of subdivision (4) of 
subsection (a) of this section are not met. 


(3) Casual labor not in the usual course of the employer’s trade or 
business performed after December 31, 1971, in any calendar quarter by an 
individual, unless the cash remuneration paid for such service is $50.00 or 
more and such service is performed by an individual who is regularly employed 
by such employing unit to perform such service. For the purposes of this 
subdivision, an individual shall be deemed to be regularly employed to perform 
service not in the course of an employing unit’s trade or business during a 
calendar quarter only if: 


a. On each of some 24 days during such quarter such individual performs 
such service for some portion of the day; or 


b. Such individual was regularly employed (as determined under para- 
graph a of this subdivision) by such employing unit in the performance of 
such service during the preceding calendar quarter. 


(4) Service performed by an individual in the employ of his son, daughter 
or spouse, and service performed by an individual under the age of 21 in 
the employ of his father or mother. 


(5) Prior to January 1, 1978, except to the extent set forth in subdivision 
(2) of subsection (a) of this section, service performed in the employ of this 
state, or any political subdivision thereof, or of any instrumentality of this 
state or its political subdivisions. 


(6) Prior to January 1, 1978, except as provided in subdivision (2) of 
subsection (a) of this section, service performed in the employ of any other 
state or any political subdivisions thereof, or any instrumentality of any one 
or more of the foregoing which is wholly owned by one or more such states 
or political subdivisions, and any service performed in the employ of any 
instrumentality of any one or more other states or their political subdivisions 
to the extent that the instrumentality is, with respect to such service, immune, 
under the Constitution of the United States from the tax imposed by section 
3301 of the federal Internal Revenue Code. 


(7) Service performed in the employ of the United States government 
or of any instrumentality wholly owned by the United States, except that 
if the congress of the United States shall permit states to require any 
instrumentalities of the United States to make payments into an unem- 
ployment fund under this chapter, then to the extent permitted by congress 
and from and after the date as of which such permission becomes effective, 
all of the provisions of this chapter shall be applicable to such instrumen- 
talities and to services performed by employees for such instrumentalities 
in the same manner, to the same extent, and on the same terms as to all 
other employers and employing units; provided, however, if this state should 
not be certified by the secretary of labor under section 3304(c) of the federal 
Internal Revenue Code for any year, then the payment required of such 
instrumentality with respect to such year shall be deemed to have been 
erroneously collected within the meaning of article 3 of this chapter and 
shall be refunded by the director from the fund in accordance with the 
provisions of section 25-4-137. 


(8) Except to the extent set forth in subdivision (3) of subsection (a) 
of this section, service performed in the employ of a corporation, community 
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chest, fund or foundation organized and operated exclusively for religious, 
charitable, scientific, literary or educational purposes, or for the prevention 
of cruelty to children or animals, no part of the net earnings of which inures 
to the benefit of any private shareholder or individual, and no substantial 
part of the activities of which is carrying on propaganda, or otherwise 
attempting to influence legislation. 


(9) Service performed after June 30, 1939, with respect to which un- 
employment compensation is payable under the Railroad Unemployment 
Insurance Act of congress (52 Stat. 1094, as amended) and services with 
respect to which unemployment compensation is payable under any other 
unemployment compensation system established by an act of congress; pro- 
vided, however, that the director is hereby authorized and directed to enter 
into agreements with the proper agencies under such act or acts of congress, 
which agreements shall become effective 10 days after publication thereof 
in the manner provided in section 25-4-111 for general rules to provide 
reciprocal treatment to individuals who have, after acquiring potential rights 
to benefits under this chapter acquired rights to unemployment compensation 
under such act or acts of congress, or who have, after acquiring potential 
rights to unemployment compensation under such act or acts of congress, 
acquired rights to benefits under this chapter. 


(10) Service performed by an individual as an insurance agent or as an 
insurance solicitor, if all such service performed by such individual is per- 
formed for remuneration solely by way of commission. 


(11) Service performed, in the employ of a school, college or university, 
if such service is performed: 


a. By a student who is enrolled and is regularly attending classes at 
such school, college or university; or 


b. By the spouse of such a student, if such spouse is advised at the 
time such spouse commences to perform such service, that: 


1. The employment of such spouse to perform such service is provided 
under a program to provide financial assistance to such student by such 
school, college or university; and 


2. Such employment will not be covered by any program of unemploy- 
ment insurance. 


(12) Service performed by an individual who is enrolled at a nonprofit 
or public educational institution which normally maintains a regular faculty 
and curriculum and normally has a regularly organized body of students in 
attendance at the place where its educational activities are carried on, as a 
student in a full-time program, taken for credit at such institution, which 
combines academic instruction with work experience, if such service is an 
integral part of such program, and such institution has so certified to the 
employer, except this paragraph shall not apply to service performed in a 
program established for or on behalf of an employer or group of employers. 


(13) Service performed in the employ of a hospital, if such service is 
performed by a patient of the hospital as defined in subsection (e) of this 
section, or service performed as a student nurse in the employ of a hospital 
or a nurses’ training school by an individual who is enrolled and is regularly 
attending classes in a nurses’ training school chartered or approved pursuant 
to state laws, and service performed as an intern in the employ of a hospital 
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by an individual who has completed a four-year course in a medical school 
chartered or approved pursuant to state law. 


(14) Service performed by an individual under the age of 18 in the 
delivery or distribution of newspapers or shopping news, not including delivery 
or distribution to any point for subsequent delivery or distribution. 


(15) Except as provided in subdivisions (2) and (3) of subsection (a) of 
this section, any employment or service which is excluded by the express 
statutory provisions of Section 3306 of the federal Internal Revenue Code 
as amended. 


(16) Service performed by an officer or member of the crew of a vessel 
which is not an American vessel. The term “American vessel” means any 
vessel documented or numbered under the law of the United States, and 
includes any vessel which is neither documented nor numbered under the 
laws of the United States nor documented under the laws of any foreign 
country, if its crew is employed solely by one or more citizens or residents 
of the United States or corporations organized under the laws of the United 
States or of any state. 


(17) Service performed by an individual in (or as an officer or member 
of the crew of a vessel while it is engaged in) the catching, taking, harvesting, 
cultivating or farming of any kind of fish, shellfish, crustacea, sponges, 
seaweeds or other aquatic forms of animal and vegetable life (including 
service performed by any such individual as an ordinary incident to any 
such activity), exeept: and effective January 1, 1985 service performed in 
leaning, processing or handling of a seafood commodity in preparation for

of catch or proceeds thereof and the normal crew of such vessel is fewer 
than 10. Bach voyage of each vessel is considered separately. 

(18) Service performed in the employ of a foreign government (including 


service as a consular or other officer or employee or a nondiplomatic rep- 
resentative). 


(19) Service performed in the employ of an instrumentality wholly owned 
by a foreign government if: 


a. The service is of a character similar to that performed in foreign 
countries by employees of the United States government or of an instru- 
mentality thereof; and 


b. The director finds that the United States secretary of state has 
certified to the United States secretary of the treasury that the foreign 
government, with respect to whose instrumentality exemption is claimed, 
grants an equivalent exemption with respect to similar service performed in 
the foreign country by employees of the United States government and of 
instrumentalities thereof. 
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(20) Except to the extent set forth in subdivision (3) of subsection (a) 
of this section, service performed in any calendar quarter in the employ of 
any organization exempt from income tax under Section 501(a) of the federal 
Internal Revenue Code (other than organizations described in section 401(a)) 
or under Section 521 of such Code, if the remuneration for such service is 
less than $50.00. 


(21) Services performed for any governmental entity, institution or or- 
ganization described in subdivisions (2) and (3) of subsection (a) of this 
section: 


a. In the employ of: 
1. A church or convention or association of churches; or 


2. An organization that is operated primarily for religious purposes and 
which is operated, supervised, controlled or principally supported by a church 
or convention or association of churches; or 


b. By a duly ordained, commissioned or licensed minister of a church 
in the exercise of his ministry or by a member of a religious order in the 
exercise of duties required by such order; or 


c. Except as provided in subdivision (7) of subsection (a) of section 25- 


1. Prior to January 1, 1978, in the employ of a school which is not an 
institution of higher education; 


2. After December 31, 1977, in the employ of a governmental entity 
referred to in paragraph b of subdivision (2) of subsection (a) of this section, 
if such service is performed by an individual in the exercise of duties: 


(i) As an elected official; 


(ii) As a member of a legislative body, or a member of the judiciary of 
this state or any of its political subdivisions; 


(iii) As a member of the State National Guard or Air National Guard; 


(iv) As an employee serving on a temporary basis in case of fire, storm, 
snow, earthquake, flood or similar emergency (this exclusion does not apply 
to permanent employees whose usual responsibilities include emergency sit- 
uations); 


(v) In a position which, under or pursuant to the laws of this state, is 
designated as a major nontenured policymaking or advisory position or a 
policymaking or advisory position the performance of the duties of which 
ordinarily does not require more than 8 hours per week; or 


d. In a facility conducted for the purpose of carrying out a program 
of rehabilitation for individuals whose earning capacity is impaired by age 
or physical or mental deficiency or injury or providing remunerative work 
for individuals who because of their impaired physical or mental capacity 
cannot be readily absorbed in the competitive labor market by an individual 
receiving such rehabilitation or remunerative work; or 


e. As part of an unemployment work relief or work training program 
assisted or financed in whole or in part by any federal agency or an agency 
of a state or political subdivision thereof, by an individual receiving such 
work relief or work training; or 
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f. For a hospital in a state prison or other state correctional institution 
prior to January 1, 1978, by an inmate of the prison or correctional institution 
and, after December 31, 1977, by an inmate of a custodial or penal institution. 


(22) Services performed by an individual as a qualified real estate agent. 
For the purposes of this chapter the term “qualified real estate agent” shall 
mean an individual who is a sales person if: 


a. Such individual is a licensed real estate agent; and 


b. Substantially all of the remuneration for services performed as a real 
estate agent (whether or not paid in cash) is directly related to sales or 
other output (including the performance of services), rather than the number 
of hours worked, and 


c. The services performed by the individual are performed pursuant to 
a written contract between such individual and the person for whom the 
services are performed and such contract provides that the individual will 
not be treated as an employee with respect to such services for federal tax 
purposes. 


(23) Services performed by an individual as a direct seller. For the 
purposes of this chapter the term “direct seller” shall mean any individual 
who: 


a. Is engaged in the trade or business of selling (or soliciting the sale 
of) consumer products to any buyer on a: 


1. Buy-sell basis, or 
2. Deposit-commission basis, or 


3. Any similar basis which the U.S. secretary of the treasury prescribes 
by regulations, for resale (by the buyer or any other individual), in the home 
or otherwise than in a permanent retail establishment; or 


b. Is engaged in the trade or business of selling (or soliciting the sale 
of) consumer products to a consumer in the home or otherwise than in a 
permanent retail establishment, and 


c. Substantially all of the remuneration for the services performed by 
such individual as a direct seller (whether or not paid in cash) is directly 
related to sales or output (including the performance of services) rather than 
to the number of hours worked, and 


d. The services performed by such individual are performed pursuant 
to a written contract between such individual and the person for whom the 
services are performed and such contract provides that the individual will 
not be treated as an employee with respect to such services for federal tax 
purposes. 


(c) “Institution of higher education,” for the purposes of this chapter, 
means an educational institution which: 


(1) Admits as regular students only individuals having a certificate of 
graduation from a high school, or the recognized equivalent of such a 
certificate; 


(2) Is legally authorized in this state to provide a program of education 
beyond high school; 
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(3) Provides an educational program for which it awards a bachelor’s 
or higher degree, or provides a program which is acceptable for full credit 
toward such a degree, or a program of postgraduate or postdoctoral studies, 
or a program of training to prepare students for gainful employment in a 
recognized occupation. 


(d) For the purposes of this chapter the term “educational institution” 
means an educational institution (including an institution of higher education 
as defined in subsection (c) of this section) in which: 


(1) Participants, trainees or students are offered an organized course of 
study or training designed to transfer to them knowledge, skills, information, 
doctrines, attitudes or abilities from, by or under the guidance of an in- 
structor(s) or teacher(s). 


(2) It is approved, licensed or issued a permit to operate as a school 
by the state department of education or other government agency that is 
authorized within the state to approve, license or issue a permit for the 
operation of a school. 


(3) The courses of study or training which it offers may be academic, 
technical, trade, or preparation for gainful employment in a recognized 
occupation, as opposed to study or training in the social graces or skills or 
whose primary purpose is to provide baby sitting or day care services although 
some learning activities may be included. 


In any particular case, the question of whether or not an institution is 
an educational institution (other than an institution of higher education) 
within the meaning of the criteria described above will depend on what that 
particular institution actually does. 


(e) “Hospital” means an institution which has been licensed, certified 
or approved by the state board of health or the state board of mental health 
as a hospital or a similar institution operated by the state or any of its 
political subdivisions or by an instrumentality of either of the foregoing. 


(f) If the services performed during one half or more of any pay period 
by an employee for the employing unit employing him constitute employment, 
all of the services of such employee for such period shall be deemed to be 
employment, but if the services performed during more than one half of any 
such pay period by an employee for the employing unit employing him do 
not constitute employment, then none of the services of such employee for 
such period shall be deemed to be employment. As used in this subsection 
the term “pay period” means a period (of not more than 31 consecutive 
days) for which a payment or remuneration is ordinarily made to the employee 
by the employing unit employing him.”

Senator Preuitt, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, 
reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the Senate with a favorable report, to-wit: 


By Rep. Carothers: 


H. 432. Relating to “The Alabama Medical Liability Act of 1987” to 
state the legislative intent; to define the terms health care provider, standard 
of care, future damages, periodic payment and substantial evidence; to provide 
that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
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against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care 
the Circuit Court shall at the request of either party enter a judgment 
ordering that money damages be paid in whole or in part by periodic payments 
rather than by lump sum if the verdict equals or exceeds one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00) in future damages and if the plaintiff requested 
compensation for future damages or offered proof of future damages during 
trial and to require the trial court in its discretion to determine from the 
evidence the amount of future damages contained in the verdict and to 
require that a judgment debtor who is not adequately insured post security 
adequate to assure the full payment of such damages and to provide that 
the judgment shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the 
dollar amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, and the 
number of payments for the period of time over which payments shall be 
made and to provide that a judgment debtor exhibiting a continuing pattern 
of failure to make payments shall be found in contempt of court and shall 
be ordered to pay all damages caused by failure to make periodic payments, 
including court costs and attorneys’ fees and to provide that if the judgment 
creditor dies prior to the termination of the period of years specified in the 
judgment that the liability of the judgment debtor shall cease except that 
damages awarded for loss of future earnings shall not be terminated but 
shall be paid to persons to whom the judgment creditor owed a duty of 
support and to provide that upon the petition of any party in interest the 
Court may modify the judgment to award and apportion unpaid future 
damages in accordance with this section and to state the legislative intent 
in providing for periodic payment of judgments and to provide that nothing 
herein shall limit the authority of the trial court to order a new trial, enter 
a judgment notwithstanding the verdict or order a remittitur of damages; to 
provide in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care 
that the plaintiff shall be entitled to recover non-economic losses to com- 
pensate for pain, suffering and inconvenience, physical impairment, disfig- 
urement, loss of consortium and other non-pecuniary damages and that the 
amount of such damages shall not exceed the sum of two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars ($250,000.00), and to provide that plaintiff shall not seek 
recovery of any greater amount for non-economic loss and to provide that 
neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the jury that it may 
not return an award of any greater amount for non-economic loss and to 
provide for the declaration of a mistrial if a jury is so advised and to provide 
for the reduction by the trial court of any verdict including an award for 
non-economic losses greater than that permitted herein; and to provide that 
in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against 
a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the defendant 
may introduce evidence of any amount payable as the benefit to the plaintiff 
as a result of the personal injury pursuant to the rehabilitation services and 
disability insurance benefit provisions of the United States Social Security 
Act, any state income disability or workers compensation act, any health 
insurance, sickness or income disability insurance, accident insurance that 
provides health benefits or income disability coverage and any contract or 
agreement of any group, organization, partnership or corporation, to provide, 
pay for or reimburse the cost of medical, hospital, dental or other health 
care services and to provide that the plaintiff may introduce evidence of any 
amount which the plaintiff has paid or contributed to secure his right to 
such actions and to provide that no source of collateral benefits introduced 
under this sub-section shall recover any amount against the plaintiff nor 
shall it be subrogated to the rights of the plaintiff against the defendant 
except as permitted under a contract in force and effect prior to the effective 
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date of this Act and to provide that following the effective date of this Act 
all policies of insurance providing benefits described in this section shall be 
written and construed in accordance with this section; to provide that in 
any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against a 
health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the action 
must be brought in the county where the negligent act or omission actually 
occurred or, if the acts or omissions took place in more than one county, 
wherein the plaintiff or plaintiff’s decedent resided at the time of the negligent 
act or omission and to provide for transfer of the action to the county 
wherein the alleged act or omission actually occurred if it can be shown 
prior to the trial that the alleged act or omission did not occur in the county 
where the action is then pending and to provide that the court may transfer 
any action to any county where it might have been brought for the con- 
venience of the parties and witnesses; to provide that any action for injury 
or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 
or §6-5-410 of this Code the amount of damages awarded to the plaintiff 
shall not exceed the sum of one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) and to provide 
that neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the jury that 
it may not return an award of any greater amount and to provide for the 
declaration of a mistrial if the jury is so advised and to provide for the 
reduction by the trial court of any verdict which exceeds one million dollars 
($1,000,000.00); to provide that in any action for injury or damages or 
wrongful death whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care the plaintiff shall have the burden 
of proving by substantial evidence that the health care provider failed to 
exercise such reasonable care, skill and diligence as other health care providers 
in the same general line of practice, ordinarily have and exercise in a like 
case; to provide further that in an action against a health care provider not 
certified by the appropriate American Board as being a specialist, not trained 
or experienced in a medical specialty or not holding himself out as a specialist 
a “similar health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory 
agency or board of this or some other state, be trained and experienced in 
the same discipline or school of practice; and has practiced in the same 
discipline or school of practice during the year preceding the date that the 
alleged breach of the standard of care occurred; to provide further that in 
actions against a health care provider certified by the appropriate American 
Board as a specialist, trained and experienced in a medical specialty or 
holding himself out as a specialist, a “similar health care provider” shall be 
licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency or board of this or some other 
state, be certified by the appropriate American Board in the same specialty, 
and have practiced in the specialty during the year preceding the date of 
the alleged breach of the standard of care; to provide that evidence may not 
be received or admitted concerning the medical liability insurance of the 
defendant or of a witness testifying as a “similar health care provider”; to 
further provide that any health care provider may testify as an expert in 
any action if he is a “similar health care provider” pursuant to this section; 
to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or 
in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of 
care the standard of proof required to test the sufficiency of the evidence 
to support any issue of fact shall be proof of substantial evidence, to abolish 
the Scintilla Rule of evidence in such cases, to provide that in ruling on 
pleadings and motions testing the sufficiency of the evidence the standard 
of proof shall be proof by substantial evidence; to establish a cause of action 
for malicious prosecution and to set forth the elements thereof; to provide 
that all complaints filed against a health care provider shall include a detailed 
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specification and factual description of each act and omission alleged by 
plaintiff to render the health care provider liable to plaintiff and plaintiff 
shall be prohibited from conducting discovery with regard to any other act 
or omission or from introducing at trial evidence of any other action or 

omission; to provide that this Act shall apply to all actions against health 
care providers based on acts or omissions accruing after its effective date 
and as to such causes of action shall supersede any inconsistent provisions 
of law; and to provide for severability, repeal of conflicting laws and the 
effective date of the Act.

SPECIAL ORDER 
BILLS ON THIRD READING 


The Senate proceeded to consideration of the special, paramount, and 
continuing order of business for today, the first of which was the Bill: 


S. 334. Relating to “The Alabama Medical Liability Act of 1987” to state 
the legislative intent; to define the terms health care provider, standard of care, 
future damages, periodic payment and substantial evidence; to provide that in 
any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health 
care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the Circuit Court shall 
at the request of either party enter a judgment ordering that money damages 
be paid in whole or in part by periodic payments rather than by lump sum if 
the verdict equals or exceeds one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) in 
future damages and if the plaintiff requested compensation for future damages 
or offered proof of future damages during trial and to require the trial court in 
its discretion to determine from the evidence the amount of future damages 
contained in the verdict and to require that a judgment debtor who is not 
adequately insured post security adequate to assure the full payment of such 
damages and to provide that the judgment shall specify the recipient or recip- 
ients of the payments, the dollar amounts of the payments, the interval between 
payments, and the number of payments for the period of time over which 
payments shall be made and to provide that a judgment debtor exhibiting a 
continuing pattern of failure to make payments shall be found in contempt of 
court and shall be ordered to pay all damages caused by failure to make periodic 
payments, including court costs and attorneys’ fees and to provide that if the 
judgment creditor dies prior to the termination of the period of years specified 
in the judgment that the liability of the judgment debtor shall cease except that 
damages awarded for loss of future earnings shall not be terminated but shall 
be paid to persons to whom the judgment creditor owed a duty of support and 
to provide that upon the petition of any party in interest the Court may modify 
the judgment to award and apportion unpaid future damages in accordance 
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with this section and to state the legislative intent in providing for periodic 
payment of judgments and to provide that nothing herein shall limit the au- 
thority of the trial court to order a new trial, enter a judgment notwithstanding 
the verdict or order a remittitur of damages; to provide in any action for injury 
or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider based 
on a breach of the standard of care that the plaintiff shall be entitled to recover 
non-economic losses to compensate for pain, suffering and inconvenience, phys- 
ical impairment, disfigurement, loss of consortium and other non-pecuniary 
damages and that the amount of such damages shall not exceed the sum of two 
hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000.00), and to provide that plaintiff shall 
not seek recovery of any greater amount for non-economic loss and to provide 
that neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the jury that it 
may not return an award of any greater amount for non-economic loss and to 
provide for the declaration of a mistrial if a jury is so advised and to provide 
for the reduction by the trial court of any verdict including an award for non- 
economic losses greater than that permitted herein; and to provide that in any 
action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health 
care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the defendant may 
introduce evidence of any amount payable as the benefit to the plaintiff as a 
result of the personal injury pursuant to the rehabilitation services and disability 
insurance benefit provisions of the United States Social Security Act, any state 
income disability or workers compensation act, any health insurance, sickness 
or income disability insurance, accident insurance that provides health benefits 
or income disability coverage and any contract or agreement of any group, 
organization, partnership or corporation, to provide, pay for or reimburse the 
cost of medical, hospital, dental or other health care services and to provide 
that the plaintiff may introduce evidence of any amount which the plaintiff has 
paid or contributed to secure his right to such actions and to provide that no 
source of collateral benefits introduced under this sub-section shall recover any 
amount against the plaintiff nor shall it be subrogated to the rights of the 
plaintiff against the defendant except as permitted under a contract in force 
and effect prior to the effective date of this Act and to provide that following 
the effective date of this Act all policies of insurance providing benefits de- 
scribed in this section shall be written and construed in accordance with this 
section; to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract 
or in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of 
care the action must be brought in the county where the negligent act or 
omission actually occurred or, if the acts or omissions took place in more than 
one county, wherein the plaintiff or plaintiff’s decedent resided at the time of 
the negligent act or omission and to provide for transfer of the action to the 
county wherein the alleged act or omission actually occurred if it can be shown 
prior to the trial that the alleged act or omission did not occur in the county 
where the action is then pending and to provide that the court may transfer 
any action to any county where it might have been brought for the convenience 
of the parties and witnesses; to provide that any action for injury or damages 
whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider based on a breach 
of the standard of care commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 or §6-5-410 of this 
Code the amount of damages awarded to the plaintiff shall not exceed the sum 
of one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) and to provide that neither the court nor 
any party shall advise or infer to the jury that it may not return an award of 
any greater amount and to provide for the declaration of a mistrial if the jury 
is so advised and to provide for the reduction by the trial court of any verdict 
which exceeds one million dollars ($1,000,000.00); to provide that in any action 
for injury or damages or wrongful death whether in contract or in tort against 
a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the plaintiff 
shall have the burden of proving by substantial evidence that the health care 
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provider failed to exercise such reasonable care, skill and diligence as other 
health care providers in the same general line of practice, ordinarily have and 
exercise in a like case; to provide further that in an action against a health care 
provider not certified by the appropriate American Board as being a specialist, 
not trained or experienced in a medical specialty or not holding himself out as 
a specialist a “similar health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate 
regulatory agency or board of this or some other state, be trained and experi- 
enced in the same discipline or school of practice; and has practiced in the 
same discipline or school of practice during the year preceding the date that 
the alleged breach of the standard of care occurred; to provide further that in 
actions against a health care provider certified by the appropriate American 
Board as a specialist, trained and experienced in a medical specialty or holding 
himself out as a specialist, a “similar health care provider” shall be licensed by 
the appropriate regulatory agency or board of this or some other state, be 
certified by the appropriate American Board in the same specialty, and have 
practiced in the specialty during the year preceding the date of the alleged 
breach of the standard of care; to provide that evidence may not be received or 
admitted concerning the medical liability insurance of the defendant or of a 
witness testifying as a “similar health care provider”; to further provide that 
any health care provider may testify as an expert in any action if he is a 
“similar health care provider” pursuant to this section; to provide that in any 
action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health 
care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the standard of proof 
required to test the sufficiency of the evidence to support any issue of fact shall 
be proof of substantial evidence, to abolish the Scintilla Rule of evidence in 
such cases, to provide that in ruling on pleadings and motions testing the 
sufficiency of the evidence the standard of proof shall be proof by substantial 
evidence; to establish a cause of action for malicious prosecution and to set 
forth the elements thereof; to provide that all complaints filed against a health 
care provider shall include a detailed specification and factual description of 
each act and omission alleged by plaintiff to render the health care provider 
liable to plaintiff and plaintiff shall be prohibited from conducting discovery 
with regard to any other act or omission or from introducing at trial evidence 
of any other action or omission; to provide that this Act shall apply to all 
actions against health care providers based on acts or omissions accruing after 
its effective date and as to such causes of action shall supersede any inconsistent 
provisions of law; and to provide for severability, repeal of conflicting laws and 
the effective date of the Act. 


Senator Corbett moved that further consideration of the Bill, S. B. 334, be 
postponed temporarily. 


Senator Manley offered a substitute motion that further consideration of 
the Bill, S. B. 334, be postponed subject to the call of the Chair, which motion 
was adopted.

POINT OF PERSONAL PRIVILEGE 


Senator Parsons requested that the following remarks be spread upon 
the Journal: 


I am Mac Parsons, Senator from District 17. It is with a profound sense 
of urgency and concern for the betterment and welfare of every citizen of 
Alabama that I invoke the Constitutional right to enter my reasons for 
dissent in the Journal. Article 4 Section 55 of the Alabama Constitution 
wisely provides for the dissent from any act or resolution which is injurious 
to the citizens of Alabama. This section states that: 


“ach house shall keep a journal of its proceedings and cause the same 
to be published immediately after its adjournment, excepting such parts as, 
in its judgment, may require secrecy; and the yeas and nays of the members 
of either house on any question shall, at the request of one-tenth of the 
members present, be entered on the journal. Any member of either House 
shall have the liberty to dissent from or protest against any act or resolution 
which he may think injurious to the public, or to an individual and have 
the reason for his dissent entered on the Journal”. 


The action taken here today makes it incumbent upon me to register 
my dissent and have these reasons entered on the Journal. To do otherwise 
would be contrary to the wisdom and desires of the citizens of Alabama. 
For I believe that Section 55 of our State Constitution insures that free 
citizens who have chosen to govern themselves by the principles of a de- 
mocracy shail have a right to disagree and register that disagreement in a 
meaningful sense. To exclude or ignore the precepts of Section 55 is to 
suggest that disagreement and opposition have no value in the affairs of 
humans and have no relevance within the method and manner of governing 
a free people. It is within that spirit that I, not capriciously, nor quickly, 
rise to list and preserve my reasons for disagreeing with the result which 
this body has now produced here today. 


In 1981 an act was proposed which sought to amend the Alabama State 
Constitution. This amendment, Number 448, is titled Paramount Duty of 
Legislature to Make Basic Appropriations at Regular Sessions, and reads as 
follows: 


(A) The following words and phrases, whenever used in this amend- 
ment, shall have the following respective meanings: 


“Basic appropriations” means, with respect to any regular ses- 
sion of the legislature, such appropriations as the legislature may 
deem appropriate for the expenditures by the state during the ensuing 
budget period for the ordinary expenses of the executive, legislative 
and judicial departments of the state, for payment of the public 
debt, and for education (excluding, however, any item within the 
scope of the foregoing that is at the time provided for by a continuing 
appropriation or otherwise). 


“Budget period” means a fiscal year of the state or such period 
other than [a] fiscal year as may hereafter be fixed by law as the 
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period with respect to which state budgets are prepared and state 
appropriations are made. 


(B) On or before the second legislative day of each regular session 
of the legislature, beginning with the first regular session after 
January 1, 1983, the governor shall transmit to the legislature for 
its aaah a proposed budget for the then next ensuing budget 
period. 


(C) The duty of the legislature at any regular session to make the 
basic appropriations for any budget period that will commence before 
the first day of any succeeding regular session shall be paramount; 
and, accordingly, beginning with the first regular session held after 
January 1, 1983, no bill (other than a bill making any of the basic 
appropriations) shall be signed by either the presiding officer of the 
house or senate and transmitted to the other house until bills making 
the basic appropriations for the then ensuing budget period shall 
have been signed by the presiding officer of each house of the 
legislature in accordance with Section 66 of this Constitution and 
presented to the governor in accordance with Section 125 of this 
Constitution; provided, that this paragraph (C) shall not affect the 
adoption of resolutions or the conduct of any other legislative 
functions that do not require a third reading; and provided further, 
that following adoption, by vote of either house of not less than 
three-fifths of a quorum present, of a resolution declaring that the 
provisions of this paragraph (C) shall not be applicable in that 
house to a particular bill, which shall be specified in said resolution 
by number and title, the bill so specified may proceed to final 
passage therein. 


(D) Upon the signing and presentation to the governor in accordance 
with the said Sections 66 and 125 of bills making the basic appro- 
priations, the provisions of the foregoing paragraph (C) prohibiting 
the final passage of bills in the house and senate (other than bills 
making any part of the basic appropriations) shall cease to be 
effective and shall not be revived or become again effective as a 
result of (i) the subsequent legislative history of any bill so signed 
and presented, including any veto, return with executive amendment, 
or any other action, or failure to act, by either the governor or the 
legislature under the provisions of the said Section 125; or (ii) a 
determination, by either judicial decree or opinion of the justices 
of the Alabama Supreme Court, that any bill so signed and presented 
is wholly or in part invalid. 


(E) The legislature may, by statute or rule, make such further 
provisions for the timely passage of bills making the basic appro- 
priations as are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Con- 
stitution. 


(F) Nothing contained herein shall be construed as requiring the 
legislature to make any appropriation not otherwise required by this 
Constitution to be made. 


This legislation was proposed by Acts 1981, First Extraordinary Session, 
Number 81-889 and was submitted November 6, 1984 and was proclaimed 
ratified December 10, 1984. Many of us were here then and recall the careful 
reflection and discussion of this proposal. It was the thinking of this body 
then, as it should be now, that the budgetary needs and demands of our 
state are so important, so vital they must occupy a level of concern above 
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all others. Indeed, it is difficult to imagine a more pressing concern. Virtually 
every need, every activity, every requirement of our state hinges upon 
budgetary decisions. 


So important was this need to courageously confront tough and chal- 
lenging budgetary questions that the legislation begins with the words par- 
amount duty. This body, chosen to speak for the great masses of Alabama 
citizens, knew then, just as it knows today, that every aspect of life in this 
state would be deeply and profoundly touched and impacted upon by budg- 
etary decisions. Surely the words, paramount and duty are not meaningless, 
and empty, concocted only in a struggle to rhetorically express some concept. 
No, these words were chosen because they best express the hope and goal 
of this legislature, because they convey with ringing importance the desire 
to expedite the crucial and hard decisions that limited fiscal resources 
inherently present. 


The word paramount has been described by Webster’s Dictionary as 
meaning: “Supreme” and “superior to all others.” It is by no coincidence or 
random chance that this constitutional amendment begins with the word 
paramount. This body sought and intended this vital piece of legislation to 
be paramount, supreme, and considered to be supreme to all other concerns 
of this body. It is no small matter that the people of Alabama approved 
this amendment at the ballot boxes; that they gave their endorsement and 
eupiowe. i this legislation that was to be paramount; that was to be superior 
to all others. 


Further this body sought, and the citizens of Alabama agreed and 
approved this legislation with the word duty in the title. Webster’s dictionary 
speaks of duty as “a moral or legal obligation” and carrying the “force of 
moral obligation.” It is no small matter that the people of Alabama approved 
this amendment at the ballot boxes; that they gave their endorsement and 
approval for this legislation that was to be imbued with the force of a moral 
obligation. 


And so, there we are. What we euphemistically label budget isolation 
demands of us, with the weight and force of a moral obligation, that we 
confront the budgetary task with a zeal that is supreme and superior to all 
other tasks before us. Yet now, today, we stray and deviate from our good 
sense and judgment that prevailed when we enacted amendment number 
448. Yet today we pay no heed to the good sense and judgment of the people 
of Alabama that prevailed when they ratified amendment number 448. 


There are those who would say, so what; of what importance is it that 
we ignore the wishes of the people of Alabama. There are those who would 
say that uy and others’ fears are of small consequence. There are those who 
feel that the mandate of budget isolation may be shunned when they so 
desire. I do not seek to criticize those who feel such, nor do I seek to impugn 
the motives of those who now wish to depart from the hard road that budget 
decisions present. Perhaps it is easier to deviate from the hard choices that 
we must ultimately face. Perhaps it is easier to rise with an emotional tide 
that relegates the will of the people to a secondary concern. Perhaps indeed 
it is easier, but it is not wiser. 


Now, as a governing body we say that the budget is not important, not 
as demanding as we realized only a few short years ago. History is a wise 
and thorough teacher. Budget isolation was born as a result of the lessons 
of the past. Historically, we came to recognize the importance of a carefully 
considered and crafted budget. The lesson we learned from the past was that 
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the budget hurled difficult and demanding challenges which could not and 
should not be placed aside while we fretted with tasks often unworthy of 
being supreme to all others. 


Yet today, with a tired repetition, we fail to heed the lessons of the 
past. Is not the past an opportunity to have a glimpse of the future? It has 
been said, and I believe wisely so, that those who ignore history are doomed 
to repeat it. How often have we rushed to consider the great budgetary 
issues in the lateness of the hour? How often have budgetary items been 
resolved without the full study and knowledge that these issues warrant only 
because other, perhaps more convenient or easier tasks have drawn our 
attention away? That is why in 1981 the decision to consider the budget 
before all else was realized. We understood then that these issues are complex 
and time consuming and are deserving of our complete and full attention. 
Now we renege on that understanding. The wisdom of budget isolation is 
a compelling today as it was then, but yet we again seem doomed to repeat 
the past. 


I do not say that the issue that persuaded this body to turn away from 
the demands of the budget is without significance. To the contrary. But in 
our eagerness and exuberance let us not hastily rush to judgment. 


Do I overstate my concern? The hue and cry of tort reform rings so 
loudly when held against the constant and continual whisper of the budget. 
How drab and pale the word budget seems when viewed against the bright 
glare that the words tort reform promise. It is easy to pursue glitter. Yet 
the concerns with the judicial system in this state can be addressed, but 
should not be paramount to the great many issues that can only be addressed 
through an exhaustive analysis of our fiscal ability and priorities. No, perhaps 
if anything I understate my concerns. 


There is yet another reason that compels me to dissent from the decision 
reached today. I have alluded to the great many issues that can only be 
resolved through the budgetary decision-making process. It is these issues 
that clammor for a reasoned solution. One need only look at a newspaper 
or view the television or hear the radio to know and understand that serious 
matters impact upon our lives and will, if we permit, diminish the quality 
and enjoyment of our all too brief existence upon this earth. Given the 
relative shortness of life in this world, each minute that passes denies us 
the opportunity to enhance and enrich the human experience. 


Our decisions on how we will spend our dollars is directly related to 
the quality of life in Alabama in so many instances. At this very moment, 
for example, somewhere in Alabama a child is crying because of hunger. At 
this very moment, somewhere in Alabama a parent is crying and agonizing 
on how to feed this child. To be physically hungry is not a pleasant topic 
to speak of or to hear. Yet it is one of the many concerns that we must 
speak and hear of. 


Federal cutbacks in hunger programs have been severe and only serve 
to enlarge and magnify the extent of the problem facing us. No matter what 
your political party or philosophy, it is rendered small by the pressing needs 
of hungry human beings. No one, I submit, can be so hardened or so unmoved 
when confronted with the grim starkness of hunger. And we know that there 
is hunger in Alabama. Nothing so ravages the human body, mind and spirit 
as does the gnawing pains of hunger. 


Beyond those that do not have anything to eat, there are people in our 
state who do not have enough to eat, and who are undernourished. The 
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image of an elderly person attempting to stretch a fixed income by seeking 
nourishment through dog or cat food is a reality that is not pleasant to 
understand but a reality nevertheless. We have come to learn that a child’s 
developmental stages may be impaired because of a lack of adequate nutrition. 


Of course there is more to hunger than food. There is a hunger of spirit. 
There is a hunger inherent within each human spirit to achieve, provide 
and be viewed as worthy by oneself and others. You know, Thomas Carlisle 
once wrote; “Blessed is the man who has found his work, let him ask no 
greater happiness.” Since the beginning of recorded history, the human animal 
has taken pride in the doing of a task. It has even been suggested that work 
is a necessary condition of life. How inadequate one feels when he or she 
cannot work. I believe that most people want to work, want to experience 
the pride in completing a task, want that self-satisfaction that can only 
come from having a job. 


Work is a therapeutic experience that is necessary for human growth. 
Nothing is so demeaning, so demoralizing as having the desire to contribute 
to society and the desire to provide for one’s family and yet be unable 
because there are simply no opportunities. 


So we have hunger and unemployment in Alabama. Perhaps there are 
those who would argue that even these problems should wait while we 
examine the judicial system. I am not so persuaded, and indeed the list of 
pressing social problems goes further. 


We live in a state which ranks close to the bottom of all 50 states in 
education. Why, why is this so? How much untapped human potential is 
waiting? Waiting for the opportunity to flourish and develop. Waiting for 
the exposure through our schools to encourage and guide hidden abilities 
and talents. We can only speculate as to the great scientific advances; the 
great medical discoveries; the great literature that lies dormant in our young 
for lack of the educational impetus necessary to carry them to their fullest 
human potential. We will never be a great people unless we dare to be and 
we dare not without the requisite educational support and foundation. The 
history of the world remains to be written by those yet unborn. That history 
will be written in large part by how those of us today decide to educate 
those who will follow us tomorrow. 


But there is more. Seemingly coming as though unbridled and unre- 
strained, the array of social needs and problems confronting us continue to 
grow. While humans have reached startling technological achievements, our 
basic ability as humans to exist with one another seems at times primitive. 
Daily we are reminded of the cruelty one person is capable of inflicting upon 
another. Our jails and prisons virtually overflow with those whose crimes 
are often unspeakable and serve as a reminder that humans still have a long 
way to come in relationships with each other. Surely one of man’s greatest 
needs is to be free of fear. There are many types of fear, but I am now 
speaking of fear for one’s physical safety and well-being. Fear of physical 
attack and harm is a haunting form of paralysis. It forces us to lock ourselves 
in our homes after dark; it inhibits all but the brave or foolish from even 
a casual stroll in our own neighborhoods after dark. The elderly and sick 
are easy prey for those whom crime and violence are a way of life. A fear 
that alters life styles and compels people to arm themselves with deadly 
weapons for protection is not a conducive atmosphere to generate a productive 
society. How are we, as a civilized people, going to continually sequester 
those who are misfits and commit horrid crimes? Should we simply build 
more jails and prisons? Should we fashion different forms of punishment 
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beyond incarceration? Certainly we live in a turbulent and often-times violent 
society. Now, perhaps more than at any other time in our history, solutions 
are demanded with stunning immediacy. 


These are but a few of the pressing demands that call me to vote in 
the minority today. There are others, almost too numerous to mention. Today 
we see those inflicted with a brutal poverty, a poverty that wastes the mind, 
body and spirit. Today we see our rivers, streams and forests spoiled and 
ruined from the ravages of pollution. Today we see physical and mental 
handicaps that beg to be recognized and treated. Yes, today we see a child, 
somewhere in Alabama, right now crying. 


Admittedly it is easier to find the problems than it is to find solutions 
and I realize the risk I accept of seemingly being the prophet of despair. 
Such a role I do not seek. Yet we can ill afford the luxury of closing our 
eyes to the great unfinished task before us. It is for us, the present elected 
officials of this state, to recognize and grapple with the problems that besiege 
and at times perplex us. None of the problems I have discussed will go away 
by themselves. It is not as though we can lie down, close our eyes and wake 
up to a more perfect place free of problem and despair. 


The severity of a problem should only enhance our desire to find a 
solution. No problem, large or small, was ever satisfied by postponing or 
delaying or ignoring possible solutions. That is why I voted to follow the 
wishes of the people; why I voted to face the budget here and now. Each 
day, each hour we delay in examining how we can best spend our limited 
financial resources allows the problems to grow and only make a final 
resolution that much more difficult. 


The talented novelist, Charles Dickens, viewed one brief moment of 
human history and described it as “The best of times and the worst of 
times.” Such is as relevant for us today as it was then. It is the best of 
times because our abilities and potentials are so great. It is also the worst 
of times because we have yet to marshal our abilities and potentials. There 
are indeed many problems, but we can solve them. We can make Alabama 
a place where people live and grow and develop as fully as their minds and 
bodies allow, if we will only begin the job. It is for these reasons I enter 
on the Journal my dissent of the vote just taken.

Marine Fisheries Service of the U.S. Department of Commerce on the east 
coast of Florida where there are many turtles but where trawling conditions 
are different than in the Gulf of Mexico; tests showed that most turtles were 
deflected but the loss of shrimp was poorly studied because of low catches 
in the test area. Shrimpers who have used them in different areas of the 
Gulf have experienced the following problems: 


1. Unacceptable loss of shrimp. 
2. Fouling of the parallel bars with sea grass, weeds and other debris. 
3. Dangerous handling in rough seas. 


4, Lack of confidence in TEDS and understanding why they are needed 
in areas where there are very few sea turtles; and 


WHEREAS, many factors have affected turtles such as beach devel- 
opment, oil field development, slaughter in Mexico and others; shrimp trawls 
are scheduled to be regulated because NMFS doesn’t know how to deal with 
the other problems; and

to determine shrimp loss and better design of TEDS and more information 
is needed to delineate areas where TEDS are actually required before covering 
such areas as Mobile Bay; there are localized areas where they may be

Relating to “The Alabama Medical Liability Act of 1987” to 
state the legislative intent; to define the terms health care provider, standard 
of care, future damages, periodic payment and substantial evidence; to provide 
that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care 
the Circuit Court shall at the request of either party enter a judgment 
ordering that money damages be paid in whole or in part by periodic payments 
rather than by lump sum if the verdict equals or exceeds one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00) in future damages and if the plaintiff requested 
compensation for future damages or offered proof of future damages during 
trial and to require the trial court in its discretion to determine from the 
evidence the amount of future damages contained in the verdict and to 
require that a judgment debtor who is not adequately insured post security 
adequate to assure the full payment of such damages and to provide that 
the judgment shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the 
dollar amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, and the 
number of payments for the period of time over which payments shall be 
made and to provide that a judgment debtor exhibiting a continuing pattern 
of failure to make payments shall be found in contempt of court and shall 
be ordered to pay all damages caused by failure to make periodic payments, 
including court costs and attorneys’ fees and to provide that if the judgment 
creditor dies prior to the termination of the period of years specified in the 
judgment that the liability of the judgment debtor shall cease except that 
damages awarded for loss of future earnings shall not be terminated but 
shall be paid to persons to whom the judgment creditor owed a duty of 
support and to provide that upon the petition of any party in interest the 
Court may modify the judgment to award and apportion unpaid future 
damages in accordance with this section and to state the legislative intent 
in providing for periodic payment of judgments and to provide that nothing 
herein shall limit the authority of the trial court to order a new trial, enter 
a judgment notwithstanding the verdict or order a remittitur of damages; to 
provide in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care 
that the plaintiff shall be entitled to recover non-economic losses to com- 
pensate for pain, suffering and inconvenience, physical impairment, disfig- 
urement, loss of consortium and other non-pecuniary damages and that the 
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amount of such damages shall not exceed the sum of two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars ($250,000.00), and to provide that plaintiff shall not seek 
recovery of any greater amount for non-economic loss and to provide that 
neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the jury that it may 
not return an award of any greater amount for non-economic loss and to 
provide for the declaration of a mistrial if a jury is so advised and to provide 
for the reduction by the trial court of any verdict including an award for 
non-economic losses greater than that permitted herein; and to provide that 
in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against 
a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the defendant 
may introduce evidence of any amount payable as the benefit to the plaintiff 
as a result of the personal injury pursuant to the rehabilitation services and 
disability insurance benefit provisions of the United States Social Security 
Act, any state income disability or workers compensation act, any health 
insurance, sickness or income disability insurance, accident insurance that 
provides health benefits or income disability coverage and any contract or 
agreement of any group, organization, partnership or corporation, to provide, 
pay for or reimburse the cost of medical, hospital, dental or other health 
care services and to provide that the plaintiff may introduce evidence of any 
amount which the plaintiff has paid or contributed to secure his right to 
such actions and to provide that no source of collateral benefits introduced 
under this sub-section shall recover any amount against the plaintiff nor 
shall it be subrogated to the rights of the plaintiff against the defendant 
except as permitted under a contract in force and effect prior to the effective 
date of this Act and to provide that following the effective date of this Act 
all policies of insurance providing benefits described in this section shall be 
written and construed in accordance with this section; to provide that in 
any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against a 
health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the action 
must be brought in the county where the negligent act or omission actually 
occurred or, if the acts or omissions took place in more than one county, 
wherein the plaintiff or plaintiff’s decedent resided at the time of the negligent 
act or omission and to provide for transfer of the action to the county 
wherein the alleged act or omission actually occurred if it can be shown 
prior to the trial that the alleged act or omission did not occur in the county 
where the action is then pending and to provide that the court may transfer 
any action to any county where it might have been brought for the con- 
venience of the parties and witnesses; to provide that any action for injury 
or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 
or §6-5-410 of this Code the amount of damages awarded to the plaintiff 
shall not exceed the sum of one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) and to provide 
that neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the jury that 
it may not return an award of any greater amount and to provide for the 
declaration of a mistrial if the jury is so advised and to provide for the 
reduction by the trial court of any verdict which exceeds one million dollars 
($1,000,000.00); to provide that in any action for injury or damages or 
wrongful death whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care the plaintiff shall have the burden 
of proving by substantial evidence that the health care provider failed to 
exercise such reasonable care, skill and diligence as other health care providers 
in the same general line of practice, ordinarily have and exercise in a like 
case; to provide further that in an action against a health care provider not 
certified by the appropriate American Board as being a specialist, not trained 
or experienced in a medical specialty or not holding himself out as a specialist 
a “similar health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory 
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agency or board of this or some other state, be trained and experienced in 
the same discipline or school of practice; and has practiced in the same 
discipline or school of practice during the year preceding the date that the 
alleged breach of the standard of care occurred; to provide further that in 
actions against a health care provider certified by the appropriate American 
Board as a specialist, trained and experienced in a medical specialty or 
holding himself out as a specialist, a “similar health care provider” shall be 
licensed by the a propriate regulatory agency or board of this or some other 
state, be certified by the appropriate American Board in the same specialty, 
and have Frain in the specialty during the year preceding the date of 
the alleged breach of the standard of care; to provide that evidence may not 
be received or admitted concerning the medical liability insurance of the 
defendant or of a witness testifying as a “similar health care provider”; to 
further provide that any health care provider may testify as an expert in 
any action if he is a “similar health care provider” pursuant to this section; 
to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or 
in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of 
care the standard of proof required to test the sufficiency of the evidence 
to support any issue of fact shall be proof of substantial evidence, to abolish 
the Scintilla Rule of evidence in such cases, to provide that in ruling on 
pleadings and motions testing the sufficiency of the evidence the standard 
of proof shall be proof by substantial evidence; to establish a cause of action 
for malicious prosecution and to set forth the elements thereof; to provide 
that all complaints filed against a health care provider shall include a detailed 
specification and factual description of each act and omission alleged by 
plaintiff to render the health care provider liable to plaintiff and plaintiff 
shall be prohibited from conducting discovery with regard to any other act 
or omission or from introducing at trial evidence of any other action or 
omission; to provide that this Act shall apply to all actions against health 
care providers based on acts or omissions accruing after its effective date 
and as to such causes of action shall supersede any inconsistent provisions 
of law; and to provide for severability, repeal of conflicting laws and the 
effective date of the Act. 


Senator Manley offered the following substitute for the Bill, H. B. 432, 
to-wit:

Relating to “The Alabama Medica] Liability Act of 1987”to state the 
legislative intent; to define the terms health care provider, standard of care, 
future damages, periodic payment and substantial evidence; to provide that 
in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against 
a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the finder 
of fact shall itemize the damages as past damages, future damages, and 
punitive damages, and the Circuit Court may at the request of either party 
enter a judgment ordering that money damages be paid in whole or in part 
by periodic payments rather than by lump sum if the verdict includes an 
award of future damages and to require either that a judgment debtor post 
security, provide evidence of insurance, or purchase an annuity adequate to 
assure the full payment of such damages and to provide that the judgment 
shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the dollar amounts 
of the payments, the interval between payments, and the number of payments 
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for the period of time over which payments shall be made not to exceed 
fifteen (15) years and to provide that a judgment debtor exhibiting a con- 
tinuing pattern of failure to make payments shall be found in contempt of 
court and shall be ordered to pay all damages caused by failure to make 
periodic payments, including court costs and attorneys’ fees and to provide 
for interest on payments more than twenty (20) days late and attorney’s 
fees incurred in collecting said payments and to provide that if the judgment 
creditor dies prior to the termination of the period of years specified in the 
judgment that the liability of the judgment debtor shall cease except that 
damages awarded for loss of future earnings as determined by the Court 
shall not be terminated but shall be paid to persons to whom the judgment 
creditor owed a duty of support and to provide that in the event a surviving 
spouse dies or remarries the liability of the judgment debtor shall cease 
except that payments due to said spouse shall be paid to surviving children 
under the age of twenty-two (22) to whom the judgment creditor owed a 
duty of support and to provide that upon the petition of any party in interest 
the Court may modify the judgment to award and apportion unpaid future 
damages in accordance with this section and to state the legislative intent 
in providing for periodic payment of judgments and to provide that nothing 
herein shall limit the authority of the trial court to order a new trial, enter 
a judgment notwithstanding the verdict or order a remittitur of damages; to 
provide in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care 
that the plaintiff shall be entitled to recover non-economic losses to com- 
pensate for pain, suffering and inconvenience, physical impairment, disfig- 
urement, loss of consortium and other non-pecuniary damages and that the 
amount of such damages, including punitive damages, shall not exceed the 
sum of four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000.00), and to provide that 
laintiff shall not seek recovery of any greater amount for non-economic 
oss and to provide that neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer 
to the jury that it may not return an award of any greater amount for non- 
economic loss and to provide for the declaration of a mistrial if a jury is 
so advised and to provide for the reduction by the trial court of any verdict 
including an award for non-economic losses greater than that permitted 
herein; and to provide that in any action for injury or death whether in 
contract or in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the 
standard of care where medical or hospital expenses are claimed evidence 
that the plaintiff’s medical or hospital expenses have been paid or will be 
reimbursed is admissible as competent evidence, and to provide that upon 
admission of evidence respecting reimbursement of said expenses, the plaintiff 
may introduce evidence of the cost of obtaining reimbursement or payment 
of such expenses and to provide for pre-trial discovery respecting such benefits; 
to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or 
in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of 
care the action must be brought in the county where the negligent act or 
omission actually occurred or, if the acts or omissions took place in more 
than one county, wherein the plaintiff or plaintiff’s decedent resided at the 
time of the negligent act or omission and to provide for transfer of the 
action to the county wherein the alleged act or omission actually occurred 
if it can be shown prior to the trial that the alleged act or omission did 
not occur in the county where the action is then pending and to provide 
that the court may transfer any action to any county where it might have 
been brought for the convenience of the parties and witnesses; to provide 
that any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against 
a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care commenced 
pursuant to §6-5-391 or §6-5-410 Code of Alabama, 1975, the amount of 
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damages awarded to the plaintiff shall not exceed the sum of one million 
dollars ($1,000,000.00) and to provide that neither the court nor any party 
shall advise or infer to the jury that it may not return an award of any 
greater amount and to provide for the declaration of a mistrial if the jury 
is so advised and to provide for the reduction by the trial court of any 
verdict which exceeds one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) and to provide for 
adjustment of the one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) every twelve (12) months 
to reflect any increase or decrease in the consumer price index; to provide 
that in any action for injury or damages or wrongful death whether in 
contract or in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the 
standard of care the plaintiff shall have the burden of proving by substantial 
evidence that the health care provider failed to exercise such reasonable 
care, skill and diligence as other similarly situated health care providers in 
the same general line of practice, ordinarily have and exercise in a like case; 
to provide further that in an action against a health care provider not 
certified by the appropriate American Board as being a specialist, not trained 
or experienced in a medical specialty or not holding himself out as a specialist 
a “similarly situated health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate 
regulatory agency or board of this or some other state, be trained and 
experienced in the same discipline or school of practice; and has practiced 
in the same discipline or school of practice during the year preceding the 
date that the alleged breach of the standard of care occurred; to provide 
further that in actions against a health care provider certified by the ap- 
propriate American Board as a specialist, trained and experienced in a medical 
specialty or holding himself out as a specialist, a “similarly situated health 
care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency or board 
of this or some other state, be cartified by the appropriate American Board 
in the same specialty, and have practiced in the specialty during the year 
preceding the date of the alleged breach of the standard of care; to provide 
that evidence may not be received or admitted concerning the medical liability 
insurance of the defendant or of a witness testifying as a “similarly situated 
health care provider”; to further provide that any health care provider may 
testify as an expert in any action if he is a “similarly situated health care 
provider” pursuant to this section; to provide that in any action for injury 
or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care the standard of proof required to 
test the sufficiency of the evidence to support any issue of fact shall be 
proof of substantial evidence, to abolish the Scintilla Rule of evidence in 
such cases, to provide that in ruling on pleadings and motions testing the 
sufficiency of the evidence the standard of proof shall be proof by substantial 
evidence; to establish a cause of action for malicious prosecution and to set 
forth the elements thereof; to provide that all complaints filed against a 
health care provider shall include a detailed specification and factual de- 
scription of each act and omission alleged by plaintiff to render the health 
care provider liable to plaintiff and plaintiff shall be prohibited from con- 
ducting discovery with regard to any other act or omission or from introducing 
at trial evidence of any other action or omission; to provide that this Act 
shall apply to all actions against health care providers based on acts or 
omissions accruing after its effective date and as to such causes of action 
shall supersede any inconsistent provisions of law; and to provide for sev- 
erability, repeal of conflicting laws and the effective date of the Act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Statement of Legislative Intent. It is hereby declared by the 
Legislature of the State of Alabama that a crisis threatens the delivery of 
medical services to the people of Alabama and the health and safety of the 
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citizens of this state are in jeopardy. In accordance with the previous 
declaration of the Legislature contained in Act 513 of the regular session of 
the 1975 Alabama Legislature it is the declared intent of this Legislature to 
insure that quality medical services continue to be available at reasonable 
costs to the citizens of the State of Alabama. This Legislature finds and 
declares that the increasing threat of legal actions for alleged medical injury 
causes and contributes to an increase in health care costs and places a heavy 
burden upon those who can least afford such increases, and that the threat 
of such actions contributes to expensive medical procedures to be performed 
by physicians and other health care providers which otherwise would not 
be considered necessary, and that the spiraling costs and decreasing avail- 
ability of essential medical services caused by the threat of such litigation 
constitutes a danger to the health and safety of the citizens of this state, 
and that this Act should be given effect immediately to help control the 
spiraling cost of health care and to insure its continued availability. Addi- 
tionally, the Legislature finds that the increasing threat of legal actions for 
alleged medical injury has resulted in a limitation on the number of physicians 
providing specialized health care in this state. Because of the limited number 
of insurers offering professional liability coverage and because of the prejudice 
to the rights of the defendant health care provider through the interjection 
of evidence of insurance, the Legislature finds that the interest of all citizens 
will best be served by prohibiting the introduction of evidence that a witness 
testifying at trial is insured by the same insurer as the defendant health 
care provider. 


Section 2. This Article may be cited and known as “The Alabama 
Medical Liability Act of 1987” and is intended to supplement “The Alabama 
Medical Liability Act”, Act No. 513 of the 1975 Regular Session of the 
Alabama Legislature. The provisions of this Act shall be construed so as to 
be consistent with Act No. 513 of the 1975 Regular Session of the Alabama 
Legislature and the legislative intent stated herein. 


Section 3. Definitions. For the purposes of this Act the following terms 
shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 


1. Health Care Provider. A medical practitioner, dental practitioner, 
medical institution, physician, dentist, hospital, or other health care provider 
as those terms are defined in §6-5-481. 


2. Standard of Care. The standard of care is that level of such reasonable 
care, skill and diligence as other similarly situated health care providers in 
the same general line of practice, ordinarily have and exercise in like cases. 
A breach of the standard of care is the failure by a health care provider to 
comply with the standard of care, which failure proximately causes personal 
injury or wrongful death. This definition applies to all actions for injuries 
or damages or wrongful death whether in contract or tort and whether based 
on intentional or unintentional conduct. 


3. Future Damages. Damages for future medical treatment, care or 
custody, loss of future earnings, future loss of earning capacity, future loss 
of bodily function, future loss of consortium or future pain and suffering. 


4, Periodic Payment. The payment of money or delivery of other property 
to the judgment creditor at regular intervals. 


5. Substantial Evidence. Substantial evidence is that character of ad- 
missible evidence which would convince an unprejudiced thinking mind of 
the truth of the fact to which the evidence is directed. 
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Section 4.A. In any action for injury or damages whether in contract 
or in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard 
of care the damages assessed by the fact finder shall be itemized as follows: 


1. Past damages 
2. Future Damages 
3. Punitive Damages 


The fact finder shall not reduce any future damages to present value. 
If the trial court determines that any one or more of the above categories 
is not recoverable in the action, that category or categories shall be omitted 
from the itemization. 


B. Where the damages assessed against a defendant by the fact finder 
include an award of future damages, the trial Court may, at the request of 
either party, enter judgment as follows: 


(1) Judgment shall be entered against the defendant for all past damages 
and punitive damages assessed against the defendant by the fact finder. 


(2) Judgment may be entered against the defendant for all future damages 
assessed against the defendant which said damages shall be paid by periodic 
payments rather than a lump sum over a period not to exceed fifteen (15) 
years. 


C. As a condition to authorizing periodic payments for future damages 
the Court shall require either prope: assurance that the defendant has posted 
security sufficient to assure full payment of such damages, or provide evidence 
the defendant has insurance sufficient to pay the periodic payments as the 
same become due and that the insurance company which is obligated to pay 
the judgment holds a certificate of authority in this State, or require purchase 
of an annuity of sufficient value to pay the future damages as structured 
including the present value of any future damages in the event of modification 
pursuant to subsection F(3) of section 4 of this Act. Nothing contained 
herein shall be construed as limiting the authority of the trial court to order 
a new trial, enter a judgment notwithstanding the verdict or order a remittitur 
of damages. The provisions of this section shall also apply to any judgment 
entered following remittitur. 


D. The future damages shall not be reduced to present value by the 
fact finder, and no interest is to be charged on said damages. No evidence 
or instruction shall be received by the trier of fact concerning the present 
value of such future damages except pursuant to this subsection. If the Court 
does not structure all or part of said damages, the amount awarded for future 
damages not so structured shall be reduced to present value by the Court 
before entry of judgment. In determining whether future damages should be 
structured, the Court may consider the plaintiff’s present needs, including 
litigation expenses and attorney’s fees. Any attorney’s fees considered by the 
Court should be based on the present value of the award as determined by 
the Court and the negotiated contract with plaintiff’s attorney. The Court 
nee employ a rebuttable presumption that future damages should be struc- 
tured. 


E. The judgment ordering payment of future damages by periodic pay- 
ments shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the dollar 
amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, and the number 
of payments and the period of time over which payments shall be made. 
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F. Where a judgment is structured pursuant to this Section, the following 
shall apply: 


(1) If the judgment creditor dies before the termination of the period 
of years during which such payments are to be made, the liability of the 
judgment debtor and every entity or person who has assumed his obligations 
to pay the judgment creditor shall cease and the estate of the judgment 
creditor shall have no claim for such payments, except that damages awarded 
for loss of future earnings as determined by the Court shall not be reduced 
or payments terminated by reason of the death of the judgment creditor but 
shall be paid to a spouse and/or children to whom the judgment creditor 
owed a duty of support, as provided by law, immediately before his death. 


(2) Such duty of support shall be deemed to cease upon the death or 
remarriage of a spouse or the death or attainment of age twenty-two (22) 
years by a child, provided, however, that upon the death of a spouse leaving 
children to whom the judgment creditor owed a duty of wept as set out 
above, payments due the spouse shall be paid to the children until they 
attain the age of twenty-two (22) years. The death of a child under twenty- 
two (22) years of age terminates all payments to him. 


(3) In the event the Court finds that the judgment debtor has exhibited 
a continuing pattern of failure to make payments as specified in this section, 
the Court shall find the judgment Genta in contempt of Court and, in 
addition to the required periodic payments, shall order the judgment debtor 
to pay the judgment creditor all damages caused by the failure to make such 
periodic payments, including Court costs and reasonable attorney’s fees. In 
addition, where an intallment payment is more than twenty (20) days late, 
there shall be added to the amount due for that installment interest from 
the date payment was due at the rate of twenty percent (20%) per annum 
compounded daily, and attorney’s fee if necessary to collect the amount due. 


G. The Court which rendered the original judgment may, upon petition 
of any party in interest, modify the judgment to award and apportion the 
unpaid future damages in accordance with subsection F of this Section. 
Following the occurrence or expiration of all obligations specified in the 
periodic payment judgment, any obligation of the judgment debtor to make 
oe payments shall cease and any security given shall revert to the judgment 

ebtor. 


H. In the event periodic payments are ordered under this Section, the 
Court shall order the judgment marked satisfied when the judgment debtor 
satisfies the court that he is adequately insured or posts security sufficient 
to assure full payment of such damages or purchases an annuity of sufficient 
value as set out in subsection C of Section 4 of this Act. 


I. It is the intent of the Legislature in enacting this section to authorize 
the entry of judgments in malpractice actions against health care providers 
which provide for the payment of future damages through periodic payments 
rather than lump sum payments. By authorizing periodic payment of judg- 
ments it is the further intent of the Legislature that the Courts will utilize 
such judgments to provide compensation sufficient to meet the needs of an 
injured plaintiff and those persons who are dependent upon the plaintiff for 
whatever period not to exceed fifteen (15) years is deemed necessary by the 
Court while eliminating the potential windfall from a lump sum recovery 
which was intended to Lecide for the care of an injured plaintiff over an 
extended period who then dies shortly after the judgment is paid, leaving 
the balance of the judgment award to persons and purposes for which it is 
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not intended. It is also the intent of the Legislature that all elements of the 
periodic payment program be specified with certainty in the judgment ordering 
such payments. 


Section 5.A. In any action for injury whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care, 
the injured plaintiff and spouse upon proper proof may be entitled to recover 
non-economic losses to compensate for pain, suffering, inconvenience, physical 
impairment, disfigurement, loss of consortium and other non-pecuniary dam- 
age. 


B. In no action shall the amount of recovery for non-economic losses, 
including punitive damages, either to the injured plaintiff, the plaintiff’s 
spouse or other lawful dependents or any of them together exceed the sum 
of four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000.00). Plaintiff shall not seek 
recovery in any amount greater than the amounts described herein for non- 
economic losses. During the trial of any action neither the court nor any 
party shall advise or infer to the jury that it may not return an award for 
non-economic losses in excess of an amount specified herein; in the event 
the jury is so advised or such inference is made, the trial court, upon motion 
of an opposing party, shall immediately declare a mistrial. Any verdict 
returned which includes an award for non-economic losses in an amount 
greater than that permitted herein shall be reduced by the trial court to an 
amount which will include an award of non-economic losses no greater than 
that permitted herein or to such lesser sums as the trial court deems 
apenrete in accordance with prevailing standards for reducing excessive 
verdicts. 


Section 6.A. In all actions where damages for any medical or hospital 
expenses are claimed and are legally recoverable for personal injury or death, 
evidence that the plaintiff’s medical or hospital expenses have been or will 
be paid or reimbursed shall be admissible as competent evidence. In such 
actions upon admission of evidence respecting reimbursement or payment 
of medical or hospital expenses, the plaintiff shall be entitled to introduce 
evidence of the cost of obtaining reimbursement or payment of medical or 
hospital expenses. 


B. In such civil actions, information respecting such reimbursement or 
payment obtained or such reimbursement or payment which may be obtained 
by the plaintiff for medical or hospital expenses shall be subject to discovery. 


C. Upon proof by the plaintiff to the Court that the plaintiff is obligated 
to repay the medical or hospital expenses which have been or will be paid 
oe evidence relating to such reimbursement or payment shall be 
admissible. 


Section 7. In any action for injury or damages or wrongful death whether 
in contract or in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of 
the standard of care, the action must be brought in the county wherein the 
act or omission constituting the alleged breach of the standard of care by 
the defendant actually occurred. If plaintiff alleges that plaintiff’s injuries 
or plaintiff's decedent’s death resulted from acts or omissions which took 
place in more than one county within the State of Alabama, the action must 
be brought in the county wherein the plaintiff resided at the time of the 
act or omission, if the action is one for personal injuries, or wherein the 
plaintiff’s decedent resided at the time of the act or omission if the action 
is one for wrongful death. If at any time prior to the commencement of the 
trial of the action it is shown that the plaintiff’s injuries or plaintiff’s 
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decedent’s death did not result from acts or omissions which took place in 
more than one county, on motion of any defendant the Court shall transfer 
the action to such county wherein the alleged acts or omissions actually 
occurred. For the convenience of parties and witnesses, in the interest of 
justice, a court may transfer any action to any other county where it might 
have been brought hereunder and/or may order a separate trial as to any 
claim or party. 


Section 8. In any action commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 or §6-5-410 
Code of Alabama, 1975, against a health care provider whether in contract 
or in tort based on a breach of the standard of care the amount of any 
judgment entered in favor of the plaintiff shall not exceed the sum of one 
million dollars ($1,000,000.00). Any verdict returned in any such action which 
exceeds one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) shall be reduced to one million 
dollars ($1,000,000.00) by the trial court or such lesser sum as the trial court 
deems appropriate in accordance with prevailing standards for reducing 
excessive verdicts. During the trial of any action brought pursuant to §6-5- 
391 or §6-5-410 neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the 
jury that it may not return a verdict in excess of one million dollars 
($1,000,000.00); in the event the jury is so advised or such inference is made 
the court, upon motion of an opposing party, shall immediately declare a 
mistrial. The maximum amount payable under this section, one million 
dollars, ($1,000,000.00), shall be adjusted on April 15th. of each year to 
reflect any increase or decrease during the preceding calendar year in the 
Consumer Price Index of the U.S. Department of Commerce. Said adjustment 
shall equal the percentage change in the consumer price index during the 
preceding calendar year. 


Section 9.A. In any action for injury or damages or wrongful death, 
whether in contract or in tort, against a health care provider for breach of 
the standard of care the plaintiff shall have the burden of proving by 
substantial evidence that the health care provider failed to exercise such 
reasonable care, skill and diligence as other similarly situated health care 
providers in the same general line of practice, ordinarily have and exercise 
in a like case. 


B. If the health care provider whose breach of the standard of care is 
claimed to have created the cause of action is not certified by an appropriate 
American Board as being a specialist, is not trained and experienced in a 
medical specialty, or does not hold himself out as a specialist, a “similarly 
situated health care provider” is one who: 


1. Is licensed by the appropriate regulatory board or agency of this or 
some other state; and 


Fi 2. Is trained and experienced in the same discipline or schoo! of practice; 
an 


3. Has practiced in the same discipline or school of practice during the 
year Brvceaine the date that the alleged breach of the standard of care 
occurred. 


C. If the health care provider whose breach of the standard of care is 
claimed to have created the cause of action is certified by an appropriate 
American Board as a specialist, is trained and experienced in a medical 
specialty, or holds himself out as a specialist, a “similarly situated health 
care provider” is one who: 


1. Is licensed by the appropriate regulatory board or agency of this or 
some other state; and 
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2. Is trained and experienced in the same specialty; and 


4 3. Is certified by an appropriate American Board in the same specialty; 
an 


4, Has practiced in this specialty during the year preceding the date 
that the alleged breach of the standard of care occurred. 


D. No evidence shall be admitted or received, whether of a substantive 
nature or for impeachment purposes, concerning the medical liability insur- 
ance, or medical liability insurance carrier, or any interest in an insurer that 
insures medical or other professional liability, of any witness presenting 
testimony as a “similarly situated health care provider” under the provisions 
of this section or of any defendant. 


E. The purpose of this section is to. establish a relative standard of care 
for health care providers. A health care provider may testify as an expert 
witness in any action for injury or damages against another health care 
provider based on a breach of the standard of care only if he is a “similarly 
situated health care provider” as defined above. 


Section 10. In any action for injury or damages or wrongful death, 
whether in contract or in tort, against a health care provider based on a 
breach of the standard of care the minimum standard of proof required to 
test the sufficiency of the evidence to support any issue of fact shall be 
proof by substantial evidence. In all such actions, whether arising in tort or 
in contract, the Scintilla Rule of evidence is abolished. In all pleadings or 
motions filed in such actions testing the sufficiency of the evidence to support 
an issue of fact, including but not limited to motions for summary judgment, 
motions for directed verdict, motions for judgment notwithstanding the 
verdict, and any other such motions or pleadings respecting the sufficiency 
of ay evidence, the standard of proof required shall be proof by substantial 
evidence. 


Section 11. There is hereby created a cause of action for damages for 
malicious prosecution on the grounds that the party instituting a civil action 
for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care 
provider based on a breach of the standard of care knew or should have 
known that the same was without adequate legal basis, or false, or unfounded, 
or without probable cause in the filing of such action, or that the same was 
filed as a part of a conspiracy to misuse judicial process by filing such a 
civil action known to be without legal basis, false or unfounded. In any 
action for malicious prosecution under this section, the injured party may 
recover actual damages including litigation costs paid by or on behalf of the 
injured party or in the alternative liquidated damages of five hundred dollars 
($500.00) plus a reasonable attorney’s fee and all other costs of litigation. 
In an action for malicious prosecution under this section, actual malice need 
not be an element of the claim nor do special damages need to be proved. 
The elimination of these requirements in permitting the recovery of actual 
damages or liquidated damages, a reasonable attorney’s fee and other costs 
of litigation is intended to be in derogation of the common law. The cause 
of action established by this section is not a compulsory counterclaim in 
the original civil action upon which it is based for the purposes of Rule 13, 
Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. 


Section 12. In any action for injury, damages or wrongful death, whether 
in contract or in tort, against a health care provider for breach of the 
standard of care the plaintiff shall include in the complaint filed in the 
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action a detailed specification and factual description of each act and omission 
alleged by the plaintiff to render the health care provider liable to plaintiff. 
The plaintiff shall amend his complaint timely upon ascertainment of new 
or different acts or omissions upon which his claim is based; provided, 
however, that any such amendment must be made at least ninety (90) days 
before trial. Plaintiff shall be prohibited from conducting discovery with 
regard to any other act or omission or from introducing at trial evidence of 
any other act or omission. Any complaint which fails to include such detailed 
specification and factual description of each act and omission shall be subject 
to dismissal for failure to state a claim upon which relief can be granted. 


Section 13. ‘This Act applies to all actions against health care providers 
based on acts or omissions accruing after its effective date and as to such 
causes of action, shall supersede any inconsistent provision of law. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable, and if any part 
thereof be declared unconstitutional or void by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect those parts remaining. 


Section 15. AH laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 16. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governer, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

within this act must be proved by clear and convincing evidence; to provide 
that this act does not create a cause of action for or right to recover punitive 
damages; to provide for definitions of certain terms used in this act; to 
provide that the amount of such punitive damages shall not exceed $250,000.00,

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) Punitive damages may not be awarded in any civil action, 
except civil actions for wrongful death pursuant to Sections 6-5-391 and 6- 
5-410, Code of Alabama 1975, other than in a tort action where it is proven 
by clear and convincing evidence that the defendant consciously or delib- 
erately engaged in oppression, fraud, wantonness, or malice with regard to 
the plaintiff. Nothing contained in this act is to be construed as creating 
any claim for punitive damages which is not now present under the law of 
the State of Alabama. 


(b) As used in this act, the following definitions shall apply: 


(1) “Fraud” shall mean an intentional misrepresentation, deceit, or con- 
cealment of a material fact the concealing party had a duty to disclose, 
which was gross, oppressive or malicious and committed with the intention 
on the part of the defendant of thereby depriving a person or entity of 
property or legal rights or otherwise causing injury. 
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(2) “Malice” is defined as the intentional doing of a wrongful act without 
just cause or excuse, either: 


a. With an intent to injure the person or property of another person 
or entity, or 


b. Under such circumstances that the law will imply an evil intent. 


(3) ‘“Wantonness” shall mean conduct which is carried on with a reckless 
or conscious disregard of the rights or safety of others. 


(4) “Clear and convincing evidence” shall mean evidence that, when 
weighed against evidence in opposition, will produce in the mind of the trier 
of fact a firm conviction as to each essential element of the claim a high 
probability as to the correctness of the conclusion. Proof by clear and 
convincing evidence requires a level of proof greater than a preponderance 
of the evidence or the substantial weight of the evidence, but less than 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 


(5) “Oppression” shall mean subjecting a person to cruel and unjust 
hardship in conscious disregard of that person’s rights. 


Section 2. An award of punitive damages shall not exceed $250,000.00, 
unless it is based upon one or more of the following: 


(i) A pattern or practice of intentional wrongful conduct, even though 
the damage or injury was inflicted only on the plaintiff; or, 


(ii) Conduct involving actual malice other than fraud or bad faith not 
a part of a pattern or practice; or, 


(iii) Libel, slander or defamation. 


Section 3. Argument or mention, in the presence of the jury, of the 
classifications or limitations established in Section 2 above is not permissible 
and shall be ground for a mistrial. 


Section 4. No presumption of correctness shall apply as to the amount 
of punitive damages awarded by the trier of the fact. In all cases wherein 
a verdict for punitive damages is awarded, the trial court shall, either on 
its own motion or upon the motion of any party, conduct hearings or receive 
additional evidence concerning the amount of punitive damages. Any relevant 
evidence, including but not limited to the economic impact of the verdict 
on the defendant or the plaintiff, the amount of compensatory damages

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. This Act may be cited as the Alabama Litigation Ac- 
countability Act. 


The following words and phrases as used in this Act, 
have the meaning ascribed to them in this section, unless the context clearly 
requires otherwise: 


(1) WITHOUT SUBSTANTIAL JUSTIFICATION. The phrase “with- 
out substantial justification”, when used with reference to any action, claim, 
defense or appeal, including without limitation any motion, means that such 
action, claim, defense or appeal (including any motion) is frivolous, groundless 
in fact or in law, or vexatious, or interposed for any improper purpose, 
including without limitation, to cause unnecessary delay or needless increase 
in the cost of litigation, as determined by the Court. 


(2) PERSON. Any individual, corporation, company, association, firm, 
partnership, society, joint stock company, or any other entity, including any 
governmental entity or unincorporated association of persons. 


(8) ACTION. Any suit, counterclaim, crossclaim or third party claim 
filed at law or in equity, including any claim therein asserted by one or 
more parties or against one or more parties in a multi-party action or suit, 
or an appeal thereof. 


(4) DEFENSE. Any affirmative defense under Rule 8(C), Alabama Rules 
of Civil Procedure, filed in any action at law or in equity. 


SECTION 3. (A) Except as otherwise provided in this Act, in any civil 
action commenced or appealed in any court of record in this state, the court 
shall award, as part of its judgment and in addition to any other costs 
otherwise assessed, reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs against any attorney 
or party, or both, who has brought a civil action, or asserted a claim therein, 
or interposed a defense, that a court determines to be without substantial 
justification, either in whole or part; 
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(B) When a court determines reasonable attorneys’ fees or costs should 
be assessed it shall assess the payment thereof against the offending attorneys 
or parties, or both, and in its discretion may allocate among them, as it 
determines most just, and may assess the full amount or any portion thereof 
to any offending attorney or party; 


(C) The court shall assess attorneys’ fees and costs against any party 
or attorney if the court, upon the motion of any party or on its own motion, 
finds that an attorney or party brought an action or any part thereof, or 
asserted any claim or defense therein, that is without substantial justification, 
or that the action or any part thereof, or any claim or defense therein, was 
interposed for delay or harassment, or if its finds that an attorney or party 
unnecessarily expanded the proceedings by other improper conduct including 
but not limited to abuses of discovery procedures available under the Alabama 
rules of civil procedure; 


(D) No attorneys’ fees or costs shall be assessed if a voluntary dismissal 
is filed as to any action, claim or defense within 90 days after filing, or 
during any reasonable extension granted by the court, for good cause shown, 
on motion filed prior to the expiration of said 90 day period; 


(E) No party, except an attorney licensed to practice law in this state, 
who is appearing without an attorney shall be assessed attorneys’ fees unless 
the court finds that the party clearly knew or reasonably should have known 
that his action, claim or defense or any part thereof was without substantial 
justification. 


SECTION 4. In determining the amount of an award of costs or 
attorneys’ fees, the court shall exercise its sound discretion. When granting 
an award of costs and attorneys’ fees, the court shall specifically set forth 
the reasons for such award and shal! consider the following factors, among 
others, in determining whether to assess attorneys’ fees and costs and the 
amount to be assessed: (a) the extent to which any effort was made to 
determine the validity of any action, claim or defense before it was asserted; 
(b) the extent of any effort made after the commencement of an action to 
reduce the number of claims being asserted or to dismiss claims that have 
been found not to be valid; (c) the availability of facts to assist in determining 
the validity of an action, claim or defense; (d) the relative financial position 
of the parties involved; (e) whether or not the action was prosecuted or 
defended, in whole or in part, in bad faith or for improper purpose; (f) 
whether or not issues of fact, determinative of the validity of a parties’ claim 
or defense, were reasonably in conflict; (g) the extent to which the party 
prevailed with respect to the amount of and number of claims or defenses 
in controversy; (h) the extent to which any action, claim or defense was 
asserted by an attorney or party in a good faith attempt to establish a new 
theory of law in the state, which purpose was made known to the court at 
the time of filing; (i) the amount or conditions of any offer of judgment or 
settlement in relation to the amount or conditions of the ultimate relief 
granted by the court; (j) the extent to which a reasonable effort was made 
to determine prior to the time of filing of an action or claim that all parties 
sued or joined were proper parties owing a legally defined duty to any party 
or parties asserting the claim or action; (k) the extent of any effort made 
after the commencment of an action to reduce the number of parties in the 
action; and (1) the period of time available to the attorney for the party 
asserting any defense before such defense was interposed. 


SECTION 5. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent an 
attorney and his client from negotiating in private the actual fee which the 
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client is to pay his attorney. Nothing in this Act is intended to limit the 
authority of the court to approve written stipulations filed with the court 
or oral stipulations in open court agreeing to no award of attorneys’ fees or 
costs or an award of attorneys’ fees or costs in a manner different than that 
provided in this Act. 


SECTION 6. If any section, clause, provision or portion of this Act 
shall be held invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent juris- 
diction, such holding shall not affect any other section, clause or provision 
of this Act which is not in and of itself invalid or unconstitutional.

“(a) (1) Any member who withdraws from service upon or after attain- 
ment of age 60 may retire upon written application to the board of control 
setting forth at what time, not less than 30 days nor more than 90 days 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired;

1, 1963, shall have completed 10 or more years of creditable service. 


(2) Any member who has attained age 60 and has previously withdrawn 
from service may retire upon written application to the board of control 
setting forth at what time, not less than 30 days nor more than 90 days 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired;

“(3) Any teacher in service who has attained age 70 shall be retired or 
shall withdraw from service forthwith; provided, that with the approval of 
his employer he may remain in service until the end of the then current 
school year which shall be no later than June 30 following the date on which 
he attains age 70; provided further that any teacher may be continued in 
service from year to year on his application, approved by his employer, if 
evidence of physical and mental fitness is furnished. 


(4) Any person who is presently covered or is eligible to be covered 
under the employees’ retirement system of Alabama or the teachers’ retirement 
system of Alabama and who, prior to such coverage or eligibility for coverage, 
served as head of any Alabama county’s public library service department 
shall have credited to him or her one year of creditable service for each year 
served as such head, not to exceed 12 years; provided, that such person shall 
pay into the retirement system the employee’s part of the cost or contribution 
based on the salary paid to such person during the time of his or her service 
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in the above capacity, with such cost or contribution to be calculated at the 
percent or rate in effect on October 1, 1973. 


“(5) Any member of the teachers’ retirement system of Alabama, who 
withdraws from service after the completion of at least 30 years of creditable 
service, may retire upon written application to the board of control of the 
teachers’ retirement system setting forth at what time, not less than 30 days 
nor more than 90 days subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, he 
desires to be retired; provided, that any such member who became a member 
on or after October 1, 1963 shall have completed 10 or more years of creditable 
service. 


“(6) Notwithstanding the provisions of this section to the contrary, any 
member who withdraws from service upon or after attainment of twenty- 
five years of creditable service, may retire upon written application to che 
board of control of the teachers’ retirement system setting forth at what 
time not less than 30 nor more than 90 days subsequent to the execution 
and filing thereof, he desires to be retired provided that any member electin 
retirement pursuant to this subsection shall at his option receive either a 
reduction in benefits equal to five-ninths of one percent for each month that 
his date of retirement precedes his sixtieth bi rthda or for each month less

than thirty years of creditable service attained by such retiring member 
whichever is ae or in lieu of receiving a reduced banafit such member ma 
choose a deferred benefit without reduction provided such member shall not

Section 2. Section 36-27-16(a) of the Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“(a)(1) Retirement, etc., of employees generally; eligibility for service 
retirement benefits. 


“a. Any member who withdraws from service upon or after attainment 
of age 60 may retire upon written application to the board of control setting 
forth at what time, not less than 30 days nor more than 90 days subsequent 
to the execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired; provided, that 
any such member who became a member on or after October 1, 1963, shall 
have completed 10 or more years of creditable service; provided further, that 
a member employed as a state policeman shall be eligible to file application 
of service retirement upon attaining age 52. 


“b. Any member who has attained age 60, or age 52 in the case of a 
state policeman, and has previously withdrawn from service may retire upon 
written application to the board of control setting forth at what time, not 
less than 30 days nor more than 90 days subsequent to the execution and 
filing thereof, he desires to be retired; provided, said member shall have at 
the time of his withdrawal from service completed the age and service 
requirements established by the board of control for eligibility for deferred 
benefits; provided, that such minimum number of years of creditable service 
shall not be less than 10 years nor more than 25 years. 


“c. Any employee who attains age 70 shall be retired or shall withdraw 
from service forthwith; except, that any employee may be continued in the 
state service from year to year on his application, approved by the personnel 
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board, if evidence of physical and mental fitness is furnished; provided further, 
that any official appointed for a term of years may remain in service until 
the end of the term of office for which he was appointed. Any officer or 
employee of the legislature who has attained age 70 shall not be compelled 
to retire at age 70, but may continue in service until his retirement is ordered 
by the house of which he is an officer or employee and that house shall be 
the sole judge of his qualifications to continue in such service. Nothing in 
this chapter shall require the dismissal of any person 70 years old or over 
who fails to join the retirement system within the time specified in this 
article if such person was in the employ of the state on June 1, 1945. 


“d. Notwithstanding the provisions of this section to the contrary, any 
law-enforcement employee in the department of conservation who has at- 
tained age 65 shall be retired forthwith. 


“e. Notwithstanding the provisions of this section to the contrary, any 
state policeman who has attained age 60 shall be retired forthwith; provided, 
that any state policeman who attains age 60 may be continued in the state 
service from year to year on application of said employee, approved by the 
personnel board, if evidence of physical or mental fitness to carry out his 
duties is furnished. 


“f. Notwithstanding the provisions of this section to the contrary an 
member who withdraws from service upon or after attainment of 25 years 
of creditable service, may retire upon written application to the Board of 
control setting forth at a hat time not less than 30 nor more than 90 days 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, he desires to be meted 
rovkied that any member electing to retire pursuant to such provisions 
Shall at his option receive either a reduction in benefits equal to feeinthe 
of one percent for each month that his date of retirement precedes his 
sixtieth birthda or for each month less than thirty years of creditable service 
attained b aa retiring member, which ever is tone or in lieu of receivin

SUBSTITUTE FOR S. B. 112 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 

AN ACT 
To create and provide for the incorporation, organization and operation 
of the Alabama water pollution contro! authority; to prescribe the powers 
and functions of the said authority as a public corporation; to authorize the 
authority to make loans to public bodies and to issue its bonds; to establish 
the revolving loan fund to be operated by the Alabama department of 
environmental management; and to provide for state assistance to and 
cooperation with public bodies in financing wastewater treatment facilities. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following words and phrases, whenever used in this act, 
shall have the following respective meanings unless the context clearly in- 
dicates otherwise: 


(1) AUTHORITY. The corporation organized pursuant to the provisions 
of this act as a public corporation, agency and instrumentality of the state 
and known as the ‘Alabama water pollution control authority.” 


(2) AUTHORIZING RESOLUTION. A resolution or order adopted by 
the board of directors of the authority authorizing the issuance of bonds by 
the authority pursuant to this act or by a public body. 


(3) BOARD OF DIRECTORS. The board of directors of the Alabama 
water pollution control authority. 


(4) BONDS. The “water pollution control bonds,” notes or obligations 
or other evidence of indebtedness issued by the authority under the provisions 
of this act. 


(5) BOND PROCEEDS. The direct proceeds of sale of bonds or notes, 
and the income derived from the investment of such proceeds. 


(6) DEPARTMENT. The department of environmental management or 
any successor. 


(7) FEDERAL CLEAN WATER ACT. The act of congress so designated 
(P. L. 92-500) approved October 18, 1972 (33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq.), as amended 
from time to time. 


(8) PROJECT. The wastewater treatment facilities of a public body to 
consist of one or more treatment facilities designed to prevent the discharge 
of untreated or inadequately treated sewage, industrial wastes or other wastes, 
is purposes of compliance with requirements of the Federal Clean Water 

ct. 


(9) PUBLIC BODY. Includes each county, incorporated city or town, 
or their instrumentality created by or pursuant to state law and having 
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jurisdiction over the disposal of sewage, industrial wastes, or other wastes. 
It includes also a combination of two or more of the foregoing having such 
jurisdiction. 


Section 2. It is the intent of the legislature by the passage of this act 
to enable the state acting by and through the authority and the department 
to aid in the prevention and control of water pollution, to provide state 
financial aid to public bodies for the prevention and control of water pollution, 
and to these ends to authorize the incorporation of a state authority with 
power to issue water pollution control bonds; and to agree to pay and to 
pay such portion of the estimated reasonable cost of the projects of each 
public body as may be required to meet the water quality goals of the Federal 
Clean Water Act, as amended. 


Section 3. (a) There is hereby established the “water pollution control 
revolving loan fund,” which shall be maintained in perpetuity and operated 
by the department as agent for the authority for the purposes stated herein. 
Grants from the federal government or its agencies allotted to the state for 
capitalization of the revolving loan fund, state matching funds where required, 
and loan principal, interest, and penalties shall be deposited as required by 
the terms of the federal grant directly in the revolving loan fund. Money in 
the revolving loan fund shall be expended in a manner consistent with terms 
and conditions of the federal capitalization grants and may be used to provide 
loans for the construction or rehabilitation of public wastewater treatment 
facilities; to secure principal and interest on bonds issued by the authority 
if the proceeds of such bonds are deposited in the revolving loan fund to 
the extent provided in the terms of the federal grant; to purchase debt 
incurred by public bodies for wastewater treatment projects; to fund other 
programs which the federal government may allow in the future through its 
grants; to fund the administrative expenses of the deparatment relating to 
the responsibilities and requirements of this act; and to provide for any 
other expenditure consistent with the federal grant program and state law. 
Money not currently needed for the operation of the revolving loan fund or 
otherwise dedicated may be invested and all interest earned on such in- 
vestments shall be credited to the revolving loan fund. 


(b) The revolving loan fund shall be administered by the department, 
as agent for the authority, which is authorized to establish procedures and 
adopt such regulations as may be required to administer the revolving loan 
fund program in accordance with the Federal Clean Water Act and state 
law and to enter into contracts and other agreements in connection with 
the operation of the revolving loan fund, including but not limited to, contracts 
and agreements with federal agencies, public bodies, the authority, and other 
parties to the extent necessary or convenient for the implementation of the 
revolving loan fund program. Acting as agent for the authority, the department 
shall maintain full authority for the operation of the revolving loan fund in 
accordance with applicable federal and state law and loan recipients will be 
on the state needs list or otherwise satisfy Clean Water Act requirements. 
The department shall provide an annual report on the revolving loan fund 
program to the United States environmental protection agency as required 
by the Clean Water Act and to the governor. 


Section 4. The governor, the lieutenant governor, the speaker of the 
house of representatives, the director of the department of environmental 
management, and the director of finance may become a public corporation 
to be known as the Alabama water pollution control authority with the 
power and authority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the 
provisions of this act. 
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Section 5. (a) To become a corporation, the governor, the lieutenant 
governor, the speaker of the house, the director of the department and the 
director of finance shall present to the secretary of state of Alabama an 
application signed by them which shall set forth: 


(1) The name, official designation and official residence of each of the 
applicants, together with a certified copy of the commission evidencing each 
applicant’s right to office; 


(2) The date on which each applicant was inducted into office and the 
term of office of each of the applicants; 


(3) The name of the proposed corporation, which shall be the “Alabama 
water pollution control authority”; 


(4) The location of the principal office of the proposed corporation; and 


(5) Any other matter relating to the incorporation which the applicants 
may choose to insert and which is not inconsistent with this act or any 
other laws of the state. The application shall be subscribed and sworn to 
by each of the applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of this 
state to take achnowledgments to deeds. The secretary of state shall examine 
the application; and, if he finds that it substantially complies with the 
requirements of this section, he shall receive and file it and record it in an 
appropriate book of records in his office. 


When the application has been made, filed and recorded as herein 
provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation under the name 
proposed in the application, and the secretary of state shall make and issue 
to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursuant to this act, under 
the great seal of the state, and shall record the certificate with the application. 
There shall be no fees paid to the secretary of state for any work done in 
connection with the incorporation or dissolution of the authority. 


(b) The applicants named in the application and their respective suc- 
cessors in office shall constitute the members of the authority. The governor 
shall be the president of the authority, the director of the department shall 
be the vice-president thereof and the director of finance shall be the secretary 
thereof. The members of the authority shall constitute all the members of 
the board of directors of the authority, and any three members of the said 
board of directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
Should any person holding any state office named in this section cease to 
hold such office by reasons of death, resignation, expiration of his term of 
office or for any other reason, then his successor in office shall take his 
place as a member, officer or director of the authority. No member, officer 
or director of the authority shall draw any salary, in addition to that now 
authorized by law, for any service he may render or for any duty he may 
perform in connection with the authority. 


(c) All proceedings had and done by the board of directors shall be 
reduced to writing by the secretary of the authority, shall be signed by at 
least three members of the authority and shall be recorded in a substantially 
bound book and filed in the office of the secretary. Copies of such proceedings, 
when certified by the secretary of the authority, under the seal of the 
authority, shall be received in all courts as prima facie evidence of the matters 
and things therein certified.

Section 6. (a) The authority shall have the following powers, among 
others specified by this act: 


(1) To have succession in its corporate name until the principal of and 
interest on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; 


(2) To sue and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law and in 
equity, in any court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the 
parties thereto; 


(3) To have and to use a corporate seal and to alter such seal at pleasure; 
(4) To establish a fiscal year; 


(5) To acquire in any manner and to hold title to or leasehold interests 
in real and personal property and to sell, convey or lease the same for 
purpose of carrying out its functions and duties hereunder; 


(6) To construct and operate or lease to or from any public body and 
project; 


(7) To execute agreements effectively obligating the authority to agree 
to pay and to pay such portion of the estimated reasonable cost of the 
project of each public body as may be required to meet the water quality 
goals of the Clean Water Act and the state; 


(8) To issue bonds or other obligations provided such proceeds are 
deposited in the revolving loan fund; 


(9) To enter into such agreements in connection with the sale of its 
bonds as the board shall determine, including arrangements for letters of 
credit, bond insurance or other credit enhancement devices, provided that 
no such arrangement shall obligate funds of the authority other than as 
provided in this act; and 


(10) To appoint and employ such attorneys, financial advisors, agents 
and employees as the business of the authority may require. 


(b) The authority shall use accounting, audit, and fiscal procedures 
conforming to generally accepted government accounting standards. 


(c) The governor shall deliver an annual report of the authority to the 
legislature. 


Section 7. For the purpose of providing funds for the authority to make 
loans to public bodies for a project or projects, or for the payment of 
obligations incurred or temporary loans made for any of said purposes, the 
authority is hereby authorized, from time to time, to issue and sell its bonds 
or other evidences of indebtedness. Such bonds may be issued in one or 
more series; shall be in such form and denominations and of such terms 
and maturities, not exceeding 25 years from the date of issue of each series; 
shall bear such rate or rates of interest, payable and evidenced in such 
manner; may contain such provisions for registration or for redemption prior 
to maturity; and may contain such other provisions not inconsistent herewith, 
all as may be provided by the authorizing resolution. As security for the 
payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds, the authority is 
authorized to pledge, transfer and assign any obligations of each public body, 
payable to the authority and the security for such obligation. 


Section 8. The bonds and other evidences of indebtedness of the au- 
thority may be sold at such time or times as the board of directors may

deem advantageous. The bonds may be sold at private or public sale. Bonds 
sold at public sale shall be awarded to the bidder whose bid reflects the 
lowest net interest cost to the authority for the bonds being sold, computed 
to their respective absolute maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable 
to the authority is received, it may reject all bids and readvertise. Notice 
of any public sale shall be given by such publication or by such distribution 
of notices of sale or both, as the board of directors may determine subject 
to state law. The authority may pay from the proceeds of the sale of its 
bonds all expenses, including publication and printing charges, attorney’s 
fees, financial advisory fees, and other expenses which the board of directors 
may deem necessary or advantageous in connection with the authorization, 
advertisement, sale, execution and issuance thereof. 


Section 9. In anticipation of the issuance of bonds, the authority may 
borrow such sums as may be needed for any of the aforesaid purposes and 
to obligate itself by certificate or promissory note, bearing interest at a rate 
or rates to be specified by the authority, and maturing within 18 months 
from the date of such certificate or promissory note. Such certificates or 
promissory notes shall be payable solely from the proceeds of the bonds of 
the authority and from the funds from which such bonds are payable. In 
the event that authority funds are not available for a loan for a project 
when application is made, in order to accelerate the completion of any 
project, the public body may, with the approval of the authority, obligate 
such public body to provide local funds to pay that portion of the cost of 
the project which the authority will make available by loan, and the authority 
shall refund the amount expended on its behalf by such public body. 


Section 10. The authority may from time to time issue and sell its 
refunding bonds for the purpose of refunding any matured or unmatured 
bonds of the authority at the time outstanding and any premiums necessary 
to be paid to redeem any bonds so to be refunded. The holders of such 
refunding bonds shall be subrogated and entitled to all priorities, rights and 
pledges to which the bonds refunded thereby were entitled. 


Section 11. (a) In order to provide for the funding of the loan by the 
authority for a project to the public body, such public body shall establish 
a dedicated source of revenue to repay the monies received from the authority 
and to provide for operation, maintenance and equipment replacement ex- 
penses. Such public body is hereby authorized and empowered, any existing 
statute to the contrary notwithstanding, to do and perform any one or more 
of the following: 


(1) To obligate itself to pay to the authority at periodic intervals a sum 
sufficient to provide bond debt service with respect to the bonds of the 
authority issued to fund the loan for such project and to pay over such debt 
service to the account of the project for deposit to the revolving loan fund; 


(2) To levy, collect and pay over to the authority and to obligate itself 
to continue to levy, collect and pay over to the authority the proceeds of 
any one or more of the following: 


a. Any sewer or waste disposal service fee or charge; 
b. Any licenses, permits, taxes and fees; 


c. Any special assessment on the property drained, served or benefitted 
by the project; and 


d. Other revenue available to the public body. 
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(3) To undertake and obligate itself to pay its contractual obligation to 
the authority solely from the proceeds from any one or more of the sources 
specified in subdivision (2) above, or to impose upon itself a general obligation 
pledge to the authority additionally secured by a pledge of any one or more 
of such sources; 


(4) To obligate itself to continue to levy and collect such revenues, fees 
and charges as shall equal not less than 110 percent nor more than 125 
percent, as determined by the authority of the maximum principal and 
interest maturing and coming due in any one year on the bonds issued by 
the authority to fund a loan for the project; and 


(5) To enter into such agreements, to perform such acts and to delegate 
such functions and duties as its governing body shall determine to be necessary 
or desirable to enable the authority to fund a loan to the public body to 
aid it in the construction or acquisition of a project. 


(b) In the event of default, the authority may utilize all available remedies 
under state law. 


(c) All loans made by the authority shall provide that repayment of 
such loans shall begin not later than one year after completion of construction 
of the project for which such loan was made and shall be repaid in full no 
later than 20 years after completion of such construction. 


(d) The recipients of loans shall maintain project accounts in accordance 
with generally accepted government accounting standards. 


Section 12. The state treasurer may invest any idle or surplus moneys 
of the state in bonds of the authority. The governing body of any county 
or municipality is authorized in its discretion to invest any idle or surplus 
money held in its treasury in bonds of the authority. Such bonds shall be 
legal investments for executors, administrators, trustees and other fiduciaries, 
unless otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction of the fiduciary 
relation or by the document that is the source of the fiduciary’s authority, 
and for savings banks and insurance companies organized under the laws of 
the state. 


Section 15. Ali bonds or other indebtedness of the authority and the 
coupons applicable thereto and the income therefrom and all projects or 
parts thereof and all assets of the authority shall be forever exempt from 
any and all taxation in the state. 


Section 16. All securities issued by the authority shall be exempt from 
the laws of the state governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates, 
including, but without limitation, the provisions of chapter 8 of Title 8, 
Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 17. This act is intended to aid the state through the furtherance 
of its purposes by providing an appropriate and independent instrumentality 
of the state with full and adequate powers to fulfill its functions. Except as 
expressly provided in this act, no proceeding, notice or approval shall be 
required for the incorporation of the authority, the purchase of any loans 
or the making of any loan to a public body, the issuance of any bonds, or 
the exercise of any other of its powers by the authority. 


Section 18. All bonds issued by the authority, while registered, shall 
be construed to be negotiable instruments even though they are payable 
from a limited source. All coupons applicable to any bonds issued by the 
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authority, while the applicable bonds are registered as to both principal and 
interest, shali likewise be construed to be negotiable instruments although 
payable from a limited source. 


Section 19. All bonds, notes and certificates issued by the authority 
shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the authority, payable solely 
from the revenues, income, fees or charges which may pursuant to the 
provisions of this act, be pledged to the payment thereof, and no such bonds, 
notes or certificates shall create an obligation or debt of the state. Provided, 
however, that an agreement by the authority to make a loan to a public 
body for a project shall impose an obligation on the state to make such loan 
from any funds which are then or may thereafter become available regardless 
of the funding of the loan by the public body and subject only to any terms 
and conditions set forth in such agreement. 


Section 20. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 21. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 22. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Subject to the above restrictions and to 
such other rules and regulations as the board of control may adopt, the 
board of control shall verify, as soon as practicable after the filing of such 
statements of service, the service therein claimed. Upon verification of the 
statements of service, the board of control shall issue prior service certificates 
certifying to each member the length of service rendered prior to October 
1, 1940, with which he is credited on the basis of his statement of service. 
Any prior service certificate heretofore issued not providing for the maximum 
prior service to which the member is entitled shall be revised to include 
such credit. So long as membership continues, a prior service certificate shall 
be final and conclusive for retirement purposes as to such service, provided, 
that any member may request the board of control to modify or correct his 
prior service certificate. When membership ceases, a prior service certificate 
shall become void. Should a teacher again become a member, he shall enter 
the system as a teacher not entitled to prior service credit. Creditable service 
at retirement on which the retirement allowance of a member shall be based 
shall consist of the membership service rendered by him since he last became 
a member and also, if he has a prior service certificate, which is in full force 
and effect, the amount of the service certified on his prior service certificate. 


“(b) Any teacher, or retired teacher, who became a member of the 
retirement system before July 1, 1973, and who prior to said date had been 
ineligible to receive credit for services rendered as a teacher prior to September 
1, 1941, for reasons other than having taught as a nonmember shall be 
eligible under the rules and regulations adopted by the board of control in 
accordance with the provisions of this chapter to receive credit for all service 
as a teacher rendered by him prior to October 1, 1940; provided, that such 
person has never waived his claim on the funds of the retirement system 
by withdrawing his accumulated contributions to said fund; and provided, 
that said member has not been absent from service more than five years in 
any period of six consecutive years after becoming a member of the retirement 
system. 


“(c) Any teacher who was a member of the teachers’ retirement system 
as of September 9, 1955 shall be eligible to receive credit for service rendered 
as a state employee on a full-time basis prior to October 1, 1945, under such 
rules and regulations as may be adopted by the board of control in accordance 
with the provisions of this chapter.

the teachers’ retirement system immediately prior to being retired and who 
had previously withdrawn his funds either from the teachers’ retirement 
system or the employees’ retirement system or whose account had been 
terminated due to five years’ absence shall have restored to him all creditable 
service; provided, that said retired teacher pays to the treasurer of the 
retirement system within one year after October 1, 1982, the amount pre- 


viously returned to him including compound interest of eight percent to the 
date of repayment.

“(a) Under such rules and regulations as the board of control shall adopt, 
each member who was an employee prior to October 1, 1945, and who has 
made up contributions for time served as a nonmember and who becomes 
a member prior to September 1, 1966, shall file a detailed statement of all 
service as an employee rendered by him prior to October 1, 1945, for which 
he claims credit.

The legislature further finds and declares that the storage and trans- 
portation of motor fuels within the jurisdiction of this state poses threats 
of damage to the environment of the state, to citizens of the state, and to 
other interests deriving livelihood from the state; and that such hazards 
have occurred in the past, are now occurring, and will continue to occur. 
Discharges from underground tanks pose a significant threat to the quality 
of ground waters of this state. 


The legislature further finds that where contamination of groundwater 
has occurred, remedial measures have often been delayed for long periods 
while determinations as to liability and the extent of liability are made; that 
such delays result in the continuation and intensification of the threat to 
the public health, safety, and welfare, in greater damages to the environment, 
and in significantly higher costs to contain and remove the contamination; 
and that adequate financial resources must be readily available to provide 
for the expeditious supply of safe and reliable alternative sources of potable 
water to affected persons and to provide a means for investigation and clean- 
up at contamination sites without delay, and such state interests outweigh 
any economic burdens imposed by the legislature upon those engaged in 
storing and transportation of motor fuels and related activities.

STATEMENT BY SENATOR PARSONS 


Senator Parsons stated that under Section 55 of Article IV of the 
Constitution of 1901, “Any member of either house shall have liberty to 
dissent from or protest against any act or resolution which he may think 
injurious to the public, or to an individual, and have the reason for his 
dissent entered on the Journal.” 


Accordingly, Senator Parsons read the following statement expressing 
his dissent, to-wit: 


(INTRODUCTORY GREETINGS) I am, Senator from District 17. It 
is with a profound sense of urgency and concern for the betterment and 
welfare of every citizen of Alabama that I invoke the Constitutional right 
to enter my reasons for dissent in the Journal. Article 4 Section 55 of the 
Alabama Constitution wisely provides for the dissent from any act or res- 
olution which is injurious to the citizens of Alabama. This section states 
that: “Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings and cause the same 
to be published immediately after its adjournment, excepting such parts as, 
in its judgment, may require secrecy; and the yeas and nays of the members 
of either house on any question shall, at the request of one-tenth of the 
members present, be entered on the journal. Any member of either House 
shall have the liberty to dissent from or protest against any act or resolution 
which he may think injurious to the public, or to an individual and have 
the reason for his dissent entered on the Journal”. 


The action taken here today makes it encumbent upon me to register 
my dissent and have these reasons entered on the Journal. To do otherwise 
would be contrary to the wisdom and desires of the citizens of Alabama. 
For I believe that Section 55 of our State Constitution insures that free 
citizens who have chosen to govern themselves by the principles of a de- 
mocracy shall have a right to disagree and register that disagreement in a 
meaningful sense. To exclude or ignore the precepts of Section 55 is to 
suggest that disagreement and opposition have no value in the affairs of 
humans and have no relevance within the method and manner of governing 
a free people. It is within that spirit that I, not capriciously, nor quickly, 
rise to list and preserve my reasons for disagreeing with the result which 
this body has now produced here today. 


In 1981 an act was proposed which sought to amend the Alabama State 
Constitution. This amendment, Number 448, is titled Paramount Duty of 
islature to Make Basic Appropriations at Regular Sessions, and reads as 
follows: 


(A) The following words and phrases, whenever used in this amendment, 
shall have the following respective meanings: 


“Basic appropriations” means, with respect to any regular session of the 
legislature, such appropriations as the legislature may deem appropriate for 
the expenditures by the state during the ensuing budget period for the 
ordinary expenses of the executive, legislative and judicial departments of 
the state, for payment of the public debt, and for education (excluding, 
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however, any item within the scope of the foregoing that is at the time 
provided for by a continuing appropriation or otherwise). 


“Budget period” means a fiscal year of the state or such period other 
than [a] fiscal year as may hereafter be fixed by law as the period with 
mary to which state budgets are prepared and state appropriations are 
made. 


(B) On or before the second legislative day of each regular session of 
the legislature, beginning with the first regular session after January 1, 1983, 
the governor shall transmit to the legislature for its consideration a proposed 
budget for the then next ensuing budget period. 


(C) The duty of the legislature at any regular session to make the basic 
appropriations for any budget period that will commence before the first 
day of any succeeding regular session shall be paramount; and, accordingly, 
beginning with the first regular session held after January 1, 1983, no bill 
(other than a bill making any of the basic appropriations) shall be signed 
by either the presiding officer of the house or senate and transmitted to the 
other house until bills making the basic appropriations for the then ensuing 
budget period shall have been signed by the presiding officer of each house 
of the legislature in accordance with Section 66 of this Constitution and 
presented to the governor in accordance with Section 125 of this Constitution; 
provided, that this paragraph (C) shall not affect the adoption of resolutions 
or the conduct of any other legislative functions that do not require a third 
reading; and provided further, that following adoption, by vote of either 
house of not less than three-fifths of a quorum present, of a resolution 
declaring that the provisions of this paragraph (C) shall not be applicable 
in that house to a particular bill, which shall be specified in said resolution 
by number and title, the bill so specified may proceed to final passage therein. 


(D) Upon the signing and presentation to the governor in accordance 
with the said Sections 66 and 125 of bills making the basic appropriations, 
the provisions of the foregoing paragraph (C) prohibiting the final passage 
of bills in the house and senate (other than bills making any part of the 
basic appropriations) shall cease to be effective and shall not be revived or 
become again effective as a result of (i) the subsequent legislative history of 
any bill so signed and presented, including any veto, return with executive 
amendment, or any other action, or failure to act, by either the governor 
or the legislature under the provisions of the said Section 125; or (ii) a 
determination, by either judicial decree or opinion of the justices of the 
Alabama Supreme Court, that any bill so signed and presented is wholly or 
in part invalid. 


(E) The legislature may, by statute or rule, make such further provisions 
for the timely passage of bills making the basic appropriations as are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Constitution. 


(F) Nothing contained herein shall be construed as requiring the leg- 
islet a make any appropriation not otherwise required by this Constitution 
to be made. 


This legislation was proposed by Acts 1981, First Extraordinary Session, 
Number 81-889 and was submitted November 6, 1984 and was proclaimed 
ratified December 10, 1984. Many of us were here then and recall the careful 
reflection and discussion of this proposal. It was the thinking of this body 
then, as it should be now, that the budgetary needs and demands of our 
state are so important, so vital they must occupy a level of concern above 
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all others. Indeed, it is difficult to imagine a more pressing concern. Virtually 
every need, every activity, every requirement of our state hinges upon 
budgetary decisions. 


So important was this need to courageously confront tough and chal- 
lenging budgetary questions that the legislation begins with the words par- 
amount duty. This body, chosen to speak for the great masses of Alabama 
citizens, knew then, just as it knows today, that every aspect of life in this 
state would be deeply and profoundly touched and impacted upon by budg- 
etary decisions. Surely the words, paramount and duty are not meaningless, 
and empty, concocted only in a struggle to rhetorically express some concept. 
No, these words were chosen because they best express the hope and goal 
of this legislature, because they convey with ringing importance the desire 
to expedite the crucial and hard decisions that limited fiscal resources 
inherently present. 


The word paramount has been described by Webster’s Dictionary as 
meaning: “Supreme” and “superior to all others.” It is by no coincidence or 
random chance that this constitutional amendment begins with the word 
paramount. This body sought and intended this vital piece of legislation to 
be paramount, supreme, and considered to be supreme to all other concerns 
of this body. It is no small matter that the people of Alabama approved 
this amendment at the ballot boxes; that they gave their endorsement and 
suprovel tor this legislation that was to be paramount; that was to be superior 
to all others. 


Further this body sought, and the citizens of Alabama agreed and 
approved this legislation with the word duty in the title. Webster’s dictionary 
speaks of duty as “a moral or legal obligation” and carrying the “force of 
moral obligation.” It is no small matter that the people of Alabama approved 
this amendment at the ballot boxes; that they gave their endorsement and 
Mae for this legislation that was to be imbued with the force of a moral 
obligation. 


And so, there we are. What we euphemistically label budget isolation 
demands of us, with the weight and force of a moral obligation, that we 
confront the budgetary task with a zeal that is supreme and superior to all 
other tasks before us. Yet now, today, we stray and deviate from our good 
sense and judgment that prevailed when we enacted amendment number 
448. Yet today we pay no heed to the good sense and judgment of the people 
of Alabama that prevailed when they ratified amendment number 448. 


There are those who would say, so what; of what importance is it that 
we ignore the wishes of the people of Alabama. There are those who would 
say that my and others’ fears are of small consequence. There are those who 
feel that the mandate of budget isolation may be shunned when they so 
desire. I do not seek to criticize those who feel such, nor do I seek to impune 
the motives of those who now wish to depart from the hard road that budget 
decisions present. Perhaps it is easier to deviate from the hard choices that 
we must ultimately face. Perhaps it is easier to rise with an emotional tide 
that relegates the will of the people to a secondary concern. Perhaps indeed 
it is easier, but it is not wiser. 


Now, as a governing body we say that the budget is not important, not 
as demanding as we realized only a few short years ago. History is a wise 
and thorough teacher. Budget isolation was born as a result of the lessons 
of the past. Historically, we came to recognize the importance of a carefully 
considered and crafted budget. The lesson we learned from the past was that 
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the budget hurled difficult and demanding challenges which could not and 
should not be placed aside while we fretted with tasks often unworthy of 
being supreme to all others. 


Yet today, with a tired repetition, we fail to heed the lessons of the 
past. Is not the past an opportunity to have a glimpse of the future? It has 
been said, and I believe wisely so, that those who ignore history are doomed 
to repeat it. How often have we rushed to consider the great budgetary 
issues in the lateness of the hour? How often have budgetary items been 
resolved without the full study and knowledge that these issues warrant only 
because other, perhaps more convenient or easier tasks have drawn our 
attention away? That is why in 1981 the decision to consider the budget 
before all else was realized. We understood then that these issues are complex 
and time consuming and are deserving of our complete and full attention. 
Now we renege on that understanding. The wisdom of budget isolation is 
a compelling today as it was then, but yet we again seem doomed to repeat 
the past. 


I do not say that the issue that persuaded this body to turn away from 
the demands of the budget is without significance. To the contrary. But in 
our eagerness and exuberance let us not hastily rush to judgment. 


There is yet another reason that compels me to dissent from the decision 
reached today. I have alluded to the great many issues that can only be 
resolved through the budgetary decision making process. It is these issues 
that clamor for a reasoned solution. One need only look at a newspaper or 
view the television or hear the radio to know and understand that serious 
matters impact upon our lives and, will, if we permit, diminish the quality 
and enjoyment of our all too brief existence upon this earth. Given the 
relative shortness of life in this world, each minute that passes denies us 
the opportunity to enhance and enrich the human experience. 


Our decisions on how we will spend our dollars is directly related to 
the quality of life in Alabama in so many instances. At this very moment, 
for example, somewhere in Alabama a child is crying because of hunger. At 
this very moment, somewhere in Alabama a parent is crying and agonizing 
on how to feed this child. To be physically hungry is not a pleasant topic 
to speak of or to hear. Yet it is one of the many concerns that we must 
speak and hear of. 


Federal cutbacks in hunger programs have been severe and only serve 
to enlarge and magnify the extent of the problem facing us. No matter what 
your political party or philosophy, it is rendered small by the pressing needs 
of hungry human beings. No one, I submit, can be so hardened or so unmoved 
when confronted with the grim starkness of hunger. And we know that there 
is hunger in Alabama. Nothing so ravages the human body, mind and spirit 
as does the gnawing pains of hunger. 


Beyond those that do not have anything to eat, there are people in our 
state who do not have enough to eat, and who are undernourished. The 
image of an elderly person attempting to stretch a fixed income by seeking 
nourishment through dog or cat food is a reality that is not pleasant to 
understand but a reality nevertheless. We have come to learn that a child’s 
developmental stages may be impaired because of a lack of adequate nutrition. 


Of course there is more to hunger than food. There is a hunger of spirit. 
There is a hunger inherent within each human spirit to achieve, provide 
and be viewed as worthy by oneself and others. You know, Thomas Carlisle 
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once wrote; “Blessed is the man who has found his work, let him ask no 
greater happiness.” Since the beginning of recorded history, the human animal 
has taken pride in the doing of a task. It has even been suggested that work 
is a necessary condition of life. How inadequate one feels when he or she 
cannot work. I believe that most people want to work, want to experience 
the pride in completing a task, want that self satisfaction that can only 
come from having a job. 


Work is a therapeutic experience that is necessary for human growth. 
Nothing is so demeaning, so demoralizing as having the desire to contribute 
to society and the desire to provide for one’s family and yet be unable 
because there are simply no opportunities. 


So we have hunger and unemployment in Alabama. Perhaps there are 
those who would argue that even these problems should wait while we 
examine the system. I am not so persuaded, and indeed the list of pressing 
social problems goes further. 


We live in a state which ranks close to the bottom of all 50 states in 
education. Why, why is this so? How much untapped human potential is 
waiting? Waiting for the opportunity to flourish and develop. Waiting for 
the exposure through our schools to encourage and guide hidden abilities 
and talents. We can only speculate as to the great scientific advances; the 
great medical discoveries; the great literature that lies dormant in our young 
for lack of the educational impetus necessary to carry them to their fullest 
human potential. We will never be a great people unless we dare to be and 
we dare not without the requisite educational support and foundation. The 
history of the world remains to be written by those yet unborn. That history 
will be written in large part by how those of us today decide to educate 
those who will follow us tomorrow. 


But there is more. Seemingly coming as though unbridled and unres- 
trained, the array of social needs and problems confronting us continue to 
grow. While humans have reached a startling technological achievements, 
our basic ability as humans to exist with one another seems at times primitive. 
Daily we are reminded of the cruelty one person is capable of inflicting upon 
another. Our jails and prisons virtually overflow with those whose crimes 
are often unspeakable and serve as a reminder that humans still have a long 
way to come in relationships with each other. Surely one of man’s greatest 
needs is to be free of fear. There are many types of fear, but I am now 
speaking of fear for one’s physical safety and well being. Fear of physical 
attack and harm is a haunting form of paralysis. It forces us to lock ourselves 
in our homes after dark; it inhibits all but the brave or foolish from even 
a casual stroll in our own neighborhoods after dark. The elderly and sick 
are easy prey for those whom crime and violence are a way of life. A fear 
that alters life styles and compels people to arm themselves with deadly 
weapons for protection is not a conducive atmosphere to generate a productive 
society. How are we, as a civilized people, going to continually sequester 
those who are misfits and commit horrid crimes? Should we simply build 
more jails and prisons? Should we fashion different forms of punishment 
beyond incarceration? Certainly we live in a turbulent and often times violent 
society. Now, perhaps more than at any other time in our history, solutions 
are demanded with stunning immediacy. 


These are but a few of the pressing demands that call me to vote in 
the minority today. There are others, almost too numerous to mention. Today 
we see those inflicted with a brutal poverty, a poverty that wastes the mind, 
body and spirit. Today we see our rivers, streams and forests spoiled and 
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ruined from the ravages of pollution. Today we see physical and mental 
handicaps that beg to be recognized and treated. Yes, today we see a child, 
somewhere in Alabama, right now crying. 


Admittedly it is easier to find the problems than it is to find solutions 
and I realize the risk I accept of seemingly being the prophet of despair. 
Such a role I do not seek. Yet we can ill afford the luxury of closing our 
eyes to the great unfinished task before us. It is for us, the present elected 
officials of this state, to recognize and grapple with the problems that besiege 
and at times perplex us. None of the problems I have discussed will go away 
by themselves. It is not as though we can lie down, close our eyes and wake 
up to a more perfect place free of problem and despair. 


The severity of a problem should only enhance our desire to find a 
solution. No problem, large or small, was ever satisfied by postponing or 
delaying or ignoring possible solutions. That is why I voted to follow the 
wishes of the people; why I voted to face the budget here and now. Each 
day, each hour we delay in examining how we can best spend our limited 
financial resources allows the problems to grow and only make a final 
resolution that much more difficult. 


The talented novelist, Charles Dickens, viewed one brief moment of 
human history and described it as “The best of times and the worst of 
times.” Such is as relevant for us today as it was then. It is the best of 
times because our abilities and potentials are so great. It is also the worst 
of times because we have yet to marshal our abilities and potentials. There 
are indeed many problems, but we can solve them. We can make Alabama 
a place where people live and grow and develop as fully as their minds and 
bodies allow, if we will only begin the job. It is for these reasons I enter 
on the Journal my dissent of the vote just taken.

The House has non-concurred in the Senate amendment to the Bill: 


H. 432. Relating to “The Alabama Medical Liability Act of 1987” to 
state the legislative intent; to define the terms health care provider, standard 
of care, future damages, periodic payment and substantial evidence; to provide 
that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care 
the Circuit Court shall at the request of either party enter a judgment 
ordering that money damages be paid in whole or ip part by periodic payments 
rather than by lump sum if the verdict equals or exceeds one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00) in future damages and if the plaintiff requested 
compensation for future damages or offered proof of future damages during 
trial and to require the trial court in its discretion to determine from the 
evidence the amount of future damages contained in the verdict and to 
require that a judgment debtor who is not adequately insured post security 
adequate to assure the full payment of such damages and to provide that 
the judgment shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the 
dollar amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, and the 
number of payments for the period of time over which payments shall be 
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made and to provide that a judgment debtor exhibiting a continuing pattern

the same discipline or school of practice; and has practiced in the same 
discipline or school of practice during the year preceding the date that the 
alleged breach of the standard of care occurred; to provide further that in 
actions against a health care provider certified by the appropriate American 
Board as a specialist, trained and experienced in a medical specialty or 
holding himself out as a specialist, a “similar health care provider” shall be 
licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency or board of this or some other 
state, be certified by the appropriate American Board in the same specialty, 
and have practiced in the specialty during the year preceding the date of 
the alleged breach of the standard of care; to provide that evidence may not 
be received or admitted concerning the medical liability insurance of the 
defendant or of a witness testifying as a “similar health care provider”; to 
further provide that any health care provider may testify as an expert in 
any action if he is a “similar health care provider” pursuant to this section;

WHEREAS, forty years of experience and numerous environmental 
studies have shown that offshore exploration and production can exist in

WHEREAS, through more than forty years of attaining environmental 
protection in federal offshore waters, federal agencies have developed the 
expertise and environmental rules conducive to protection of the environment 
and encouragement of natural resource development; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That the legislative intent and public 
policy of the State of Alabama is that Alabama offshore environmental rules 
shall be consistent with, but no more stringent than, existing federal offshore 
environmental regulations.

AND WHEREAS, The Alabama Legislature reaffirms its commitment 
to timely development of the state’s energy resources consistent with sound 
and stable environmental practices. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE

proceed with urgency to resolve this issue in concert with the expressed 
intent of the Alabama Legislature as evidenced in Act 83-609.

if it can be shown prior to the trial that the alleged act or omission did

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 16-10-1, Code of Alabama, 1975, shall be and hereby 
is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 16-10-1. Qualifications and selection of trustees. The county 
board of education shal may appoint for every school in the county, from 
a list of six discreet, competent and reliable persons of mature years nominated 
by the patrons of ‘the said schools, which list shall be kept on file by the 
board, three persons residing near the schoolhouse and having the respect 
and confidence of the community to serve for a term of four years as trustees 
of the school, to care for the property, to look after the general interest of 
the school and to make to the county board of education, through the county 
superintendent of education, from time to time, report of the progress and 
needs of the school and of the will of the people in regard to the school. 
The board of education, should it decide to appoint school trustees, shall 
fill all vacancies occurring in the office of trustee for the unexpired term 
from the list of nominees on file until the names on such list are exhausted. 
The term “patrons” as used herein shall be construed to mean the parents 
and guardians of children in attendance at the school.” 
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Section 2. Section 16-10-4, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby expressly 
repealed:

Section 3. Section 16-10-9, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby expressly 
repealed: 


“Section 16-10-9. 


Charges_against teacher maybe filed by trustees: 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of this 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming law.

the Circuit Court shall at the request of either party enter a judgment 
ordering that money damages be paid in whole or in part by periodic payments 
rather than by lump sum if the verdict equals or exceeds one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00) in future damages and if the plaintiff requested 
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compensation for future damages or offered proof of future damages during 
trial and to require the trial court in its discretion to determine from the 
evidence the amount of future damages contained in the verdict and to 
require that a judgment debtor who is not adequately insured post security 
adequate to assure the full payment of such damages and to provide that 
the judgment shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the 
dollar amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, and the 
number of payments for the period of time over which payments shall be 
made and to provide that a judgment debtor exhibiting a continuing pattern 
of failure to make payments shall be found in contempt of court and shall

certified by the appropriate American Board as being a specialist, not trained 
or experienced in a medical specialty or not holding himself out as a specialist 
a “similar health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory 
agency or board of this or some other state, be trained and experienced in 
the same discipline or school of practice; and has practiced in the same 
discipline or school of practice during the year preceding the date that the 
alleged breach of the standard of care occurred; to provide further that in 
actions against a health care provider certified by the appropriate American

Relating to “The Alabama Medical Liability Act of 1987” to state the 
legislative intent; to define the terms health care provider, standard of care, 
future damages, periodic payment and substantial evidence; to provide that 
in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against 
a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the trier 
of the fact shall itemize damages as past damages, future damages, and 
punitive damages, and to provide that the trier of the fact shall not reduce 
any future damages to present value, and to provide that if the trial court 
determines that one or more of the specified damages is not recoverable in 
an action that category of damages shall be omitted from the itemization, 
and to provide that if the award of future damages assessed by the trier of 
the fact is greater than one hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000.00) the 
trial court shall enter judgment against the defendants for one hundred fifty 
thousand dollars ($150,000.00) of such future damages and enter judgment 
requiring the defendants to pay the balance of such future damages by 
periodic payments over a period of years in accordance with the evidence, 
and to require the judgment to specify the recipient or recipients of the 
payments, the dollar amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, 
and the number of payments or the period of time over which payments 
shall be made, and to require that the total amount of all such periodic 
payments shall not exceed the total amount of the future damages contained 
in the verdict, and to require that the defendants either post security sufficient 
to assure full payment of such damages or provide evidence the defendants 
have insurance, or to purchase an annuity of sufficient value to pay the 
future damages, and to require that future damages shall not be reduced to 
present value and no interest is to be charged on said damages, and to 
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provide for the payment of plaintiff’s attorney fees from a portion of the 
award of future damages if required, and to provide that if the judgment 
creditor dies before the termination of the period of years for which such 
payments are to be made the liability of the judgment debtor shall cease 
except that damages awarded for loss of future earnings shall not be reduced 
or payments terminated by reason of the death of the judgment creditor but 
shall be paid to a spouse or children, or both, to whom the judgment creditor 
owed a duty of support immediately before his death, which duty of support 
shall be deemed to cease upon the death or remarriage of a spouse or the 
death or attainment of age twenty-two (22) years by a child, provided, 
however, that upon the death of a spouse leaving children to whom the 
judgment creditor owed a duty of support, payments due the spouse shall 
be paid to the children until they attain the age of twenty-two (22) years,

loss and to provide that neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer 
to the jury that it may not return an award of any greater amount for non- 
economic loss and to provide for the declaration of a mistrial if a jury is 
so advised and to provide for the reduction by the trial court of any verdict 
including an award for non-economic losses greater than that permitted 
herein; and to provide that in any action for injury or death whether in 
contract or in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the 
standard of care where medical or hospital expenses are claimed evidence 
that the plaintiff’s medical or hospital expenses have been paid or will be 
reimbursed is admissible as competent evidence, and to provide that upon 
admission of evidence respecting reimbursement of said expenses, the plaintiff 
may introduce evidence of the cost of obtaining reimbursement or payment 
of such expenses and to provide for pre-trial discovery respecting such benefits; 
to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or 
in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of 
care the action must be brought in the county where the act or omission 
actually occurred or, if the acts or omissions took place in more than one 
county, wherein the plaintiff or plaintiff’s decedent resided at the time of 
the act or omission and to provide for transfer of the action to the county

wherein the alleged act or omission actually occurred if it can be shown 
prior to the trial that the alleged act or omission did not occur in the county 
where the action is then pending and to provide that the court may transfer 
any action to any county where it might have been brought for the con- 
venience of the parties and witnesses; to provide that any action for injury 
or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 
or §6-5-410, Code of Alabama 1975, the amount of damages awarded to the 
plaintiff shall not exceed the sum of one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) and 
to provide that neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the 
jury that it may not return an award of any greater amount and to provide 
for the declaration of a mistrial if the jury is so advised and to provide for 
the reduction by the trial court of any verdict which exceeds one million 
dollars ($1,000,000.00) and to provide for adjustment of the one million 
dollars ($1,000,000.00) every twelve (12) months to reflect any increase or 
decrease in the consumer price index; to provide that in any action for 
injury or damages or wrongful death whether in contract or in tort against 
a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the plaintiff 
shall have the burden of proving by substantial evidence that the health 
care provider failed to exercise such reasonable care, skill and diligence as 
other similarly situated health care providers in the same general line of 
practice, ordinarily have and exercise in a like case; to provide further that 
in an action against a health care provider not certified by the appropriate 
American Board as being a specialist, not trained or experienced in a medical 
specialty or not holding himself out as a specialist a “similarly situated 
health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency 
or board of this or some other state, be trained and experienced in the same 
discipline or school of practice; and has practiced in the same discipline or 
school of practice during the year preceding the date that the alleged breach 
of the standard of care occurred; to provide further that in actions against 
a health care provider certified by the appropriate American Board as a 
specialist, trained and experienced in a medical specialty or holding himself 
out as a specialist, a “similarly situated health care provider” shall be licensed 
by the appropriate regulatory agency or board of this or some other state, 
be certified by the appropriate American Board in the same specialty, and 
have practiced in the specialty during the year preceding the date of the 
alleged breach of the standard of care; to provide that evidence may not be 
received or admitted concerning the medical liability insurance of the de- 
fendant or of a witness testifying as a “similarly situated health care provider”; 
to further provide that any health care provider may testify as an expert in 
any action if he is a “similarly situated health care provider” pursuant to 
this section; to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether in 
contract or in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the 
standard of care the standard of proof required to test the sufficiency of the 
evidence to support any issue of fact shall be proof of substantial evidence, 
to abolish the Scintilla Rule of evidence in such cases, to provide that in 
ruling on pleadings and motions testing the sufficiency of the evidence the 
scandard of proof shall be proof by substantial evidence; to establish a cause 
of action for malicious prosecution and to set forth the elements thereof; to 
provide that all complaints and amendments to complaints filed against a 
health care provider shall include a detailed specification and factual de- 
scription of each act and omission alleged by plaintiff to render the health 
care provider liable to plaintiff and plaintiff shall be prohibited from con- 
ducting discovery with regard to any other act or omission or from introducing 
at trial evidence of any other action or omission; to provide that this Act 
shall apply to all actions against health care providers based on acts or 
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omissions accruing after its effective date and as to such causes of action 
shall supersede any inconsistent provisions of law; and to provide for sev- 
erability, repeal of conflicting laws and the effective date of the Act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Statement of Legislative Intent. It is hereby declared by the 
Legislature of the State of Alabama that a crisis threatens the delivery of 
medical services to the people of Alabama and the health and safety of the 
citizens of this state are in jeopardy. In accordance with the previous 
declaration of the Legislature contained in Act 513 of the regular session of 
the 1975 Alabama Legislature it is the declared intent of this Legislature to 
insure that quality medical services continue to be available at reasonable 
costs to the citizens of the State of Alabama. This Legislature finds and 
declares that the increasing threat of legal actions for alleged medical injury 
causes and contributes to an increase in health care costs and places a heavy 
burden upon those who can least afford such increases, and that the threat 
of such actions contributes to expensive medical procedures to be performed 
by physicians and other health care providers which otherwise would not 
be considered necessary, and that the spiraling costs and decreasing avail- 
ability of essential medical services caused by the threat of such litigation 
constitutes a danger to the health and safety of the citizens of this state, 
and that this Act should be given effect immediately to help control the 
spiraling cost of health care and to insure its continued availability. Addi- 
tionally, the Legislature finds that the increasing threat of legal actions for 
alleged medical injury has resulted in a limitation on the number of physicians 
providing specialized health care in this state. Because of the limited number 
of insurers offering professional liability coverage and because of the prejudice 
to the rights of the defendant health care provider through the interjection 
of evidence of insurance, the Legislature finds that the interest of all citizens 
will best be served by prohibiting the introduction of evidence that a witness 
testifying at trial is insured by the same insurer as the defendant health 
care provider. 


Section 2. This Article may be cited and known as “The Alabama 
Medical Liability Act of 1987” and is intended to supplement “The Alabama 
Medical Liability Act”, Act No. 513 of the 1975 Regular Session of the 
Alabama Legislature. The provisions of this Act shall be construed so as to 
be consistent with Act No. 513 of the 1975 Regular Session of the Alabama 
Legislature. The provisions of this Act shall be construed so as to be consistent 
with Act No. 513 of the 1975 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature 
and the legislative intent stated herein. 


Section 3. Definitions. For the purposes of this Act the following terms 
shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 


1. Health Care Provider. A medical practitioner, dental practitioner, 
medical institution, physician, dentist, hospital, or other health care provider 
as those terms are defined in §6-5-481. 


2. Standard of Care. The standard of care is that level of such reasonable 
care, skill and diligence as other similarly situated health care providers in 
the same general line of practice, ordinarily have and exercise in like cases. 
A breach of the standard of care is the failure by a health care provider to 
comply with the standard of care, which failure proximately causes personal 
injury or wrongful death. This definition applies to all actions for injuries 
or damages or wrongful death whether in contract or tort and whether based 
on intentional or unintentional conduct. 
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3. Future Damages. Damages for future medical treatment, care or 
custody, loss of future earnings, future loss of earning capacity, future loss 
of bodily function, future loss of consortium or future pain and suffering. 


4, Periodic Payment. The payment of money or delivery of other property 
to the judgment creditor at regular intervals. 


5. Substantial Evidence. Substantial evidence is that character of ad- 
missible evidence which would convince an unprejudiced thinking mind of 
the truth of the fact to which the evidence is directed. 


Section 4.A. In any action for injury or damages whether in contract 
or in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard 
of care the damages assessed by the trier of fact shall be itemized as follows: 


1. Past damages 
2. Future Damages 
3. Punitive Damages 


The trier of fact shall not reduce any future damages to present value. If 
the trial court determines that any one or more of the above categories is 
not recoverable in the action, that category or categories shall be omitted 
from the itemization. 


B. Where the damages assessed against a defendant or defendants by 
the trier of fact include an award of future damages, the trial court shall 
comply with the following in rendering its judgment in the case: 


(1) Judgment shall be entered against the defendants for all past damages 
and punitive damages assessed against the defendants by the trier of fact; 


(2) (a) If the award of future damages assessed by the trier of fact is 
$150,000.00 or less, the trial court shall enter judgment against the defendants 
for the amount of such future damages. 


(b) If the award of future damages assessed by the trier of fact is greater 
than $150,000.00, the trial court shall (i) enter judgment against the de- 
fendants for $150,000.00 of such future damages and (ii) enter judgment 
requiring the defendants to pay the balance of such future damages in excess 
of $150,000.00 by periodic payments over a period of years not to exceed 
such period of years as, according to the evidence offered during the trial 
of the case, such future damages may be incurred. In entering a judgment 
against the defendants ordering the payment of future damages by periodic 
payments the trial court shall make a specific finding as to the dollar amount 
of periodic payments which will compensate the judgment creditor for such 
future damages as the same may be incurred, as determined from the evidence 
offered during the trial of the case. If, or to the extent that, the evidence 
offered at trial did not indicate the approximate time or timeframe within 
which the future damages would be incurred, the trial court, for the purpose 
of determining the amount of periodic payments and the interval between 
such payments, shall conclusively presume that such damages will be incurred 
throughout the life expectancy of the judgment creditor on an equal monthly 
basis. The judgment ordering payment of future damages by periodic payments 
shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the dollar amounts 
of the payments, the interval between payments, and the number of payments 
or the period of time over which payments shall be made. The total amount 
of all such periodic payments when added to the sum of $150,000.00 and 
when added to that portion of the future damages award utilized for the 
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payment of a portion of the attorney’s fees owed by the judgment creditor 
shall not exceed the total amount of future damages contained in the verdict. 


C. As a condition to authorizing periodic payments for future damages 
the Court shall require that the defendants either post security sufficient to 
assure full payment of such damages, or provide evidence the defendants 
have insurance sufficient to pay the periodic payments as the same become 
due and that the insurance company which is obligated to pay the judgment 
holds a certificate of authority in this state, or purchase an annuity of 
sufficient value to pay the future damages. Nothing contained herein shall 
be construed as limiting the authority of the trial court to order a new trial, 
enter a judgment notwithstanding the verdict or order a remittitur of damages. 
The provisions of this section shall also apply to any judgment entered 
following remittitur. 


D. The future damages shall not be reduced to present value and no 
interest is to be charged on said damages. No evidence shall be received by 
the trier of fact concerning the present value of such future damages except 
pursuant to this subsection. If, as part of the plaintiff’s contract with his 
attorney, the plaintiff is obligated to pay his attorney a fee based on that 
portion of the award of future damages which exceeds $150,000.00, the Court 
shall determine what portion of the award of future damages in excess of 
$150,000.00 is owed to the attorney under the contract and shall enter 
judgment for the remainder of the award of future damages in excess of 
$150,000.00 as provided in subsection B.(2)(b)above. As to that portion of 
the award of future damages in excess of $150,000.00 which is owed to the 
plaintiff’s attorney, that portion shall be reduced to present value by the 
court, utilizing the life expectancy of the judgment creditor, and judgment 
shall be entered against the defendant for the reduced amount. 


E. Where a judgment is entered for the payment of future damages by 
periodic payments the following shall apply: 


(1) If the judgment creditor dies before the termination of the period 
of years during which such payments are to be made, the liability of the 
judgment debtor and every entity or person who has assumed his obligations 
to pay the judgment creditor shall cease and the estate of the judgment 
creditor shall have no claim for such payments, except that damages awarded 
for loss of future earnings as determined by the Court shall not be reduced 
or payments terminated by reason of the death of the judgment creditor but 
shall be paid to a spouse or children, or both, to whom the judgment creditor 
owed a duty of support, as provided by law, immediately before his death. 


(2) Such duty of support shall be deemed to cease upon the death or 
remarriage of a spouse or the death or attainment of age twenty-two (22) 
years by a child, provided, however, that upon the death of a spouse leaving 
children to whom the judgment creditor owed a duty of support as set out 
above, payments due the spouse shall be paid to the children until they 
attain the age of twenty-two (22) years. The death of a child under twenty- 
two (22) years of age terminates all payments to him. 


(3) In the event the Court finds that the judgment debtor has exhibited 
a continuing pattern of failure to make payments as specified in this section, 
the Court shall find the judgment debtor in contempt of Court and, in 
addition to the required periodic payments, shall order the judgment debtor 
to pay the judgment creditor all damages caused by the failure to make such 
periodic payments, including court costs and reasonable attorney’s fees. In 
addition, where an installment payment is more than twenty (20) days late, 
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there shall be added to the amount due for that installment interest from 
the date payment was due at the rate of twenty percent (20%) per annum 
compounded daily, and attorney’s fee if necessary to collect the amount due. 


F. The Court which rendered the original judgment may, upon petition 
of any party in interest, modify the judgment to award and apportion the 
unpaid future damages in accordance with subsection E of this section. 
Following the occurrence or expiration of all obligations specified in the 
periodic payment judgment, any obligation of the judgment debtor to make 
ae payments shall cease and any security given shall revert to the judgment 

lebtor. 


G. In the event periodic payments are ordered under this section, the 
Court shall order the judgment marked satisfied when the judgment debtor 
satisfies the Court that he is adequately insured or posts security sufficient 
to assure full payment of such damages or purchases an annuity of sufficient 
value as set out in subsection C of section 4 of this act. 


H. It is the intent of the Legislature in enacting this section to require 
the entry of judgments in malpractice actions against health care providers 
which provide for the payment of future damages in excess of $150,000.00 
through periodic payments rather than lump sum payments. By authorizing 
periodic payment of judgments as required herein it is the intent of the 
Legislature that the Courts will utilize such judgments to provide compen- 
sation sufficient to meet the needs of an injured plaintiff and those persons 
who are dependent upon the plaintiff for the period of years during which 
said future damages may be incurred, and to eliminate the potential windfall 
from a lump sum recovery which was intended to provide for the care of 
an injured plaintiff over an extended period who then dies shortly after the 
judgment is paid, leaving the balance of the judgment award to persons and 
purposes for which it is not intended. It is also the intent of the Legislature 
that all elements of the periodic payment program be specified with certainty 
in the judgment ordering such payments. 


Section 5.A. In any action for injury whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care, 
the injured plaintiff and spouse upon proper proof may be entitled to recover 
non-economic losses to compensate for pain, suffering, inconvenience, physical 
impairment, disfigurement, loss of consortium and other non-pecuniary dam- 
age. 


B. In no action shall the amount of recovery for non-economic losses, 
including punitive damages, either to the injured plaintiff, the plaintiff’s 
spouse or other lawful dependents or any of them together exceed the sum 
of four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000.00). Plaintiff shall not seek 
recovery in any amount greater than the amounts described herein for non- 
economic losses. During the trial of any action neither the court nor any 
party shall advise or infer to the jury that it may not return an award for 
non-economic losses in excess of an amount specified herein; in the event 
the jury is so advised or such inference is made, the trial court, upon motion 
of an opposing party, shall immediately declare a mistrial. Any verdict 
returned which includes an award for non-economic losses in an amount 
greater than that permitted herein shall be reduced by the trial court to an 
amount which will include an award of non-economic losses no greater than 
that permitted herein or to such lesser sums as the trial court deems 
appropriate in accordance with prevailing standards for reducing excessive 
verdicts. 
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Section 6.A. In all actions where damages for any medical or hospital 
expenses are claimed and are legally recoverable for personal injury or death, 
evidence that the plaintiff’s medical or hospital expenses have been or will 
be paid or reimbursed shall be admissible as competent evidence. In such 
actions upon admission of evidence respecting reimbursement or payment 
of medical or hospital expenses, the plaintiff shall be entitled to introduce 
evidence of the cost of obtaining reimbursement or payment of medical or 
hospital expenses. 


B. In such civil actions, information respecting such reimbursement or 
payment obtained or such reimbursement or payment which may be obtained 
by the plaintiff for medical or hospital expenses shall be subject to discovery. 


C. Upon proof by the plaintiff to the Court that the plaintiff is obligated 
to repay the medical or hospital expenses which have been or will be paid 
or cere evidence relating to such reimbursement or payment shall be 
admissible. 


Section 7. In any action for injury or damages or wrongful death whether 
in contract or in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of 
the standard of care, the action must be brought in the county wherein the 
act or omission constituting the alleged breach of the standard of care by 
the defendant actually occurred. If plaintiff alleges that plaintiff’s injuries 
or plaintiff’s decedent’s death resulted from acts or omissions which took 
place in more than one county within the State of Alabama, the action must 
be brought in the county wherein the plaintiff resided at the time of the 
act or omission, if the action is one for personal injuries, or wherein the 
plaintiff’s decedent resided at the time of the act or omission if the action 
is one for wrongful death. If at any time prior to the commencement of the 
trial of the action it is shown that the plaintiff’s injuries or plaintiff’s 
decedent’s death did not result from acts or omissions which took place in 
more than one county, on motion of any defendant the Court shall transfer 
the action to such county wherein the alleged acts or omissions actually 
occurred. For the convenience of parties and witnesses, in the interest of 
justice, a court may transfer any action to any other county where it might 
have been brought hereunder and/or may order a separate trial as to any 
claim or party. 


Section 8. In any action commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 or §6-5-410 
Code of Alabama, 1975, against a health care provider whether in contract 
or in tort based on a breach of the standard of care the amount of any 
judgment entered in favor of the plaintiff shall not exceed the sum of one 
million dollars ($1,000,000.00). Any verdict returned in any such action which 
exceeds one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) shall be reduced to one million 
dollars ($1,000,000.00) by the trial court or such lesser sum as the trial court 
deems appropriate in accordance with prevailing standards for reducing 
excessive verdicts. During the trial of any action brought pursuant to §6-5- 
391 or §6-5-410 neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the 
jury that it may not return a verdict in excess of one million dol- 
lars($1,000,000.00); in the event the jury is so advised or such inference is 
made the court, upon motion of an opposing party, shall immediately declare 
a mistrial. The maximum amount payable under this section, one million 
dollars, ($1,000,000.00), shall be adjusted on April 15th of each year to reflect 
any increase or decrease during the preceding calendar year in the Consumer 
Price Index of the U.S. Department of Commerce. Said adjustment shall 
equal the percentage change in the consumer price index during the preceding 
calendar year. 
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Section 9.A. In any action for injury or damages or wrongful death, 
whether in contract or in tort, against a health care provider for breach of 
the standard of care the plaintiff shall have the burden of proving by 
substantial evidence that the health care provider failed to exercise such 
reasonable care, skill and diligence as other similarly situated health care 
providers in the same general line of practice, ordinarily have and exercise 
in a like case. 


B. If the health care provider whose breach of the standard of care is 
claimed to have created the cause of action is not certified by an appropriate 
American Board as being a specialist, is not trained and experienced in a 
medical specialty, or does not hold himself out as a specialist, a “similarly 
situated health care provider” is one who: 


1. Is licensed by the appropriate regulatory board or agency of this or 
some other state; and 


2. Is trained and experienced in the same discipline or school of practice; 
and 


3. Has practiced in the same discipline or school of practice during the 
year preceding the date that the alleged breach of the standard of care 
occurred. 


C. If the health care provider whose breach of the standard of care is 
claimed to have created the cause of action is certified by an appropriate 
American Board as a specialist, is trained and experienced in a medical 
specialty, or holds himself out as a specialist, a “similarly situated health 
care provider” is one who: 


1. Is licensed by the appropriate regulatory board or agency of this or 
some other state; and 


2. Is trained and experienced in the same specialty; and 


3. Is certified by an appropriate American Board in the same specialty; 
and 


4. Has practiced in this specialty during the year preceding the date 
that the alleged breach of the standard of care occurred. 


D. No evidence shall be admitted or received, whether of a substantive 
nature or for impeachment purposes, concerning the medical liability insur- 
ance, or medical insurance carrier, or any interest in an insurer that insures 
medical or other professional liability, of any witness presenting testimony 
as a “similarly situated health care provider” under the provisions of this 
section or of any defendant. 


E. The purpose of this section is to establish a relative standard of care 
for health care providers. A health care provider may testify as an expert 
witness in any action for injury or damages against another health care 
provider based on a breach of the standard of care only if he is a “similarly 
situated health care provider” as defined above. 


Section 10. In any action for injury or damages or wrongful death, 
whether in contract or in tort, against a health care provider based on a 
breach of the standard of care the minimum standard of proof required to 
test the sufficiency of the evidence to support any issue of fact shall be 
proof by substantial evidence. In all such actions, whether arising in tort or 
in contract, the Scintilla Rule of evidence is abolished. In all pleadings or 
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motions filed in such actions testing the sufficiency of the evidence to support 
an issue of fact, including but not limited to motions for summary judgment, 
motions for directed verdict, motions for judgment notwithstanding the 
verdict, and any other such motions or pleadings respecting the sufficiency 
of ne evidence, the standard of proof required shall be proof by substantial 
evidence. 


Section 11. There is hereby created a cause of action for damages for 
malicious prosecution on the grounds that the party instituting a civil action 
for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care 
provider based on a breach of the standard of care knew or should have 
known that the same was without adequate legal basis, or false, or unfounded, 
or without probable cause in the filing of such action, or that the same was 
filed as a part of a conspiracy to misuse judicial process by filing such a 
civil action known to be without legal basis, false or unfounded. In any 
action for malicious prosecution under this section, the injured party may 
recover actual damages including litigation costs paid by or on behalf of the 
injured party or in the alternative liquidated damages of five hundred dollars 
($500.00) plus a reasonable attorney’s fee and all other costs of litigation. 
In an action for malicious prosecution under this section, actual malice need 
not be an element of the claim nor do special damages need to be proved. 
The elimination of these requirements in permitting the recovery of actual 
damages or liquidated damages, a reasonable attorney’s fee and other costs 
of litigation is intended to be in derogation of the common law. The cause 
of action established by this section is not a compulsory counterclaim in 
the original civil action upon which it is based for the purposes of Rule 13, 
Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. 


Section 12. In any action for injury, damages or wrongful death, whether 
in contract or in tort, against a health care provider for breach of the 
standard of care the plaintiff shall include in the complaint filed in the 
action a detailed specification and factual description of each act and omission 
alleged by plaintiff to render the health care provider liable to plaintiff. The 
plaintiff shall amend his complaint timely upon ascertainment of new or 
different acts or omissions upon which his claim is based; provided, however, 
that any such amendment must be made at least ninety (90) days before 
trial. Plaintiff shall be prohibited from conducting discovery with regard to 
any other act or omission or from introducing at trial evidence of any other 
act or omission. Any complaint which fails to include such detailed speci- 
fication and factual description of each act and omission shall be subject to 
dismissal for failure to state a claim upon which relief can be granted. 


Section 13. This Act applies to all actions against health care providers 
based on acts or omissions accruing after its effective date and as to such 
causes of action, shall supersede any inconsistent provision of law. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable, and if any part 
thereof be declared unconstitutional or void by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect those parts remaining. 


Section 15. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. 


Section 16. This Act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Background and Legislative Intent. In the case of Cockran 
v. Keeton, 287 Ala. 439, 252 So.2d 313, the Alabama Supreme Court overruled . 
prior law in this state as to certain real estate transactions, specifically as 
to improved real property sold by a builder-vendor, and in later cases 
(particularly Capra v. Smith, 372 So. 2d 321, and Sims v. Lewis, 374 So.2d 
298, and their progeny) imposed on sales by builder-vendors an implied 
warranty of fitness and habitability. The purpose of this Act, and the intent 
of the legislature in passing it, is to provide that a purchaser of real estate 
can state in writing that no implied warranties shall apply to such transaction. 
In such instances, the court decisions cited above shall not apply to such 
transactions nor shall any other implied warranty, now in existence or created 
in the future, apply to such transaction. 


Section 2. In those real estate transactions wherein the purchaser so 
states in writing his/her intent that no implied warranties, now in existence 
or created in the future, shall apply to said transaction, such implied war- 
ranties, including the implied warranty of fitness and habitability as stated 
by the Alabama Supreme Court in Cockran v. Keeton, 287 Ala. 439, 252 
So.2d 313, Capra v. Smith, 372 So.2d 321, and Sims v. Lewis, 374 So.2d 
298, and their progeny shall not apply to the described real estate transaction. 


Section 3. Any written language may be used which expresses the 
intention of the purchaser that the transaction shall not be subject to any 
implied warranties and such will be effective to limit the transaction to 
express warranties. However, without limiting or restricting the use of other 
language, the following language shall be legally sufficient to take advantage 
of the provisions of this Act and to prevent any implied warranties, including 
the implied warranty of fitness and habitability: 


(After identifying the parties and the real estate transaction involved) 
This transaction is not subject to any implied warranties, whether in 
existence now or created in the future, including the implied warranty 
of fitness and habitability. The entire agreement between the parties is 
expressed in the written contract dated (date inserted). 


Section 4. This Act shall have no effect on any express written warranty 
between the parties and the ability of any party to seek recovery upon such 
express written warranty. 


Section 5. This Act shall have retroactive effect and shall apply to all 
transactions wherein a purchaser has stated in writing that such party is 
waiving or foregoing any implied warranty. 


Section 6. If any section, clause, provision or portion of this Act shall 
be held invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such holding shall not affect any other section, clause or provision of this 
Act which is not in and of itself invalid or unconstitutional. 


Section 7. Any law or court decision in conflict with or inconsistent 
with this Act is hereby repealed in so far as such law or court decision 
conflicts with or is inconsistent with this Act. 
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Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming law. 


Senator Parsons offered the following amendment to the substitute for 
the Bill, S. B. 97, to-wit: 


AMENDMENT TO SUBSTITUTE FOR S. B. 97 


Amend Senate Bill No. 97 Page 3 Line 19, by inserting after the word 
warranty 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent the buyer of a new house 
in Alabama the right to live in said new house without making repairs to 
the structure of said house for the period of one years. These repairs apply 
only to the defects of materials and workmanship of the builder.

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FURTHER CONSIDERATION OF CONFERENCE 
REPORT ON H. B. 432 


The Senate proceeded to further consideration of the Report of the 
Committee on Conference to reconcile the differences between the two Houses 
on the Senate amendment to the Bill: 


H. 432. Relating to “The Alabama Medical Liability Act of 1987” to 
state the legislative intent; to define the terms health care provider, standard 
of care, future damages, periodic payment and substantial evidence; to provide 
that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care 
the Circuit Court shall at the request of either party enter a judgment 
ordering that money damages be paid in whole or in part by periodic payments 
rather than by lump sum if the verdict equals or exceeds one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00) in future damages and if the plaintiff requested 
compensation for future damages or offered proof of future damages during 
trial and to require the trial court in its discretion to determine from the 
evidence the amount of future damages contained in the verdict and to 
require that a judgment debtor who is not adequately insured post security 
adequate to assure the full payment of such damages and to provide that 
the judgment shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, the 
dollar amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, and the 
number of payments for the period of time over which payments shall be 
made and to provide that a judgment debtor exhibiting a continuing pattern 
of failure to make payments shall be found in contempt of court and shall 
be ordered to pay all damages caused by failure to make periodic payments, 
including court costs and attorneys’ fees and to provide that if the judgment 
creditor dies prior to the termination of the period of years specified in the 
judgment that the liability of the judgment debtor shall cease except that 
damages awarded for loss of future earnings shall not be terminated but 
shall be paid to persons to whom the judgment creditor owed a duty of 
support and to provide that upon the petition of any party in interest the 
Court may modify the judgment to award and apportion unpaid future 
damages in accordance with this section and to state the legislative intent 
in providing for periodic payment of judgments and to provide that nothing 
herein shall limit the authority of the trial court to order a new trial, enter 
a judgment notwithstanding the verdict or order a remittitur of damages; to 
provide in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort 
against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care 
that the plaintiff shall be entitled to recover non-economic losses to com- 
pensate for pain, suffering and inconvenience, physical impairment, disfig- 
urement, loss of consortium and other nonpecuniary damages and that the 
amount of such damages shall not exceed the sum of two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars ($250,000.00), and to provide that plaintiff shall not seek 
recovery of any greater amount for non-economic loss and to provide that 
neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the jury that it may 
not return an award of any greater amount for non-economic loss and to 
provide for the declaration of a mistrial if a jury is so advised and to provide 
for the reduction by the trial court of any verdict including an award for 
non-economic losses greater than that permitted herein; and to provide that 
in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or in tort against 
a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the defendant 
may introduce evidence of any amount payable as the benefit to the plaintiff 
as a result of the personal injury pursuant to the rehabilitation services and 
disability insurance benefit provisions of the United States Social Security 
Act, any state income disability or workers compensation act, any health 
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insurance, sickness or income disability insurance, accident insurance that 
provides health benefits or income disability coverage and any contract or 
agreement of any group, organization, partnership or corporation, to provide, 
pay for or reimburse the cost of medical, hospital, dental or other health 
care services and to provide that the plaintiff may introduce evidence of any 
amount which the plaintiff has paid or contributed to secure his right to 
such actions and to provide that no source of collateral benefits introduced 
under this sub-section shall recover any amount against the plaintiff nor 
shall it be subrogated to the rights of the plaintiff against the defendant 
except as permitted under a contract in force and effect prior to the effective 
date of this Act and to provide that following the effective date of this Act 
all policies of insurance providing benefits described in this section shall be

occurred or, if the acts or omissions took place in more than one county, 
wherein the plaintiff or plaintiff’s decedent resided at the time of the negligent 
act or omission and to provide for transfer of the action to the county 
wherein the alleged act or omission actually occurred if it can be shown 
prior to the trial that the alleged act or omission did not occur in the county 
where the action is then pending and to provide that the court may transfer 
any action to anv county where it might have been brought for the con- 
venience of the parties and witnesses; to provide that any action for injury 
or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 
or §6-5-410 of this Code the amount of damages awarded to the plaintiff 
shall not exceed the sum of one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) and to provide 
that neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the jury that 
it may not return an award of any greater amount and to provide for the 
declaration of a mistrial if the jury is so advised and to provide for the 
reduction by the trial court of any verdict which exceeds one million dollars 
($1,000,000.00); to provide that in any action for injury or damages or 
wrongful death whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care the plaintiff shall have the burden 
of proving by substantial evidence that the health care provider failed to 
exercise such reasonable care, skill and diligence as other health care providers 
in the same general line of practice, ordinarily have and exercise in a like 
case; to provide further that in an action against a health care provider not 
certified by the appropriate American Board as being a specialist, not trained 
or experienced in a medical specialty or not holding himself out as a specialist 
a “similar health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory 
agency or board of this or some other state, be trained and experienced in 
the same discipline or school of practice; and has practiced in the same 
discipline or school or practice during the year preceding the date that the - 
alleged breach of the standard of care occurred; to provide further that in 
actions against a health care provider certified by the appropriate American 
Board as a specialist, trained and experienced in a medical specialty or 
holding himself out as a specialist, a “similar health care provider” shall be 
licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency or board of this or some other 
state, be certified by the appropriate American Board in the same specialty, 
and have practiced in the specialty during the year preceding the date of 
the alleged breach of the standard of care; to provide that evidence may not 
be received or admitted concerning the medical liability insurance of the 
defendant or of a witness testifying as a “similar health care provider”; to 
further provide that any health care provider may testify as an expert in 
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any action if he is a “similar health care provider” pursuant to this section; 
to provide that in any action for injury or damages whether in contract or 
in tort against a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of 
care the standard of proof required to test the sufficiency of the evidence 
to support any issue of fact shall be proof of substantial evidence, to abolish 
the Scintilla Rule of evidence in such cases, to provide that in ruling on 
pleadings and motions testing the sufficiency of the evidence the standard 
of proof shall be proof by substantial evidence; to establish a cause of action 
for malicious prosecution and to set forth the elements thereof; to provide 
that all complaints filed against a health care provider shall include a detailed 
specification and factual description of each act and omission alleged by 
plaintiff to render the health care provider liable to plaintiff and plaintiff 
shall be prohibited from conducting discovery with regard to any other act 
or omission or from introducing at trial evidence of any other action or 
omission; to provide that this Act shall apply to all actions against health 
care providers based on acts or omissions accruing after its effective date 
and as to such causes of action shall supersede any inconsistent provisions 
of law; and to provide for severability, repeal of conflicting laws and the 
effective date of the Act.

2. Future damages

The fact finder shall not reduce any future damages to present value. Where 
the court determines that any one or more of the above categories is not 
recoverable in the action, those categories shall be omitted from the item- 
ization. 


Section 2. For purposes of this act, the following definitions shall apply: 


(a) PAST DAMAGES—damages and losses suffered or incurred prior 
to the date of judgment 


(b) FUTURE DAMAGES—damages and losses reasonably anticipated 
to be suffered or incurred following the date of judgment. 


As used herein, the terms “PLAINTIFF” and “DEFENDANT” shall 
include the singular and the plural. 


Section 3. Where the damages assessed against a defendant by the trier 
of fact include an award of future damages, the trial court shall comply with 
the following in rendering its judgment in the case: 


(a) Judgment shall be entered against the defendant for all past damages 
and punitive damages assessed against the defendant by the trier of fact. 


(b) If the award of future damages assessed by the trier of fact is 
$150,000 or less, the trial court shall enter judgment against the defendants 
for the amount of such future damages. 


(c) If the award of future damages assessed by the trier of fact is greater 
than $150,000, the trial court shall enter judgment as follows: 


(i) Judgment shall be entered against the defendant for $150,000 of such 
future damage. 
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(ii) If, as part of the plaintiff’s contract with his attorney, the plaintiff 
is obligated to pay his attorney a fee based on that portion of the award of 
future damages which exceeds $150,000, the court shall determine what 
portion of the award of future damages in excess of $150,000 is owed to the 
attorney under the contract and shall enter judgment for the remainder of 
the award of future damages in excess of $150,000 as provided in (iii), below. 
As to that portion of the award of future damages in excess of $150,000 
which is owed to the plaintiff’s attorney, that portion shall be reduced to 
present value by the court and judgment shall be entered against the defendant 
for the reduced amount. 


(iii)(1) For that portion of a future damage award in excess of $150,000 
and in excess of the attorney’s fee subject to (ii), above, judgment shall be 
entered requiring the defendant to pay that portion of such future damages 
by periodic payments over a period of years not to exceed such period of 
years as, according to the evidence offered during the trial of the case, such 
future damages may be incurred. In entering a judgment against the de- 
fendants ordering the payment of future damages by periodic payment, the 
trial court shall make a specific finding as to the dollar amount of periodic 
payments which will compensate the judgment creditor for such future 
damages as the same may be incurred, as determined from the evidence 
offered during the trial of the case. If, or to the extent that, the evidence 
offered at trial did not indicate the approximate time or time frame or both 
within which the future damages would be incurred, the trial court, for the 
purpose of determining the amount of periodic payments and the interval 
between such payments, shall conclusively presume that such damages will 
be incurred throughout the life expectancy of the judgment creditor on an 
equal periodic basis. The judgment ordering payment of future damages by 
periodic payments shall specify the recipient or recipients of the payments, 
the dollar amounts of the payments, the interval between payments, and the 
number of payments or period of time over which payments shall be made. 
The total amount of all periodic payments when added to the sum of $150,000 
and when added to that portion of the future damages award, not reduced 
to present value, which was used to calculate the attorney’s fee in paragraph 
(ii), above, shall not exceed the total amount of future damages contained 
in the verdict of the trier of fact. 


(2) As a condition to authorizing periodic payments for future damages, 
the court must receive adequate assurance that the defendant can and will 
make all required payments. Such assurance may include the requirement 
that the defendant either have sufficient financial ability to make all required 
payments, post adequate bond or other security, give evidence that there 
exists an insurance company, registered in this state, which is obligated to 
pay the judgment, or purchase an annuity of sufficient value to pay the 
future damages as structured, or any accelerated payments of those damages 
which might be required by this act. Nothing contained herein shall be 
construed as limiting the authority of the trial court to order a new trial, 
enter a judgment notwithstanding the verdict, or order a remittitur of 
damages. The provisions of this section shall also apply to any judgment 
following remittitur. 


(3) An award of future damages shall not be reduced to present value 
by the court, except as required in (ii), above, and no interest is to be 
charged on said damages. Evidence of the present value of future damages 
is inadmissible in cases covered by this act, except at a hearing authorized 
by Section 5, herein. If, however, the court determines that damages which 
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should be structured pursuant to (iii), above, cannot be structured due to 
the failure of the defendant to provide the financial assurances required in 
(iii) (2), above, that portion of the future damage award shall be reduced to 
present value by the court prior to entry of judgment. 


Section 4. Where a judgment is structured pursuant to Section 3, above, 
the following shall apply: 


(a) Should the judgment creditor die before the final installment is paid, 
the remaining payments shall be made to the estate of the decedent, or as 
otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction over the estate. 


(b) Where an installment payment is more than 15 days late, there 
shall be added to the amount due for that installment interest from the date 
payment was due at the rate of 20 percent per annum, compounded daily, 
and attorney’s fee if necessary to collect the amount due. 


(c) Upon motion of the judgment creditor, or his estate in the event of 
his death, the structure may be terminated and all unpaid installments 
declared immediately due if the court finds that the judgment debtor has 
exhibited a continuing pattern of failing to pay installments when due or 
that there is a reasonable likelihood that future payments may not be timely 
made. In all such cases, the court may further assess the debtor with costs 
and the creditor’s attorney’s fees relating to all proceedings conducted pur- 
suant to this paragraph. 


(d) No certificate of judgment shall issue or be recorded against any 
defendant for that portion of an award of future damages which is structured. 


Section 5. The court may conduct hearings and receive such evidence 
as is deemed necessary in order to make the determinations required in 
Section 3 and Section 4, above. 

Section 6. Nothing in this act shall be construed to alter or affect the 
nature, elements, form, or amount of damages recoverable in any action. 

Section 7. If any section, clause, provision, or portion of this act shall 
be held invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such holdings shall not affect any other section, clause, or provision of this 
act which is not in or of itself invalid or unconstitutional. 

Section 8. This act shall not affect the rights of any person if such 
rights accrued prior to the effective date of this act. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with any provision 
of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 10. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Relating to punitive damages in civil actions; to prohibit the award of

or ratified the wrongful conduct of the agent; or unless the acts of the agent, 
servant or employee were calculated to or did benefit the principal, employer 
or other master, except where the plaintiff knowingly participated with the 
agent, servant or employee to commit wrongful conduct with full knowledge 
of the import of his act; to provide that argument or mention, in the presence 
of the jury, of the classifications or limitations established in this act is not 
permissible and shall be ground for a mistrial; to provide that this act shall 
not apply to actions for wrongful death pursuant to Section 6-5-391 and 
Section 6-5-410, Code of Alabama 1975; to provide for certain exceptions; 
to provide for the repeal of inconsistent laws or parts of laws; to provide 
for the severability of this act; and to provide the manner in which this bill 
becomes law. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) Punitive damages may not be awarded in any civil action, 
except civil actions for wrongful death pursuant to Sections 6-5-391 and 6- 
5-410, Code of Alabama 1975, other than in a tort action where it is proven 
by clear and convincing evidence that the defendant consciously or delib- 
erately engaged in oppression, fraud, wantonness, or malice with regard to 
the plaintiff. Nothing contained in this act is to be construed as creating 
any claim for punitive damages which is not now present under the law of 
the State of Alabama. 


(b) As used in this act, the following definitions shall apply: 


(1) “Fraud” shall mean an intentional misrepresentation, deceit, or con- 
cealment of a material fact the concealing party had a duty to disclose, 
which was gross, oppressive or malicious and committed with the intention 
on the part of the defendant of thereby depriving a person or entity of 
property or legal rights or otherwise causing injury. 


(2) “Malice” is defined as the intentional doing of a wrongful act without 
just cause or excuse, either: 


a. With an intent to injure the person or property of another person 
or entity, or 


b. Under such circumstances that the law will imply an evil intent. 


(3) ‘““Wantonness” shall mean conduct which is carried on with a reckless 
or conscious disregard of the rights or safety of others. 


(4) “Clear and convincing evidence” shall mean evidence that, when 
weighed against evidence in opposition, will produce in the mind of the trier 
of fact a firm conviction as to each essential element of the claim and a 
high probability as to the correctness of the conclusion. Proof by clear and 
convincing evidence requires a level of proof greater than a preponderance 
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of the evidence or the substantial weight of the evidence, but jess than 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 


(5) “Oppression” shall mean subjecting a person to cruel and unjust 
hardship in conscious disregard of that person’s rights. 


Section 2. An award of punitive damages shall not exceed $250,000.00, 
unless it is based upon one or more of the following: 


(a) A pattern or practice of intentional wrongful conduct, even though 
the damage or injury was inflicted only on the plaintiff; or, 


(b) Conduct involving actual malice other than fraud or bad faith not 
a part of a pattern or practice; or, 


(c) Libel, slander or defamation. 


Section 3. Argument or mention, in the presence of the jury, of the 
classifications or limitations established in Section 2 above is not permissible 
and shall be ground for a mistrial. 


Section 4. (a) No presumption of correctness shall apply as to the 
amount of punitive damages awarded by the trier of the fact. 


(b) In all cases wherein a verdict for punitive damages is awarded, the 
trial court shall, upon motion of any party, either conduct hearings or receive 
additional evidence, or both, concerning the amount of punitive damages. 
Any relevant evidence, including but not limited to the economic impact of 
the verdict on the defendant or the plaintiff, the amount of compensatory 
damages awarded, whether or not the defendant has been guilty of the same 
or similar acts in the past, the nature and the extent of any effort the 
defendant made to remedy the wrong and the opportunity or lack of op- 
portunity the plaintiff gave the defendant to remedy the wrong complained 
of shall be admissible; however, such information shall not be subject to 
discovery, unless otherwise discoverable, until after a verdict for punitive 
damages has been rendered. After such post verdict hearing the trial court 
shall independently (without any presumption that the award of punitive 
damages is correct) reassess the nature, extent and economic impact of such 
an award of punitive damages, and reduce or increase the award if appropriate 
in light of all the evidence. 


Section 5. (a) On appeal, no presumption of correctness shall apply to 
the amount of punitive damages awarded. 


(b) The appellate court shall independently reassess the nature, extent 
and economic impact of such an award and reduce or increase the award if 
appropriate in light of all the evidence. 


Section 6. Nothing in this act is intended to limit the ability of a trial 
or appellate court to set aside or reverse an award of punitive damages, or 
to order a new trial. 


Section 7. Punitive damages may not be awarded against the State of 
Alabama or any county or municipality thereof, or any agency thereof, except 
any entity covered under the Medical Liability Act now codified as Section 
6-5-480 et seq., Code of Alabama 1975, or any acts amendatory thereto. 


Section 8. (a) A principal, employer or other master shall not be liable 
for punitive damages for intentional wrongful conduct or conduct involving 
malice based upon acts or omissions of an agent, employee or servant of 
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said principal, employer or master unless the principal, employer or master 
either: (i) knew or should have known of the unfitness of the agent, employee 
or servant, and employed him or continued to employ him, or used his 
services without proper instruction with a disregard of the rights or safety 
of others; or (ii) authorized the wrongful conduct; or (iii) ratified the wrongful 
conduct; or unless the acts of the agent, servant or employee were calculated 
to or did benefit the principal, employer or other master, except where the 
plaintiff knowingly participated with the agent, servant or employee to commit 
fraud or wrongful conduct with full knowledge of the import of his act. 


(b) Nothing contained in this Section 8 shall be construed to prevent 
recovery of punitive damages against a retail vendor of alcoholic beverages 
arising out of the acts of its agents, servants or employees acting within the 
line and scope of their employment.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. This Act may be cited as the Alabama Litigation Ac- 
countability Act. 


Section 2. The following words and phrases as used in this Act, have 
the meaning ascribed to them in this section, unless the context clearly 
requires otherwise: 


(1) WITHOUT SUBSTANTIAL JUSTIFICATION. The phrase “with- 
out substantial justification”, when used with reference to any action, claim, 
defense or appeal, including without limitation any motion, means that such 
action, claim, defense or appeal (including any motion) is frivolous, groundless 
in fact or in law, or vexatious, or interposed for any improper purpose, 
including without limitation, to cause unnecessary delay or needless increase 
in the cost of litigation, as determined by the Court. 


(2) PERSON. Any individual, corporation, company, association, firm, 
partnership, society, joint stock company, or any other entity, including any 
governmental entity or unincorporated association of persons. 


(3) ACTION. Any suit, counterclaim, crossclaim or third party claim 
filed at law or in equity, including any claim therein asserted by one or 
more parties or against one or more parties in a multi-party action or suit, 
or an appeal thereof. 
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(4) DEFENSE. Any affirmative defense under Rule 8 (C), Alabama 
Rules of Civil Procedure, filed in any action at law or in equity. 


SECTION 3. (A) Except as otherwise provided in this Act, in any civil 
action commenced or appealed in any court of record in this state, the court 
shall award, as part of its judgment and in addition to any other costs 
otherwise assessed, reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs against any attorney 
or party, or both, who has brought a civil action, or asserted a claim therein, 
or interposed a defense, that a court determines to be without substantial 
justification, either in whole or part; 


(B) When a court determines reasonable attorneys’ fees or costs should 
be assessed it shall assess the payment thereof against the offending attorneys 
or parties, or both, and in its discretion may allocate among them, as it 
determines most just, and may assess the full amount or any portion thereof 
to any offending attorney or party; 


(C) The court shall assess attorneys’ fees and costs against any party 
or attorney if the court, upon the motion of any party or on its own motion, 
finds that an attorney or party brought an action or any part thereof, or 
asserted any claim or defense therein, that is without substantial justification, 
or that the action or any part thereof, or any claim or defense therein, was 
interposed for delay or harassment, or if it finds that an attorney or party 
unnecessarily expanded the proceedings by other improper conduct including 
but not limited to abuses of discovery procedures available under the Alabama 
rules of civil procedures; 


(D) No attorneys’ fees or costs shall be assessed if a voluntary dismissal 
is filed as to any action, claim or defense within 90 days after filing, or 
during any reasonable extension granted by the court, for good cause shown, 
on motion filed prior to the expiration of said 90 day period; 


(E) No party, except an attorney licensed to practice law in this state, 
who is appearing without an attorney shall be assessed attorneys’ fees unless 
the court finds that the party clearly knew or reasonably should have known 
that his action, claim or defense or any part thereof was without substantial 
justification. 


SECTION 4. In determining the amount of an award of costs or 
attorneys’ fees, the court shall exercise its sound discretion. When granting 
an award of costs and attorneys’ fees, the court shall specifically set forth 
the reasons for such award and shall consider the following factors, among 
others, in determining whether to assess attorneys’ fees and costs and the 
amount to be assessed: (a) the extent to which any effort was made to 
determine the validity of any action, claim or defense before it was asserted; 
(b) the extent of any effort made after the commencement of an action to 
reduce the number of claims being asserted or to dismiss claims that have 
been found not to be valid; (c) the availability of facts to assist in determining 
the validity of an action, claim or defense; (d) the relative financial position 
of the parties involved: (e) whether or not the action was prosecuted or 
defended, in whole or in part, in bad faith or for improper purpose; (f) 
whether or not issues of fact, determinative of the validity of a parties’ claim 
or defense, were reasonably in conflict; (g) the extent to which the party 
prevailed with respect to the amount of and number of claims or defenses 
in controversy; (h) the extent to which any action, claim or defense was 
asserted by an attorney or party in a good faith attempt to establish a new 
theory of law in the state, which purpose was made known to the court at 
the time of filing; (i) the amount or conditions of any offer of judgment or 
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settlement in relation to the amount or conditions of the ultimate relief 
granted by the court; (j) the extent to which a reasonable effort was made 
to determine prior to the time of filing of an action or claim that all parties 
sued or joined were proper parties owing a legally defined duty to any party 
or parties asserting the claim or action; (k) the extent of any effort made 
after the commencement of an action to reduce the number of parties in 
the action; and (1) the period of time available to the attorney for the party 
asserting any defense before such defense was interposed. 


SECTION 5. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent an 
attorney and his client from negotiating in private the actual fee which the 
client is to pay his attorney. Nothing in this Act is intended to limit the 
authority of the court to approve written stipulations filed with the court 
or oral stipulations in open court agreeing to no award of attorneys’ fees or 
costs or an award of attorneys’ fees or costs in a manner different than that 
provided in this Act. 


SECTION 6. If any section, clause, provision or portion of this Act 
shall be held invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent iuris- 
diction, such holding shall not affect any other section, clause or provision 
of this Act which is not in and of itself invalid or unconstitutional.

the trier of the fact shall itemize damages as past damages, future damages,

any action to any county where it might have been brought for the con- 
venience of the parties and witnesses; to provide that any action for injury 
or damages whether in contract or in tort against a health care provider 
based on a breach of the standard of care commenced pursuant to §6-5-391 
or §6-5-410, Code of Alabama 1975, the amount of damages awarded to the 
plaintiff shall not exceed the sum of one million dollars ($1,000,000.00) and 
to provide that neither the court nor any party shall advise or infer to the 
jury that it may not return an award of any greater amount and to provide 
for the declaration of a mistrial if the jury is so advised and to provide for 
the reduction by the trial court of any verdict which exceeds one million 
dollars ($1,000,000.00) and to provide for adjustment of the one million 
dollars ($1,000,000.00) every twelve (12) months to reflect any increase or 
decrease in the consumer price index; to provide that in any action for 
injury or damages or wrongful death whether in contract or in tort against 
a health care provider based on a breach of the standard of care the plaintiff 
shall have the burden of proving by substantial evidence that the health 
care provider failed to exercise such reasonable care, skill and diligence as 
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other similarly situated health care providers in the same general line of 
practice, ordinarily have and exercise in a like case; to provide further that 
in an action against a health care provider not certified by the appropriate 
American Board as being a specialist, not trained or experienced in a medical 
specialty or not holding himself out as a specialist a “similarly situated 
health care provider” shall be licensed by the appropriate regulatory agency 
or board of this or some other state, be trained and experienced in the same 
discipline or school of practice; and has practiced in the same discipline or 
school of practice during the year preceding the date that the alleged breach 
of the standard of care occurred; to provide further that in actions against 
a health care provider certified by the appropriate American Board as a 
specialist, trained and experienced in a medical specialty or holding himself 
out as a specialist, a “similarly situated health care provider” shall be licensed 
by the appropriate regulatory agency or board of this or some other state, 
be certified by the appropriate American Board in the same specialty, and 
have practiced in the specialty during the year preceding the date of the 
alleged breach of the standard of care; to provide that evidence may not be 
received or admitted concerning the medical liability insurance of the de- 
fendant or of a witness testifying as a “similarly situated health care provider”;

4. Does Section 73 of the Constitution of 1901 require that House Bill 
269 receive a vote of 2/3 of all members elected to each house? 


5. If House Bill 269 violates Section 45 or Section 71 of the Constitution 
of 1901, is that portion of the bill in violation of said sections severable 
from the remainder of the bill?

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE

The House has originated and adopted the following House Joint Reso- 
lution and sends same herewith to the Senate for its consideration: 


By Rep. Adams: 


H.J.R.287. TO REDUCE THE PER DIEM EXPENSE ALLOW- 
ANCE AND TO INCREASE THE MONTHLY EXPENSE ALLOWANCE 
TO MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA. 


WHEREAS, the per diem expense allowance for state employees is $40 
for in-state travel, and 


WHEREAS, there is a wide discrepancy in the salaries of members of 
the Legislature as a result of the number of interim committees that an 
individual member is appointed to serve on and the number of out-of-state 
trips that each member takes, and 


WHEREAS, members of the Legislature are sensitive to the public’s 
perception of the fairness of their salary plan, and 


WHEREAS, members of the Legislature are presently compensated $85 
in Vi diem expense allowances for every day during a legislative session, 
an 


WHEREAS, members of the Legislature are presently compensated $600 
in monthly expense allowances, now therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That each member of the Legislature 
shall be entitled to and shall be paid forty dollars ($40) per diem for each 
legislative day that the Legislature actually meets during any regular session, 
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special session, or organizational session. In addition, each member of the 
Legislature shall be entitled to and shall be paid forty dollars ($40) for one 
additional day during each week of any regular session, special session, or 
organizational session as per diem expenses for committee work. Each member 
of the Legislature shall be entitled to and shall be paid forty dollars ($40) 
per diem for the performance of his or her duties as a member of any interim 
legislative committee authorized by the Legislature. Such payment is con- 
ditioned upon actual attendance at scheduled interim committee meetings. 
Such per diem expense allowance of forty dollars ($40) is in lieu of any per 
diem expense heretofore provided for members of the Legislature. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That each member of the Legislature 
shall be entitled to and shall be reimbursed for actual expenses incurred in 
the performance of his or her duties outside the State of Alabama. Such 
reimbursement shall be in addition to the per diem expense allowance of 
forty dollars ($40) to be provided for members of the Legislature. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That each member of the Legislature 
shall be entitled to and shall be paid one thousand and nine hundred dollars 
($1900) per month for expenses incurred in the performance of his or her 
duties, to be paid at the end of each month during his or her term. Such 
monthly expense allowance of one thousand and nine hundred dollars ($1900) 
shall be in lieu of any monthly expense allowance currently provided for 
members of the Legislature. Provided, however, that said monthly expense 
allowance of one thousand and nine hundred dollars ($1900) shall be in 
addition to the reasonable expense allowance provided to presiding officers 
as authorized in Act No. 1196 of the 1971 Regular Session of the Alabama 
Legislature.

risks to which they are exposed. 


(b) Member Boards of Education. A city board of education, county 
board of education, Department of Youth Services School District, Alabama 
Institute for Deaf and Blind, State Board of Education or other public 
education governing board which elects to pool its resources and funds with 
one or more other boards of education for the purpose of forming a Risk 
Management Cooperative. 


Section 2. Boards of Education in any combination of 25 or more may 
establish a Risk Management Cooperative for the purpose of pooling resources 
and funds to provide risk management alternatives for each member board 
of education and other named insureds. Member boards of education may 
appropriate such funds as necessary to the Risk Management Cooperative 
created hereunder. 


Section 3. Each Risk Management Cooperative established under pro- 
visions of this Act shall have the power and authority to establish a governing 
body of trustees; establish bylaws for the governing of such groups; enter 
into contracts with member boards of education; establish a schedule of 
benefits payable; establish a schedule of charges to be collected from member 
boards of education for benefits provided; enter into contracts with solvent 
insurers to provide excess coverage; enter into management and consultant 
contracts; hire attorneys and employees; and, exercise such powers and 
authority incident to the purposes of this act. 


Each Risk Management Cooperative established under the 
provisions of this act shall file with the State Insurance Commissioner a 
copy of its bylaws and schedule of benefits and charges. Each Risk Man- 
agement Cooperative shall also annually file with the State Insurance Com- 
missioner a certified financial audit. 


Section 5. Any insurance and/or excess insurance purchased by each 
Risk Management Cooperative established under the provisions of this act 
shall only be procured from sources meeting the requirements of the De- 
partment of Insurance of Alabama and/or federal Risk Retention Amend- 
ments of 1986. Copies of insurance contracts, if any, purchased by each Risk 
Management Cooperative will be filed annually with the State Insurance 
Commissioner. 


Section 6. Each Risk Management Cooperative established under the 
provisions of this act shall specifically be exempt from the payment of any 
insurance premium tax levied by the Insurance Department on premiums 
or charges collected. 


Section 7. This act is not intended and shall not be construed to subject 
any board of education to liability for tort claims where liability therefor 
does not already exist by law. 


Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 9. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 10. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

1975. 


The Standing Committee on Education reported the following substitute 
for the Bill, H. B. 209, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 209 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 40-17-31 and 40-17-171, Code of Alabama 1975, 
which levy a gasoline tax, so as to provide an exemption for gasoline purchased 
by city and county boards of education, the Alabama Institute for Deaf and 
Blind, and the Department of Youth Services School District. 
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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 40-17-31 and 40-17-171, Code of Alabama 1975, are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“§ 40-17-31. 


“(a) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer, storer or user of gasoline 
shall collect and pay over to the state department of revenue an excise tax 
of $.07 per gallon upon the selling, use or consumption, distributing, storing 
or withdrawing from storage in this state for any use of gasoline as defined 
or otherwise referred to in this article, except gasoline sold for use as fuel 
to propel aircraft and which gasoline is subject to the tax imposed in 


subsection (d) of this section; and except gasoline sold for use by city and 
county boards of education, the Alabama (natitute for Deaf and Bind and 
the Department of Youth Services School District; provided, that where any 
excise tax imposed by this section upon the sale, use or consumption, 
distribution, storage, withdrawal from storage in this state of such gasoline 
shall have been paid to the state by a distributor, refiner or by any retail 
dealer, storer or user, such payments shall be sufficient, the intent being 


that the tax shall be paid to the state but once. 


“(b) The state department of revenue is hereby authorized to issue to 
the United States certificates of exemption, upon forms prescribed by the 
department for use by the United States in purchasing gasoline or other 
fuels taxed by this section within the state of Alabama and which is paid 
for by the United States. Any person in reporting and paying the tax to 
the department may deduct the number of gallons of gasoline or other fuels 
taxed by this section sold to the United States, as shown by such certificate 
of exemption duly executed by the United States and filed with such report, 
and the department is authorized to adopt rules and regulations with respect 
to the issuance and use of such certificates. 


“(c) The revenue, less the cost of collection and all refunds authorized 
by law, obtained from the $.07 excise tax on gasoline, naphtha and other 
liquid motor fuels, or any device or substitute therefor commonly used in 
internal combustion engines, as is provided for in this section, shall not be 
used for any purposes other than the following, namely: 


“(1) The legislature hereby finds as a fact that of all the gasoline sold 
in this state not less than thirty-five one hundredths of one percent thereof 
is used for marine purposes to propel vessels on inland and coastal waterways 
of this state. The legislature hereby declares that it is the policy of this 
state to use the funds derived from the sale of marine gasoline to improve 
boating and boating facilities, seafoods and salt water sports fishing in this 
state. Thirty-five one hundredths of one percent of all state imposed taxes 
collected on the sale of gasoline (except gasoline and other fuels consumed 
in airplanes) shall be credited as follows: 60 percent to the state water safety 
fund of the water safety division and 40 percent to the seafood fund of the 
seafood division. 


“(2) The revenue arising from the sale of gasoline as herein defined, 
except gasoline sold for use as fuel to propel aircraft and which gasoline is 
subject to the tax imposed in subsection (d) of this section, for all other 
purposes shall not be used for any purpose other than for the construction, 
improvement, maintenance and supervision of highways, bridges and streets, 
including the retirement of bonds for the payment of which such revenues 
have been or may hereafter be pledged. The payment of the per diem and 
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mileage of members of county governing bodies when engaged in supervising 
the construction, improvement and maintenance of highways, bridges and 
streets, shall be construed as used in supervision; however, the governing 
body of each county is authorized to expend an amount not to exceed one 
third of the total amount of such revenue that may be received by such 
county in the payment of any debt that may have been incurred by such 
county for the construction or maintenance of roads or bridges. This fund 
shall be allocated in the manner now provided by law. On the twentieth day 
of each month following that quarter of any fiscal year, all revenue derived 
from the sale of gasoline to be consumed in the motor of a boat or vessel 
as defined in subdivision (1) of this subsection shall be allocated to the state 
water safety fund and seafood fund. 


“(d)(1) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer, storer or user of gasoline 
or any substitute or device therefor sold for use as a fuel to propel aircraft 
shall collect and pay over to the state department of revenue as excise tax 
in accordance with the following schedule upon the selling, use or con- 
sumption, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage in this state for 
use as a fuel to propel aircraft: 


“a. Gasoline or other fuel used to propel aircraft powered by reciprocating 
engines shall be taxed at the rate of two and seven tenths cents per gallon. 


“b. Any fuel used to propel aircraft powered by jet or turbine engines 
shall be taxed at the rate of nine tenths of one cent per gallon. 


“(2) On July 31, 1977, or as soon thereafter as practicable, and at the 
same time in every year thereafter, the commissioner of revenue shall de- 
termine the total number of gallons of fuel upon which the tax levied in 
subdivision (1) of this subsection has been reported and paid to the state 
during the preceding 12-month period, and at the same time he shall ascertain 
the total net amount of revenue produced by the tax levied thereon. If the 
net proceeds of the tax for such period amount to more than $650,000.00, 
the rate of tax shall be reduced in decrements of three tenths of one cent 
per gallon with respect to the tax levied in paragraph a of subdivision (1) 
of this subsection and in decrements of one tenth of one cent per gallon 
with respect to the tax levied in paragraph b of subdivision (1) of this 
subsection to the extent required to maintain net collections for such period 
at a level of $600,000.00. If at any time after such a reduction the rate of 
tax collections declines to the extent that the $600,000.00 level for a similar 
12-month period cannot be maintained, the rate of the tax shall be corre- 
spondingly increased in increments of three tenths of one cent per gallon 
with respect to the tax levied in paragraph a of subdivision (1) of this 
subsection and increments of one tenth of one cent per gallon with respect 
to the tax levied in paragraph b of subdivision (1) of this subsection to the 
extent required to maintain net collections for a similar period at a level of 
$600,000.00. It is the legislative intent by the above provisions to maintain 
collections at a $600,000.00 level per annum.

of all bonds which may be hereafter lawfully issued, sold and delivered for 
funds to be used exclusively for the enumerated purposes. 


“(4) There is hereby exempted from the provisions of subdivision (1) 
of this subsection and from the excise tax imposed by this section the sale, 
use or consumption, distribution, storage or withdrawal from storage in this 
state of gasoline or any other fuel for use as a fuel to propel aircraft of a 
certificated or licensed air carrier with a hub operation within this state, 
for use in conducting intrastate, interstate or foreign commerce for trans- 
porting people or property by air. For the purpose of this subdivision, the 
words “hub operation within this state” shall be construed to have all of 
the following criteria: 


“a, There originates from the location 15 or more flight departures and 
five or more different first-stop destinations five days per week for six or 
more months during the calendar year; and 


“b. Passengers and/or property are regularly exchanged at the location 
between flights of the same or a different certificated or licensed air carrier. 


“(e) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer or storer of gasoline or other 
fuels taxed by this section shall add the amount of the excise tax levied and 
assessed herein to the price of the gasoline or other fuels taxed by this 
section, it being the purpose and intent of this provision that the tax levied 
is in fact a levy on the consumer or user with distributor, refiner, retail 
dealer or storer, or in the case of a licensed user, acting merely as an agent 
of the state for the collection and payment of the tax to the state.”

“Every distributor, manufacturer, retail dealer or storer of lubricating 
oil, as herein defined, shall pay an excise tax of $.02 per gallon upon the 
selling, distributing or withdrawing from storage in this state for any use 
lubricating oil as herein defined; provided, that this excise tax shall neither 
be levied upon the sale of lubricating oil in interstate commerce nor upon

the allocation and expenditure of funds; to provide for exemptions from any 
and all taxes of any nature whatsoever; to provide that in the event appro- 
priations, current revenues or bond proceeds are insufficient to cover costs, 
the state of Alabama shall pledge its full faith and credit; to provide that 
the legislature may enact subsequent legislation relating to said music hall 
supplemental to this amendment or in furtherance of the purposes and 
objectives of the provisions not in conflict herewith; and to provide that 
this amendment shall be self-executing when approved by a majority of the 
qualified electors voting thereon and in accordance with Sections 284, 285 
and 287 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901, as amended, relating to the Alabama music hall of fame board is 
proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof when approved by a 
majority of the qualified electors voting thereon and in accordance with 
pla 284, 285 and 287 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as 
amended: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 
I 


Any provision of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, to 
the contrary notwithstanding, the Alabama Music Hall of Fame Authority 
(hereinafter described) is fully authorized and empowered to sell and issue 
its interest bearing bonds, which shall be and constitute general obligations 
of the state, in an aggregate principal amount not exceeding $2,500,000. The 
expenses incurred in the sale and issuance of said bonds shall be paid by 
the authority out of the proceeds derived from the sale thereof. The proceeds 
of said bonds remaining after payment of said expenses shall be turned over 
to the state treasurer, shall be carried in a special account of the state 
treasury to the credit of the authority, and shall be subject to be drawn on 
solely by the authority for the purposes authorized in this amendment. 


> 
As used in this amendment, the following words and phrases shall have 
the following respective meanings: 


“authority” means the Alabama Music Hall of Fame Authority created 
and established by this amendment. 


“board” means (i) the Alabama Music Hall of Fame Board created and 
established by Sections 41-9-680, et seq., of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, or (ii) such other agency of the state which performs substantially 
the same functions as said board and which is declared by the legislature 
to be a successor thereto or a replacement thereof. 


“state” means the state of Alabama. 


The authority is hereby fully authorized and empowered, except as herein 
specified or limited, to determine the terms and conditions of said bonds 
and to provide for the sale and issuance thereof. Upon issuance of said 
bonds by the authority, the state is authorized to and shall become indebted, 
in addition to all other indebtedness of the state, in the aggregate principal 
amount of such bonds issued pursuant to this amendment. The full faith 
and credit of the state are hereby irrevocably pledged for the prompt and 
faithful payment of the principal of said bonds and the interest and premium 
(if any) thereon. 


The proceeds of said bonds remaining after payment of the expenses of 
selling and issuing the same, together with the investment income derived 
from said proceeds, shall be used for the purpose of providing funds for the 
acquisition, construction, installation and equipping of buildings and other 
facilities consisting of any one or more of the following to be located in 
Colbert County, Alabama: (i) a music hall of fame and exhibition facility 
for the display of busts, statues, plaques, books, papers, pictures, computerized 
figures, memorabilia, records, films, audio tapes, video tapes, compact disks, 
recordings, pictures and other exhibits relating to music and musicians, (ii) 
a library, research and educational center for the collection and documentation 
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of music and for music education and enrichment programs, (iii) an audio- 
visual auditorium/theatre, (iv) a recording studio, or (v) other facilities 
necessary or useful in connection with the use of any of the aforesaid facilities, 
including the acquisition of sites and equipment for any of the aforesaid 
facilities. Said proceeds may also be used to pay any costs and expenses 
incidental to the aforesaid purposes for which the bonds are authorized, 
which may include but shall not be limited to interest on such bonds prior 
to and during construction of the aforesaid facilities to be constructed with 
said proceeds and for not exceeding one year after completion of construction. 
The authority is hereby fully authorized and empowered, except as herein 
specified or limited, to determine which of the aforesaid facilities shall be 
acquired, constructed, installed or equipped by the authority using the afore- 
said proceeds. The plans and specifications for any building or other facility 
acquired, constructed, installed or equipped with proceeds of said bonds shall 
be approved solely by the authority. 


The authority is also authorized and empowered to sell and issue one 
or more series of its bonds, which shall be and constitute general obligations 
of the state, to refund all or any of the bonds authorized by this amendment 
in such principal amount or amounts (which may exceed the principal amount 
of the bonds being refunded) and in such manner as may be provided by 
resolution duly adopted by the authority. The authority is also hereby fully 
authorized and empowered, except as herein specified or limited, to determine 
the terms and conditions of such refunding bonds and to provide for the 
sale and issuance thereof. Upon issuance of said bonds by the authority, the 
state is authorized to and shall become indebted, in addition to all other 
indebtedness of the state, in the aggregate principal amount of such refunding 
bonds issued pursuant to this amendment. The full faith and credit of the 
state are hereby irrevocably pledged for the prompt and faithful payment of 
the principal of said refunding bonds and the interest and premium (if any) 
thereon. 


All bonds issued by the authority (including refunding bonds) may be 
sold at public or private sale, with or without competitive bidding, to such 
person or persons, at such price or prices and upon such terms as the 
authority shall determine to be in the best interests of the authority and 
the state. Neither a public hearing nor consent of the state (including any 
officer, official, department or other agency of the state) shall be a prerequisite 
to issuance of any bonds by the authority. 


Nothing in this amendment or in any other provision of the Constitution 
of Alabama of 1901, as amended, shall prevent the authority from selling 
and issuing one or more additional series of its bonds which shall be solely 
revenue obligations of the authority and which shall not create general 
obligations or debts of the state. 


II 


There is hereby created and established a state agency to be known as 
the Alabama Music Hall of Fame Authority which shall be a public body 
corporate with all the powers and privileges of a corporation, for the purpose 
of providing for and participating in the management and control of the 
aforesaid facilities. 


The members of the board, and their respective successors as members 
thereof shall constitute ex officio all the members of the authority. The 
chairman, vice chairman, secretary and treasurer of the board shall constitute 
ex officio the chairman, vice chairman, secretary and treasurer respectively 
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of the authority. The authority, at its option, may appoint an assistant 
secretary who need not be a member of the authority. The members of the 
authority shall constitute the governing body of the authority. The presence 
of any four members of the authority shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. No vacancy in the membership of the authority or 
the voluntary disqualification or abstention of any member thereof shall 
impair the right of a quorum of the authority to act. Should any member 
of the authority cease to be a member or officer of the board by reason of 
death, resignation, expiration of his term of office, or for any other reason, 
then his successor as a member or officer of the board shall take his place 
as a member or Officer, as the case may be, of the authority. 


The authority may adopt such rules, regulations and bylaws as it may 
determine to be necessary or desirable for the conduct of its duties, powers 
or functions. The authority is authorized and empowered to use the moneys, 
services, facilities and employees of the board in carrying out its functions 
or in furthering the objects or purposes of this amendment. Members and 
officers of the authority shall be entitled to compensation for their services 
as may from time to time be provided by resolution duly authorized by the 
authority and shall be reimbursed for their transportation, travel and other 
expenses incurred in attending meetings of the authority or the board or 
otherwise in the performance of their duties as members or officers of the 
authority. Reasonable compensation and expense allowances for members or 
officers of the authority may from time to time be altered or provided for 
by legislative act. No member of the authority shall vote on any matter 
coming before the authority in which he, his immediate family or any business 
enterprise with which he is associated has any direct pecuniary interest; 
provided, however, that when any such matter is brought before the authority, 
if a member having an interest therein discloses to the authority any direct 
pecuniary interest he has personally or through family connections or business 
associations and thereafter withdraws from participation in the decision and 
vote of the authority with respect to such matter, then such member, his 
family or any business enterprise with which he is associated shall not be 
disqualified by the authority in any such matter, including, without limitation, 
matters involving contracting with individuals or firms to perform professional 
services. No member, officer or employee of the authority or the board shall 
be personally liable for any debt, obligation or liability of the authority, the 
board or the state. 


III 
The authority shall be authorized: 


a. To investigate and select an available site for its operations and 
housing the exhibits, including the surrounding grounds, in cooperation with 
the community, taking into consideration all pertinent factors affecting the 
suitability of such site; 


b. To acquire by rent or lease agreement or otherwise the necessary 
housing facilities and to establish, improve and enlarge any available facility, 
including providing it with necessary equipment, furnishings, landscaping 
and related facilities, including parking areas and ramps, roadways, sewers, 
curbs and gutters; 


c. To enter into such contracts and cooperative agreements with the 
local, state and federal governments, with agencies of such governments, 
including the Tennessee Valley Authority, with private individuals, corpo- 
rations, associations and other organizations as it may deem necessary or 
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convenient to carry out the purposes of this amendment, such contracts and 
agreements to include leases to private industry; 


d. To borrow money from private sources or such other source as may 
be acceptable to the authority under such terms and conditions as may be 
provided by resolution duly adopted by the authority and, in order to provide 
security for the repayment of any such private loans, to pledge such future 
revenues from admissions and any other sources as may, from time to time, 
be necessary or desirable. 


e. To issue and sell at any time, and from time to time, its revenue 
bonds for the purpose of providing funds to acquire, enlarge, improve, equip 
and maintain any facility and for the payment of obligations incurred for 
such purposes. The principal and interest on any such revenue bonds shall 
be payable out of the revenues derived from such facility and as otherwise 
herein provided. 


f. To make such contracts in the issuance of its bonds as may seem 
necessary or desirable to assure their marketability and to provide for their 
retirement by a pledge of all or any revenue which may come to the authority 
from the investment of the proceeds of the sale of such bonds or from any 
other source whatsoever; 


g. To accept public or private gifts, grants and donations; 
h. To acquire property by purchase, lease, gift or license; 


i. To allocate and expend funds from all donations, income and revenue 
from any source whatsoever coming into its treasury for the fulfillment and 
accomplishment of its duties and responsibilities in such manner as may be 
necessary and appropriate for the perfection of the purposes of this amend- 
ment, and to transfer funds from the board to the authority or from the 
authority to the board; 


j. To sell, convey, transfer, lease or donate any property, franchise, grant, 
easement, license or lease or interest therein which it may own and to 
transfer, assign, sell, convey or donate any right, title or interest which it 
may have in any lease, contract, agreement, license or property; 


k. To perform such other acts necessary or incidental to the accom- 
plishment of the purposes of this amendment, whether or not specifically 
authorized in this amendment, and not otherwise prohibited by law. 


IV 


In view of the unique character and complexity of the duties and 
responsibilities imposed on the authority by this amendment, it is hereby 
specifically provided that the authority shall have, in addition to the power 
and the authority enumerated in part III of this amendment the right, power 
and authority to: 


a. Develop and institute a program of promotion and advertising of the 
exhibits and facilities provided for by this amendment, said program of 
promotion and advertising to be conducted by the authority both within 
and without the state in such manner and to such extent as may be deemed 
economically advisable and appropriate by it; 


b. Purchase and acquire items of tangible or intangible personal property; 


c. Operate itself or, in its discretion enter into lease agreement with a 
person or agency of its choosing to operate, all concessions located in or on 
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the grounds and facilities operated by the authority, any such lease agreement 
to be designated so as to provide maximum services and convenience to the 
patrons of the exhibit center and to provide reasonable revenue return to 
the authority. 


Vv 


The authority and the board, the property and income of the authority 
and the board, all bonds issued by the authority, the income from such 
bonds, conveyances by or to the authority or the board, and leases, mortgages 
and deeds of trust or trust indentures by or to the authority or the board 
shall be exempt from all taxation in the state of Alabama. The authority 
and the board shall be exempt from all taxes levied by any county, incor- 
porated city or town, or other political subdivision of the state, including, 
but without limitation to, license and excise taxes imposed in respect of the 
privilege of engaging in any of the activities in which the authority or the 
board may engage. The authority and the board shall not be obligated to 
pay or allow any fees, taxes or costs to the judge of probate of any county 
of the state in respect of the recording of any document. 


The authority and the board shall be exempt from the laws of the state 
governing usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates, including, but without 
limitation to, the provisions of Chapter 8 of Title 8 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1975, as amended, and the authority and the board shall not be governed 
by the provisions of Chapter 20 of Title 41 of the Code of Alabama of 1975, 
as amended (or any successor provisions of law). The authority and the 
board are arms of the state, existing to carry forth important functions of 
the state government, and as such they constitute part of the state for 
purposes of Art. I, Section 14 of the Constitution of 1901, as amended, and 
the members and officers of the authority and the board are state officers 
for purposes of said Section 14 of the Constitution whose duties and functions 
are discretionary in nature. No proceeding, notice or approval shall be required 
for the issuance of any bonds, the execution of any mortgage and deed of 
trust or trust indenture, or the exercise of any other of its powers by the 
authority. 


The members, the officers and employees of the authority and the board 
shall not be subject to the provisions of Chapter 25 of Title 36 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended, or to the rules and promulgations by the 
Alabama ethics commission or to Chapter 7 of Title 36 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended (or any successor provisions of law). All contracts 
and leases made by the authority or the board shall be exempt from the 
laws of the state now or hereafter in effect that require competitive bids, 
including, but without limitation to, the provisions of Article 3 of Chapter 
16 of Title 41 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 


VI 


Any bonds of the authority may be sold, executed and delivered at any 
time and from time to time, may be in such forms, denominations, series 
and numbers, may be of such tenor and maturities, may bear such date or 
dates, may be payable in such installments and at such place or places, may 
bear interest at such rate or rates payable and evidenced in such manner, 
and may contain provisions for redemption at the option of the authority 
at such date or dates prior to their maturity and upon payment of such 
redemption price or prices, all as shall be provided by the authority in the 
resolution or resolutions whereunder the bonds are issued. The principal of 
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each series of bonds shall mature in annual installments in such amounts 
as shall be specified in the resolution or resolutions of the authority under 
which they are issued, the first of which installments shall mature not later 
than three years after the date of the bonds of such series and the last of 
which installments shall mature not later than thirty years after the date 
of the bonds of the same series. 


The bonds shall be signed in the name of the authority by its chairman 
and the eet seal of the state of Alabama, or a facsimile thereof, shall be 
impressed, printed or otherwise reproduced thereon and shall be attested by 
the signature of the secretary of the authority; provided that facsimile 
signatures of said officers may be reproduced on such bonds in lieu of their 
manually signing the same. 


The provisions of this amendment shall be self-executing and no further 
authorization from the legislature shall be a prerequisite to the validity of 
any bonds issued hereunder, although the legislature may enact appropriate 
implementing laws, whether before or after the effective date of this amend- 
ment, which are not in conflict herewith.

The state is authorized to pay from any of its revenues of whatsoever 
nature and make available to the authority at any time and from time to 
time such sums as the authority determines are necessary for the prompt 
and faithful payment of the principal, the interest and premium (if any) on 
the bonds of the authority in the event the authority determines that 
appropriations by the legislature and other revenues of the authority (in- 
cluding bond proceeds) remaining after the payment of operating and other 
expenses are insufficient for the payment of said principal, interest and 
premium. 


Vill 


The provisions of this amendment shall be construed liberally, it being 
the purpose to provide in this state appropriate housing facilities for dis- 
playing to the general public exhibits of the authority and the board and 
for the management and control of displays by such means as may be 
determined to be feasible and agreed upon by the authority and the board. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held at the next general, special, primary or constitutional amendment election 
after the expiration of three months from final adjournment of the current 
session of the Legislature. The election shall be held in accordance with the 
provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as 
amended, and the general election laws of this state. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be ap by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the state. In 
every county in which no newspaper is published, a copy of the notice shall 
be posted at each courthouse and post office. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act shall be effective immediately 
upon ratification by the people and the Governor thereafter shall proclaim 
this amendment as required by law.

for the painting, repair, or reconditioning of vessels, barges, ships and other 
watercraft of over 50 tons burden), an amount equal to four percent of the 
gross proceeds of sales of the business, or the amount of tax collected by 
the retailer, whichever is greater, except where a different amount is expressly 
provided herein. Provided: however, that any person engaging or continuing 
in business as a retailer and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax required 
on the gross proceeds of retail sales of such business at the rates specified, 
when his books are kept so as to show separately the gross proceeds of sales 
of each business, and when his books are not so kept he shall pay the tax 
as a retailer, on the gross sales of the business. 


“Where any used part including tires of an automotive vehicle or a 
truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of 
trades, as a credit or part payment on the sale of a new or rebuilt part of 
tire, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the 
price of the new or used part or tire sold less the credit for the used part 
or tire taken in trade, provided, however, this provision shall not be construed 
to include batteries. 


(2) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing within 
this state in the business of conducting or operating places of amusement 
or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alleys, amusement devices, 
musical devices, theaters, opera houses, moving picture shows, vaudevilles, 
amusement parks, athletic contests, including wrestling matches, prize fights, 
boxing and wrestling exhibitions, football and baseball games, (including 
athletic contests, conducted by or under the auspices of any educational 
institution within this state, or any athletic association thereof, or other 
association whether such institution or association be a denominational, a

processing or manufacturing tangible personal property, and the parts of 
such machines, attachments and replacements therefor, which are made or 
manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines and which 
are necessary to the operation of such machines and are customarily so used. 


“(4) Upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing within 
this state in the business of selling at retail any automotive vehicle or truck 
trailer, semitrailer or house trailer, an amount equal to one and one-half 
percent of the gross proceeds of sale of said automotive vehicle or truck 
trailer, semitrailer, or house trailer, or the amount of tax collected by the 


retailer, whichever is greater, provided, however, where a person subject to 
the tax provided for in this subdivision withdraws from his stock in trade 
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any automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer for use 
by him or by his employee or agent in the operation of such business, there 
shall be paid, in lieu of the tax levied herein, a fee of $5.00 per year or part 
thereof during which such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or 
house trailer shall remain the property of such person. Each such year or 
part thereof shall begin with the day or anniversary date, as the case may 
be of such withdrawal and shall run for the 12 succeeding months or part 
thereof during which such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or 
house trailer shall remain the property of such person.

one-half percent rate herein prescribed with respect to parts, attachments 
and replacements shall not apply to any automotive vehicle or trailer designed 
primarily for public highway use, except farm trailers used primarily in the 
production and harvesting of agricultural commodities. 


“Where any used machine, machinery or equipment which is used in 
planting, cultivating and harvesting farm products, or used in connection 
with the production of agricultural produce or products, livestock and poultry 
on farms is taken in trade or in a series of trades as a credit or part payment 
on a sale of a new or used machine, machinery or equipment, the tax levied 
herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the new or 
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used machine, machinery or equipment sold, less the credit for the used 
machine, machinery or equipment taken in trade.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective on the first day of the second 
month following its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

(4) Any self-insured fund established pursuant to Section 11-26-1, 11- 
26-2, or 11-30-2, and trade associations organized under 25-5-9 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975, but nothing herein shall be construed to immunize the 
entity itself. 


(5) Any board, authority or commission the members of which are 
appointed by the governing body or bodies of any county or municipality, 
or by the Governor or other constitutional officer or member of the legislature 
pursuant to legislative or constitutional authorization, or the members of 
which are constitutionally or legislatively delegated. 


Section 3. Any officer of a qualified entity shall be immune from suit 
and not subject to civil liability arising from the conduct of the affairs of 
such qualified entity except when the act or omission of such officer, which 
gives rise to a cause of action, amounts to willful or reckless or wanton 
misconduct or gross negligence, or fraud, or bad faith. Nothing contained 
in this section shall be construed to benefit recovery from or provide immunity 
to the owner or the operator of a motor vehicle for actions arising out of 
the operation or ownership of a motor vehicle. The immunity granted herein 
shall not be construed to relieve qualified entities from responsibility for the 
acts or omissions of its officers as herein above defined. Further, the provisions 
of this act are not intended to immunize any individual who receives 
compensation from the entity or any parent or subsidiary entity thereof.

BILLS ON THIRD READING 


The Senate proceeded to consideration of the special, paramount, and 
continuing order of business for today, which was the Bill: 


H. 346. To provide that no person shall perform an abortion on an 
unemancipated minor without parental involvement of said minor’s parents; 
to provide for certain exceptions; to provide for alternative court hearing 
and procedures; and to provide for criminal penalties for violation of the 
provisions of this act. 


Senator Bailey offered the following substitute for the Bill, H. B. 346, 
to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 346 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide that no person shall perform an abortion on an unemancipated 
minor without parental consent of said minor’s parents; to provide for certain 
exceptions; to provide for alternative court hearing and procedures; and to 
provide for criminal penalties for violation of the provisions of this act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. Legislative Purpose and Findings. 


(a) It is the intent of the Legislature in enacting this parental consent 
provision to further the important and compelling state interests of: 
1) protecting minors against their own immaturity, 2) fostering the family 
structure and preserving it as a viable social unit, and 3) protecting the rights 
of parents to rear children who are members of their household. 


(b) The Legislature finds as fact that: 1) immature minors often lack 
the ability to make fully informed choices that take account of both immediate 
and long-range consequences, 2) the medical, emotional and psychological 
consequences of abortion are serious and can be lasting, particularly when 
the patient is immature, 3) the capacity to become pregnant and the capacity 
for mature judgment concerning the wisdom of an abortion are not necessarily 
related, 4) parents ordinarily possess information essential to a physician’s 
exercise of his best medical judgment concerning the child, and 5) parents 
who are aware that their minor daughter has had an abortion may better 
insure that she receives adequate medical attention after her abortion. The 
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Legislature further finds that parental consultation is usually desirable and 
in the best interests of the minor. 


Section 2. For purposes of this act, the following definitions shall apply: 
(a) “Minor” means any person under the age of eighteen (18) years; 


(b) “Emancipated minor” means any minor who is or has been married 
or has by court order otherwise been legally freed from the care, custody 
and control of her parents; 


(c) “Abortion” means the use of any instrument, medicine, drug or any 
other substance or device with intent to terminate the pregnancy of a woman 
known to be pregnant, with intent other than to increase the probability of 
a live birth, to preserve the life or health of the child after live birth, or to 
remove a dead or dying unborn child. 


Section 3. (1) Except as otherwise provided in subsections (2) and (5) 
of this section and Sections 4 and 5 hereof, no person shall perform an 
abortion upon an unemancipated minor unless he or his agent first obtains 
the written consent of either parent or the legal guardian of the minor. 


(2) (a) If the minor’s parents are divorced or otherwise unmarried and 
living separate and apart, then the written consent of the parent with legal 
custody, care and control of such minor shall be sufficient. 


(b) If the minor’s pregnancy was caused by sexual intercourse with the 
minor’s natural father, adoptive father or stepfather or legal guardian, then 
the written consent of the minor’s mother shall be sufficient. 


(3) The person who shall perform the abortion or his agent shall obtain 
or be provided with the written consent from either parent or legal guardian 
stating the names of the minor, parent or legal guardian, that he or she, is 
informed that the minor desires an abortion and does consent to the abortion, 
the date, and shall be signed by either parent or legal guardian. The eman- 
cipated minor shall verify on the same form, by her signature and in the 
presence of such person who shall perform the abortion or his agent, that 
said signature of the parents, parent or legal guardian is authentic. The 
consent shall be kept as a part of the minor’s patient file for seven years. 


(4) If the minor is emancipated, the person who shall perform the 
abortion or his agent shall obtain a written statement stating the name of 
the emancipated minor, that the minor is emancipated, the type of eman- 
cipation, the date and shall be signed by the minor. The written statement 
shall be signed in the presence of the person who shall perform the abortion 
or his agent and witnessed by him or the agent. The emancipated minor 
shall also provide a license or certificate of marriage, judgment or decree of 
divorce, order of emancipation or relieving her of the disabilities of nonage, 
or other court document evidencing her marriage, divorce, or emancipation. 
A copy of any such document shall b2 attached to the written statement 
and kept as a part of the minor’s patient file for seven years. 


(5) A minor who elects not to seek or does not or cannot for any reason, 
including unavailability or refusal by either or both parents or legal guardian, 
obtain consent from either of her parents or legal guardian under this section, 
may petition, on her own behalf, the juvenile court, or court of equal standing, 
in the county in which the minor resides or in the county in which the 
abortion is to be performed for a waiver of the consent requirement of this 
section pursuant to the procedure of Section 4 of this act. 
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Section 4. (1) A minor who elects not to seek or does not or cannot 
for any reason, obtain consent from either of her parents or legal guardian, 
may petition, on her own behalf, the juvenile court, or the court of equal 
standing, in the county in which the minor resides or in the county in which 
the abortion is to be performed for a waiver of the consent requirement of 
this act. Notice by the court to the minor’s parents, parent or legal guardian 
shall not be required or permitted. The requirements and procedures under 
this act shall apply and are available to minors whether or not they are 
residents of this state. 


(2) The minor may participate in proceedings in the court on her own 
behalf. The court shall advise hee that she has a right to court-appointed 
counsel and shall provide her with such counsel upon her request or if she 
is not already adequately represented. If the minor petitioner chooses to 
represent herself, such pleadings, documents or evidence that she may file 
with the court shall be liberally construed by the court so as to do substantial 
justice. Hearsay evidence shall be admissible. 


(3) The court shall insure that the minor is given assistance in preparing 
and filing the petition and shal] insure that the minor’s identity is kept 
confidential. Such assistance may be provided by court personnel including 
intake personnel of juvenile probation services. 


(4) The petition required in Section 3 (5) shall be made under oath 
and shall include all of the following: 


(a) A statement that the petitioner is pregnant; 


(b) A statement that the petitioner is unmarried, under eighteen (18) 
years of age, and unemancipated; 


(c) A statement that the petitioner wishes to have an abortion without 
the consent of either parent or legal guardian; 


(d) An allegation of either or both of the following: 


(i) That the petitioner is sufficiently mature and well enough informed 
to intelligently decide whether to have an abortion without the consent of 
either of her parents or legal guardian. 


(ii) That one or both of her parents or her guardian has engaged in a 
pattern of physical, sexual, or emotional abuse against her, or that the 
consent of her parents, parent or legal guardian otherwise is not in her best 
interest. 


(e) A statement as to whether the petitioner has retained an attorney 
and the name, address and telephone number of her attorney. 


(5) Court proceedings shall be given such precedence over other pending 
matters as is necessary to insure that the court may reach a decision promptly, 
but in no case, except as provided herein, shall the court fail to rule within 
seventy-two (72) hours of the time the petition is filed, Saturdays, Sundays, 
and legal holidays excluded. Provided, however, this time requirement may 
be extended on the request of the minor. If a juvenile court judge is not 
available for the hearing provided herein, the clerk of the court in which 
the petition was filed shall forthwith notify the presiding circuit court judge 
and the presiding circuit court judge of the circuit shall immediately appoint 
a district or circuit court level judge to hear the petition. 
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(6) The required consent shall be waived if the court finds either: 


(a) That the minor is mature and well-informed enough to make the 
abortion decision on her own; or 


(b) That performance of the abortion would be in the best interest of 
the minor. 


(7) A court that conducts proceedings under this section shall issue 
written and specific factual findings and legal conclusions supporting its 
decision and shall order that a confidential record of the evidence be main- 
tained for at least seven years. A transcript of the proceedings shall be 
recorded and if there is an appeal as provided in subsection (8), a transcript 
of the proceedings shall be prepared forthwith. 


(8) An expedited confidential and anonymous appeal shall be available 
to any minor to whom the court denies a waiver of consent. If notice of 
appeal is given, the record of appeal shall be completed and the appeal shall 
be perfected within five (5) days from the filing of the notice of appeal. 
Briefs shall not be required but may be permitted. Because time may be of 
the essence regarding the performance of the abortion, the Alabama Supreme 
Court shall issue promptly such additional rules as it deems are necessary 
to insure that appeals under this section are handled in an expeditious, 
confidential and anonymous manner. 


(9) All proceedings under this act shall be confidential and anonymous. 
In all pleadings or court documents, the minor shall be identified by initials 
only. 


(10) No fees or costs shall be required of any minor who avails herself 
of the procedures provided by this section. 


Section 5. This act shall not apply when, in the best clinical judgment 
of the attending physician on the facts of the case before him, a medical 
emergency exists that so compromises the health, safety or well-being of the 
mother as to require an immediate abortion. A physician who does not 
comply with Sections 3 and 4 of this act by reason of this exception shall 
state in the medical record of the abortion, the medical indications on which 
his judgment was based. 


Section 6. Any person who intentionally performs or causes to be per- 
formed an abortion in violation of the provisions of this act or intentionally 
fails to conform to any requirement of this act, shall be guilty of a Class A 
misdemeanor. 


Section 7. No physician who complies with the parental consent re- 
quirements of this act shall be liable in any manner to the minor upon 
whom the abortion was performed for any claim whatsoever arising out of 
or based on the disclosure of any information concerning the medical con- 
dition of such minor to her parent(s) or legal guardian(s). In no event shall 
the physician be under any duty to initiate proceedings in any court to 
secure a waiver of the parental consent requirement on behalf of any minor 
who has requested that an abortion be performed. 


Section 8. (1) Records and information involving court proceedings 
conducted pursuant to Section 4 of this act shall be confidential and shall 
not be disclosed other than to the minor, her attorney and necessary court 
personnel. Nothing in this subsection shall prohibit the keeping of statistical 
records and information as long as the anonymity of the minor is in no 
way compromised. 
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(2) Any person who shall disclose any records or information made 
confidential pursuant to subsection (1) of this section shall be guilty of a 
Class C misdemeanor. 


(3) Provided, however, any person who performs abortions, or his agent, 
shall furnish to the bureau of vital statistics, on confidential forms furnished 
by the bureau, the following: 1) the number of abortions performed on each 
unemancipated and emancipated minors with written consent; 2) the number 
of abortions performed on each unemancipated and emancipated minors 
pursuant to juvenile or other court proceedings pursuant to Section 3(5) of 
this act; and 3) the number of abortions performed pursuant to Section 5 
of this act in each unemancipated and emancipated minors. Such reporting 
shall be provided annually as prescribed by the bureau of vital statistics 
which shall be retained by the bureau for at least seven years. Such infor- 
mation prescribed shall include nonconfidential statistics, including but not 
limited to: age, race and education level of minor. 


Section 9. No provision of this act shall be subject to the Administrative 
Procedure Act. 


Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part, word 
or phrase of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 12. This act shall become effective 90 days after its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

REPORT OF 
COMMITTEE ON RULES 


Mr. President: 


Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said 
Committee, in session, has compared the following engrossed Senate Bills 
with the original Senate Bills, respectively, and finds same correctly engrossed, 
to-wit:

The legislature further finds and declares that the storage and trans- 
portation of motor fuels within the jurisdiction of this state poses threats 
of damage to the environment of the state, to citizens of the state, and to 
other interests deriving livelihood from the state; and that such hazards 
have occurred in the past, are now occurring, and will continue to occur. 
Discharges from underground tanks pose a significant threat to the quality 
of ground waters of this state. 

The legislature further finds that where contamination of groundwater 
has occurred, remedial measures have often been delayed for long periods 
while determinations as to liability and the extent of liability are made; that 
such delays result in the continuation and intensification of the threat to 
the public health, safety, and welfare, in greater damages to the environment, 
and in significantly higher costs to contain and remove the contamination;

(c) The district attorney of the Eighteenth Judicial Circuit shall continue 
to receive any and all salary supplements and expense allowances heretofore 
provided by the counties comprising said circuit and such supplements and 
expense allowances shall, beginning October 1, 1987, be provided by the 
county comprising the Eighteenth Judicial Circuit, the provisions of any 
local act to the contrary notwithstanding.

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901 is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the Constitution 
when all requirements of Amendment 425 of the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1901 are fulfilled: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


In addition to any and all other taxes now authorized, or that may be 
hereafter authorized, by the Constitution and laws of Alabama, in Tallapoosa 
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County there is hereby levied an additional eight mills on each dollar of 
taxable property situated in said county, for schools, capital outlay, main- 
tenance, equipment, repairs or other educational purposes, except for salaries, 
and for the purpose of providing tuition assistance for Tallapoosa County 
residents attending Alexander City Junior College; provided that before said 
taxes are levied and collected the question first shall be approved by the 
qualified electors of Tallapoosa County. If a majority of the qualified electors 
voting thereon shall vote in favor of such taxes then the said taxes shall be 
effective; if a majority of the qualified electors voting thereon vote in 
opposition of such taxes then the provisions of this act shall become null 
and void and have no effect; provided, however, if a majority of the qualified 
electors of Tallapoosa County who participate in the referendum held on 
the adoption of this amendment vote in favor thereof, no further election 
need be held and this amendment shall become self-executing. 


Of the total revenues generated by this amendment, those generated by 
seven mills of said tax shall be deposited in the county treasury and shall 
be designated for the use of the respective boards of education in Tallapoosa 
County, and shall be allocated by the Tallapoosa County Board of Education. 
Such funds shall be apportioned among the county and city school systems 
on the basis of the current ratio distribution formula used in apportionment 
of minimum program funds within the county. No assessment or collection 
charge otherwise authorized by law shall be deducted by the tax assessor, 
tax collector, or other public officer or employee pursuant to the assessment 
or collection of the tax herein levied. 


The provisions of this act shall be construed in pari materia with all 
other provisions relating to school district taxes in Tallapoosa County, except 
as there is a direct conflict herewith. 


Of the total revenues generated by this amendment, those generated by 
one mill of said tax shall be designated for Alexander City Junior College 
for tuition assistance for Tallapoosa County residents attending Alexander 
City Junior College. 


Section 2. The provisions of this amendment shall have no force and 
effect unless it shall first be unanimously approved by at least three-fifths 
vote of the elected members of each house and unanimously approved by 
the local constitutional amendment commission. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment shall 
be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the day 
appointed for the election in each newspaper qualified to run legal notices 
in the county affected. 


Section 4. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to be 
held at a special election to be called for that purpose only by the Court of 
County Commissioners of Tallapoosa County; such election to be held not 
more than 60 days following the passage of this act. The election shall be 
held in accordance with the provisions of Amendment 425 to the Constitution 
of 1901, and the general election laws of this state.

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1988, and 
for the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of 
Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 4 of this Act. 
For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts 
are shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs is shown so 
as to include estimated sourtes of funds other than the appropriation made 
in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act,

SECTION 5. 


A. SPECIAL MENTAL HEALTH FUND: 


(1) There is hereby appropriated from the Special Mental Health Trust Fund 
to the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama for the University of Alabama 
at Birmingham $3,504,049 to be expended for Special Mental Health. 


(2) There is hereby appropriated from the Special Mental Health Trust Fund 
to the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama for the University of Alabama 
at Birmingham $707,548 to be expended for the Chauncey Sparks Center for De- 
velopmental and Learning Disorders. 


B. ALABAMA BOARD OF NURSING TRUST FUND: 


There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Board of Nursing Trust Fund 
to the Alabama Board of Nursing $959,304 to be expended for the Professional and 
Occupational Licensing and Regulation Program. 


C. ALABAMA PEACE OFFICERS’ STANDARDS AND TRAINING FUND: 


There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and 
Training Fund to the Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Training Commission 
$300,000 to be expended for the Certified Law Enforcement Academy Program. 


D. PUBLIC SCHOOL FUND: 


For the Public School Fund all funds derived from the levy of the special annual 
tax of thirty cents on each one hundred dollars ($100) of taxable property in this 
State for the support and maintenance of the public schools and from other funds 
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mentioned and enumerated in Sections 257, 258, and 259 of the Constitution 
of Alabama 1901 and the amount appropriated from all other funds as is 
now provided by law, however, not more than four percent of all funds 
appropriated in this Section shall be used or expended otherwise than for 
the payment of teachers employed in such schools. There is hereby appro- 
priated forty-five million dollars ($45,000,000) from the Public School Fund 
for the Minimum Program Fund to be expended under the Financial As- 
sistance Program as shown in subsection 3-A-8(a). If the Public School Fund 
receives more revenue than appropriated for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1988, the excess in revenue shall be carried over as a beginning balance 
for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1988. 


SECTION 6. 


The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisitions on the 
State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the 
law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of 
any and all funds appropriated to the State Department of Education and/ 
or the State Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller 
shall issue his warrant therefor. All other appropriations in this Act shall 
be paid on request by the Comptroller in the manner now provided by law. 


SECTION 7. 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any law 
authorizing or permitting any college, school or other education or elee- 
mosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, 
tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are 
now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The 
receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain separate accounts 
for such receipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which will show 
a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this appropriation. 
Further, all state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized 
to disburse such funds as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between 
said entities and the State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing services performed by said 
agency. All such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary 
to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to 
be expended through the fund established by Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, Section 41-5-24. 


SECTION 8. 


The appropriations made herein to the departments, boards, offices, 
commissions, and agencies include the amount necessary and said depart- 
ments, boards, offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby directed to make 
the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in the amourts 
enumerated in the General Appropriation Act for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1988. 


SECTION 9. 


All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropriation other 
than the exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
Section 41-4-93, shall lapse on September 30 of the fiscal year immediately 
following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made and shall 
revert to the credit of the ASETF or the trust fund from which the 
appropriation or appropriations were made. 
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The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act or all or any portion of 
any appropriation or appropriations herein made be held unconstitutional 
or invalid, such holding shall not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, 
clause, provision or portion of this Act or any other appropriation or 
appropriations or portion thereof hereby made.

This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1987.

There is hereby appropriated for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1988, and 
for the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of 
Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 4 of this Act. 
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For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts 
are shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs is shown so 
as to include estimated sources of funds other than the appropriation made 
in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act,

SECTION 6. 


The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisitions on the 
State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the 
law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of 
any and all funds appropriated to the State Department of Education and/ 
or the State Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller 
shall issue his warrant therefor. All other appropriations in this Act shall 
be paid on request by the Comptroller in the manner now provided by law. 


SECTION 7. 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any law 
authorizing or permitting any college, school or other education or elee- 
mosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, 
tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are 
now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The 
receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain separate accounts 
for such receipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which will show 
a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this appropriation. 
Further, all state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized 
to disburse such funds as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between 
said entities and the State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing services performed by said 
agency. All such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary 
to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to 
be expended through the fund established by Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, Section 41-5-24. 


SECTION 8. 


All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropriation other

rate of four percent of the sales price of such property; or the amount of 
tax collected by the seller, whichever is greater, provided, however, when the 
seller follows the Department of Revenue’s suggested use tax brackets and 
his records prove that his following said Grachers resulted in a net under- 
collection of tax for the month, he may report the tax due or tax collected, 


whichever is less, except as provided in subsections (b) and (c) of this section. 


“(b) An excise tax is hereby imposed on the storage, use or other 
consumption in this state of any machines used in mining, quarrying, 
compounding, processing and manufacturing of tangible personal property, 
purchased at retail on or after October 1, 1965, at the rate of one and one- 
half percent of the sales price of any such machine; or the amount of tax 
collected by the seller, whichever is greater; provided, however, when the 
seller follows the Department of Revenue’s suggested use tax brackets and 
his records prove that his following said beablets resulted in a net under- 
collection of tax for the mont e may report the tax due or tax collecte 
whichever is less; provided, that the term ‘machine, as herein used, shall 
include machinery which is used for mining, quarrying, compounding, pro- 
cessing or manufacturing tangible personal property, and the parts of such 
machines, attachments and replacements therefor, which are made or man- 
ufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines and which are 
necessary to the operation of such machines and are customarily so used. 


“(c) An excise tax is hereby imposed on the storage, use or other 
consumption in this state of any automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semi- 
trailer or house trailer purchased at retail on or after October 1, 1965, for 
storage, use or other consumption in this state at the rate of one and one- 
half percent of the sales price of such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, 


semitrailer or house trailer: or the amount of tax collected by the seller, 
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whichever is greater, provided, however, when the seller follows the De- 

artment of Revenue’s su ested use tax brackets and his records prove that 
is following said brackets resulted in a net undercollection of tax for the 
month, he may report the tax due or tax collected, whichever is less. Where 
any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer is 
taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment on the 
sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax levied herein shall be paid on the net 
difference, that is, the price of the new or used vehicle sold less the credit 
for the used vehicle taken in trade. 


“(d) Every person storing, using or otherwise consuming in this state 
tangible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax 
imposed 3% this article, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the 
tax has been paid to this state; provided, that a receipt from a retailer 
maintaining a place of business in this state or a retailer authorized by the 
department, under such rules and regulations as it may prescribe, to collect 
the tax imposed hereby and who shall for the purpose of this article be 
regarded as a retailer maintaining a place of business in this state, given to 
the purchaser in accordance with the provisions of section 40-23-67, shall 
be sufficient to relieve the purchaser from further liability for tax to which 
such receipt may refer. 


“(e) An excise tax is hereby imposed on the classes of tangible personal 
property, and at the rates imposed on such classes, specified in subsections 
(a), (b) and (c) of this section, on the storage, use or other consumption in 
the performance of a contract in this state of any such tangible personal 
property, new or used, the tax to be measured by the sales price of the fair 
and reasonable market value of such tangible personal property when put 
into use in this state, whichever is less; provided, that the tax imposed by 
this subsection shall not apply where the taxes imposed by subsections (a), 
(b) or (c) of this section apply.” 


Section 2. Section 40-23-63, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


“§ 40-23-63. Agricultural machinery or equipment—Tax imposed; rate; 
who liable. 


“There is hereby levied and imposed an excise tax on the storage, use 
or other consumption in this state of any machine, machinery or equipment 
which is used in planting, cultivating and harvesting farm products, or used 
in connection with the production of agricultural produce or products, live- 
stock or poultry, or farms, and the parts of such machines, machinery or 
equipment, attachments and replacements therefor which are made or man- 
ufactured for use on or in the operation of such machine, machinery or 
equipment, and which are necessary to and customarily used in the operation 
of such machine, machinery or equipment, which is purchased at retail after 
October 1, 1966, for storage, use or other consumption in this state, at the 
rate of one and one-half percent of the sales price of such property; or the 


amount of tax collected by the seller, whichever is greater, provided, however, 
when the seller follows the Department of Revenue’s su; ested use_ tax 
brackets and his records prove that his following said brackets resulted in 
a_net_undercollection of tax for the month, he may report the tax due or 
tax collected whichever is less, regardless of whether the retailer is or is not 
engaged in business in this state. The tax herein levied and imposed shall 


be in lieu of the excise tax levied and imposed by section 40-23-61; provided, 
that the one and one-half percent rate herein prescribed with respect to 
parts, attachments and replacements shall not apply to any automotive vehicle 
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or trailer designed primarily for public highway use except farm trailers used 
primarily in the production and harvesting of agricultural commodities. 


“Every person storing, using or otherwise consuming in this state such 
tangible personal property purchased at retail shall be liable for the tax 
imposed by this article, and the liability shall not be extinguished until the 
tax has been paid to this state; provided, that a receipt from a retailer 
maintaining a place of business in this state or a retailer authorized by the 
department of revenue under such rules and regulations as the commissioner 
of revenue may prescribe, to collect the tax imposed hereby and who shall 
for the purpose of this article be regarded as a retailer maintaining a place 
of business in this state, given to the purchaser in accordance with the 
provisions of section 40-23-67, shall be sufficient to relieve the purchaser 
from further liability for a tax to which such receipt may refer.” 


Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains.

gross proceeds of sales of the business or the amount of tax collected _b

trailer, semitrailer, or house trailer, or the amount of tax collected by the 


retailer, whichever is greater, provide owever, when the retailer follows 
the Department of Revenue’s su ested sales tax brackets and his records 

rove that his following said brackets resulted in a net undercollection of 
tax for the month, he may report the tax due or tax collected whichever is 
less; and provided, however, a a person subject to the tax provided for 
in this subdivision withdraws from his stock in trade any automotive vehicle 


or truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer for use by him or by his employee
